‘  IB ftory,  of  a  more  barbarous 
Albion,  confidering  it  in  all  its 
Circumftances ,  than  the  Mur- 
ther  of  Col.  Parke,  in  the  Re¬ 
bellion  in  Antegoa,  which  you  are  no  tv  to 
have  an  Account  of :  Nor,  perhaps,  was  ever 
any  Thing  fo  generally  talk'd  of  on  fo 
groundlefs  and  imperfect  Relations  of  it  01 
fin  (lice  more  unaccountably  evaded  by  ^  the 
Perpetrators  of  fo  flagrant  and  high  a 
CV  /  ft  1 6  • 

As  therefore  that  Affair  has  been  hitheito 
indnflrionfiy  reprefented  in  a  wrong  Light, 
and  the  truth  obf cur'd  by  the  falfe  Insinua¬ 
tions  of  the  Parties  concern'd,  it's  thought 
necejfarf  in  fiuftice  to  Col.  Parke  s  Memory, 
to  publifh  this  Hiftory  of  the  Rife  and  Pro- 

are  fs  of  the  Fat  ions  which  broke  out  in I  e* 
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belhon,  and  ended  in  that  unfortunate  Gen¬ 
tleman  s  fatal  Cataftrophe. 

The  Matter  of  F act  being  fupported  by  a 
vaft  Number  of  Depoftions  and  Minutes  of 
Council  from  the  Leeward  Ifands, ,  lodg'd 
in  tloe  Secretaries  of  State,  and  other  pub  lick 
Offices  here ,  together  with  fever al  original 
Papers  tranfmitted  from  thence  under  the 
Seal  of  thofe  Ifands ,  will  (’tis  hop'd)  meet 
]vnb,  a  ffpenor  Credit  to  that  which  is  de¬ 
liver  d  by  the  defers  of  that  Cruelty ,  and 
their  Agents  •  who  would  palliate  the  Wick- 
ednefs ,  by  cafting  an  Odium  and  Slanders 
On  this  Gentleman  XI nhappy  enough ,  in 

that  his  Lot  fell  among  People  of  fitch  tur¬ 
bulent  Spirits  and  loofe  Principles ,  without 
the  additional  Sufferance  of  his  Reputation , 
by  their  vigorous  Efforts ,  to  incite  a  genera l 
Belief  that  the  highefi  Provocations  and 
repeated  Infringements  on  their  Liberties 
hurry  d  them  on  to  that  Adi  on. 

But  by  how  much  Reputation  is  dearer  to , 
and  of  more  Account ,  with  a  Man  of  Honour] 
than  Life i,  fo  much  more  unhappy  was  Col. 
Park t  made,  in  being  depriv'd  of  the  one , 
before  he  had  an  Opportunity  of  clearing  the 
other  .*  And  fo  much  have  his  Enemies  aggra¬ 
vated  their  Guilt ,  by  murthering  his  (rood 
Name,  after  they  had  per  finally  butcher'd 
him.  Their  Malice  appear'd  to  the  World 
artfully  wrought  up,  in  a  Hearing  of  their 
Complaints  before  the  late  Queen  in  Conn- 
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cil,  without  his  Defence,  which  was  ref  err'd 
to  another  Day  :  In  the  Interim,  an  Account 
of  his  Death  arriving,  his  intended  Juftifi- 
cation  was  bury  d  with  him  j  and  they  did 
not  fail  to  improve  that,  his  greateft  Misfor¬ 
tune,  to  their  Advantage. 

This  unlucky  Incident,  together  with  the 
Readinefs  of  Peoples  pajfing  their  Judgments , 
ex-pa rte,  and  making  free  with  Mens  Cha- 
r alters,  tho'  with  little  or  no  Knowledge  of 
them,  much  contributed  to  the  general  Ac¬ 
ceptation  of  the  Calumnies  thrown  upon  him . 
And  fo  fubtle,  indeed,  is  the poyfonous  Qua¬ 
lity  of  Detraction,  that  it  foon  diffus'd  it 
felfinto  the  whole  Mafs,  and  became  a  Di- 
(lemper  almof  Epidemical .  JTe  fee  fcur- 
rilous  Reports  once  rais'd,  without  the  leaf l 
Regard  to  Truth  or  Probability,  gain  more 
Credit  than  the  mo  ft  irrefragable  Truths  : 
And  fuch  is  the  general  Inclination  to  be¬ 
lieve  ill  rather  than  well  of  Perfons  of  what 
Diftinifion  or  Deg  ree  foever,  that  no  fmall 
Pains  and  Induftry  is  requir'd  to  undeceive 
even  thofe  who, in  other  Rcfpeffs,  feem  to  make 
Reafcn  impartially  the  Rule  of  their  ConceJJi- 
ons. 

To  give  Room  for  which  Manner  of  Pro¬ 
cedure,  and  left  this  might  feem  an  En¬ 
deavour  of  en fnaring  the  Reader  into  the 
Error  fo  much  here  complain'd  of,  viz.  the 
taking  Things  upon  bare  Hearfay,  there  are 
added  the  Articles  of  Complaint  at  large , 
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with  his  and  the  Council  of  that  I (land’s  An- 
fwers  to  each  of  them  rejpeclively  ^  the  whole 
Proceedings  at  large  of  aGeneral Council  held 
at  Sr.  Chriftopher’s,  very  neceffary  for  the 
rightly  comprehending^ s  well  the  Occafon  of 
the  Difference  of  thofe  People  with  the  Gene¬ 
ral, ,  as  the  Nature  of  that  Government  ^ 
and  fome  other  Papers  intended  to  have  been 
made  life  of  in  the  Defence ,  which  zvas 
defend  fljould  have  appear'd  in  Publick  long 
fence ,  as  it  has  been  a  great  while  ready 
for  the  Prefs  but  the  Crown  s  Profecution , 
on  this  Occafon ,  having  fpun  out  to  fo  great 
a  Length ,  and  but  of  late  wholly  brought 
to  a  Conclufon,  it  zvas  not  thought  a  pro¬ 
per  Time  for  the  Publication  of  this ,  until 
that  zvere  at  an  End ,  left  any  Thin er  fould 
appear  in  it  that  might  be  confined  either 
to  interfere  with ,  or  arraign  the  Me  a  fur  es  of 
the  Crown  on  fo  extraordinary  an  Occafon  \ 
which  there  is  fo  much  Care  taken  to  avoids 
that  a  brief  Account  only  of  Henry  Smyth  V 
(one  of  the  Criminals j  Tryal  is  given  the 
Reader ,  for  his  Satisfaction ,  without  any 
Reflections  *  but  left  entirely  to  his  own  'Judg¬ 
ment  and  Obfervation . 

What  Reception  a  generous  Attempt  to 
refeue  opprefs'd  Innocence  and  Loyalty ,  may 
meet  with  from  this  ungrateful  Age,  the 
Author  is  rwt  for  his  ozvn  Sake  very  follici - 
tons  about  \  nor  zvill  he  make  any  other 
Apology  for  the  Undertakings  than  an  A  flu - 
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ranee  to  toe  Pwjlick,  that  'neither  Ttavouv  nor 
Affection  has  led  him  out  the  Path  of 
Truth ,  having  had  no  other  Inducement  to 
it  befides  that  of  doing  Juftice ,  where  there 
is  an  Incapacity  of  repelling  the  Injury  ^ 
which  to  a  Lover  of  l  'ruth,  nothing  can  he 
more  grateful ,  or  more  worthy  a  Man  of 
Honour  s  Pains . 

If  traducing  the  Actions  of  the  Lead  he 
in  its  Nature  the  hafeft  of  Crimes  •  and  that 
to  he  filent  where  nothing  can  he  faid  to 
their  Advantage,  is  far  more  generous,  as 
well  as  charitable,  as  very  few  will  difpute , 
hut  readily  grant ,  how  [hocking  mu  ft  it  he 
to  fee  them  daily  murther  d  afrejh  by  unjuft 
and  falfe  Afperfons  ?  And  as  the  prefent 
Performance  endeavours  to  ftrike  at  the  Root 
of  this  great  Evil  in  general,  as  well  as  the 
particular  Vindication  of  Col  Parke,  one 
Favour  is  requefted  ^  which  is,  that  the  Rea¬ 
der  will  go  thro 5  the  Sheets  with  Attention , 
and  without  Prejudice  refolve  to  make  Ufe 
of  his  Reafon  *  then,  his  hop'd,  he  may  both 
conceive  a  juft  Abhorrence  of  the  fcanda- 
lous,  tho 5  too  fajhionahle  Practice,  of  Slan¬ 
dering,  and  be  of  Opinion,  that  CoL  Parke 
was  a  good  Governor,  and  bravely  lof  his 
Life  in  Defence  of  the  Prerogative  of  the 
Crown,  with  which  he  was  intrufed,  and  for 
endeavouring  to  promote  that  common  Juftice 
and  Equity  with  which  that  Government  had 
been  fo  long,  and  fill  continues  to  be  ahnoft 
unacquainted ,  The 
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The  honefl  Meaning. ,  which  the  Author  is 
conscious  of  having  truly  deliver'd ,  and  the 
Compajfon  it  may  raife  in  the  Reader ,  is,  in 
fome  Meafure ,  to  make  Amends  for  the  Want 
of  thofe  mafterly  Strokes  and  Flourishes  he 
would  meet  with  in  a  W ork  of  this  Nature , 
by  the  polite  Writers  of  thefe  Times  but

Park  e’s  Admiritftration 

Whilft  Governor  of  the 

Leeward  Iflands. 

I  S  Grace  the  Duke  of  Marl¬ 
borough  having  fent  Colonel 
Parke  (his  Aid  de  Camp)  Ex- 
prefs  to  the  late  Queen,  with 
the  firft  Account  of  the  glo¬ 
rious  Vi&ory  obtain’d  at  the  Battel  of 
Hoc/let,  her  Majefty  receiv’d  the  welcome 
News  with  great  Tranfports  of  Joy,ather 
Palace  of  St.  James's,  and  was  gracioully 
pleas’d  to  Ihew  him  feveral  Marks  of  her 
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Royal  Favour  on  that  Occalion,  with  an 
Alfurance  that  (he  would  farther  provide 
for  him,  as  the  Merits  of  his  paft  Services, 
and  the  Meifenger  of  fuch  happy  Tidings 
to  theNation,delerv’d  ^  and  accordingly  he 
was  by  Letters  Patent,  bearing  Date  the 
25th  Day  of  April  1 706,  appointed  Cap¬ 
tain-General  and  Governor  in  Chief  of 
Nevis ,  St.  Chriftopher  s ,  Antegoa ,  Mount- 
ferraty  and  other  the  Leeward  Caribbee- 
Jftands  in  America  ^  and  in  June  follow¬ 
ing  arriv’d  at  Antegoa. 

Thefe  111a nds  were  often,  during  the 
War,  attack’d  by  the  French  :  The  Inha¬ 
bitants  of  Nevis  and  St.  Chnjloghers  had 
been  lately  plunder’d  :  The  Forts  and 
Places  of  Defence  deftroy’d,  and  raoft  or 
all  of  the  Illands  lay  expos’d  to  any  fu¬ 
ture  Attempts  the  Enemy  Ihould  make. 
*  The  General’s  firftCare,  therefore,  was 
to  repair  the  Forts,  and  put  the  Illands 
into  the  bell  Defence  they  were  capable 
of. 

The  particular  Laws  of  thefe  People, 
and  the  Proceedings  in  the  Courts  of 
juftice,  (which  fcarce  deferv’d  that  Name) 
were  fo  defective  and  corrupt,  that  it 
was  with  no  fmall  Difficulty  the  greateft 
Crimes  could  ever  be  puniffi’d :  The  richer 
Sort  might  encroach  on  the  Boundaries 

of 
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of  their  poorer  Neighbour,  and  the  Op- 
prefs’d  had  no  Hopes  of  Redrefs.  Nay, 
f  a  Man’s  murdering  his  own  Wife,efcap’d 
without  any  Cenfure  of  the  Law.  He 
therefore  more  particularly  apply’d  him- 
felf  to  the  Reformation  of  thofe  Abufes, 
and  in  the  Court  of  Equity,  (which  has 
Refemblance  to  the  High  Court  of  Chan¬ 
cery  in  England,  and  wherein  the  Chief 
Governor  is  always  Judge)  he  fate  as 
often  as  Bufinefs  requir’d,  for  the  Vindi¬ 
cation  of  Property,  and  deciding  of  Con- 
troverfies  between  Man  and  Man  :  Where 
the  Poor  obtain’d  his  Right,  tho’  the 
*  mighty  Man  frown’d,  and  the  Rich  re¬ 
ceiv’d  what  was  their  Due  even  from  the 
Tears  of  the  Needy  ^  where  Juftice  was 
fo  truely  and  indifferently  adminifter’d, 
without  Refped  of  Perfons,  that  every 
Man  who  had  any  juft  Caufe  of  Suit, 
chofe  (if  poflible)  to  have  it  determin’d 
in  this  Court  j  infomuch  that  few  Matters 
were  tranfaded  in  the  other  Courts,  but 
what  either  Plaintiff  or  Defendant  (if  the 
Nature  of  the  Caufe,  or  any  contingent 
Matter  would  admit)  remov’d  into  this, 
which  was  a  certain  Refuge  for  the  Di- 
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t  Thornton,  a  Soldier  in  Cel.  Jones’s  Regiment,  knock’d  bis 
Wife  on  the  Head  witl?  a  Stool ,  was  try*  and  ac quitted* 

#  li/itnefs  Codrington,  adf.  Lambert. 

Vide,  Depofjtiovs  o  f  Mr,  Pe-mber,  kittorne^General,  and  Mr, 
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ftrefs’d  ;  and  tho’  great  Part  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral  s  Time  was  taken  up,  he  would  take 
no  Fee  or  Reward  for  any  Procefs  or  Pro¬ 
ceeding  therein  :  Nor  was  the  Improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Trade  and  Culture  of  thefe 
Iflands,  exempt  from  his  Care  :  The  Su¬ 
gar  j|  Mills  were  greatly  increas’d  during 
his  Continuance  among  them,  and  the 
Trade  receiv’d  great  Advantage  from  his 
Encouragement. 

He  knew  he  could  not  be  a  faithful 
Reprefentative  of  his  Sovereign,  without 
doing  every  Thing  for  the  Good  of  the 
People  committed  to  his  Care  •  and  he 
never  fhew’d  himfelf  more  inclin’d  to  do 
them  Good,  than  when  he  moft  infilled 
on,  and  would  have  perfwaded  them  to 
fubmit  to,  the  juft  Prerogatives  of  the 
Crown  }  fo  that  even  in  the  greateft  Dif¬ 
ficulties  of  this  Nature,  (which  in  Con- 
clufion,  prov’d  fatal  to  him)  it  were  hard 
to  determine  whether  he  confulted  moft, 
the  Honour  of  his  Queen,  or  the  Good  of 
her  People. 

So  exaft  was  this  Gentleman  in  his 
whole  Adminiftration,  that  fo  far  as  it 
was  poflible  for  a  Lord  Chancellor  or 
Chief  Governor  in  all  Caufes  to  pleafe 
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each  Party,  he  had  entirely  gain’d  the 
Hearts  of  the  People  }  and  the  Pleafure 
they  conceiv’d  under  his  Government, 
may  be  feen  in  their  Addrefles  to  her  Ma- 
jefty,  from  the  feveraJ  Iflands  •  not  Ad- 
dreifes  of  common  Form,  but  fuch  as  ex- 
prefs’d  their  more  than  ordinary  Satif- 
faction  j  not  made  barely  in  Submillion  to 
the  Choice  of  her  Majefty,  or  to  flatter 
the  new  Governor  upon  his  Arrival, 
before  they  had  Knowledge  of,  and  Ac¬ 
quaintance  with  him,  but  fuch  as  pro¬ 
ceeded  from  the  Obfervation  and  Experi¬ 
ence  of  his  Condud  among  them. 

As  often  as  the  Affairs  of  Government 
would  permit  or  require,  he  vilited  the 
feveral  Iflands,  but  chofe  to  make  Ante- 
go  a  the  principal  Place  of  his  Relidence  * 
not  as  it  was  more  agreeable  or  pleafant 
than  fome  or  any  other  of  the  Iflands 
might  have  been  ^  but  as  that  Ifland  lay 
more  open  and  expos’d  to  the  Enemy, 
he  thought  his  Prefence  moll  neceffary 
there,  toanfwer  any  Emergency,  it  being 
to  v/indward  of  the  reft,  whereby  he 
might  eafily  go  to  their  A  Alliance  j  and 
his  refiding  there,  was  not  only  a  greater 
Safety  to  that  Ifland  in  particular,  but 
was  aJfo  attended  with  many  other  Ad¬ 
vantages  to  the  Inhabitants :  But  what 
Returns  thefe  ungrateful  People  made 

B  3  him, 
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hirn,  we  fhall  anon  have  Occafion  to 
mention. 

It  would  he  Matter  of  Aftonilhment  to 
Perfons  unacquainted  with  the  People  of 
thofe  Illands,  that  after  the  Happinefs 
they  enjoy  d  and  glory’d  in  for  two 
Years,  under  his  mild  and  equal  Admi- 
niftration,  and  the  Affieftion  they  had 
on  all  Occalions  exprefs’d  for  him,  to 
find  them  plotting  and  contriving  his 
Rum,  not  latisfy’d  ’till  they  had  ein- 
bru  d  their  Hands  in  his  Blood,  and  that 
with  fuch  Circumftances  of  Cruelty  and 
Barbarity,  that  one  would  be  apt  to 
queftion  whether  they  are  not  a  different 
Species  from  the  reft  of  Mankind,  or  ra¬ 
ther  whether  there  be  any  Refemblance 
of  Humanity  among  them  >  But  upon 
better  Acquaintance,  it  will  be  Matter 
of  greater  Wonder  to  find  them  fo  long 
eafy  under  any  Governor:  Nor  did  it 
require  lefs  Art  than  Virtue,  to  continue 
fo  long  acceptable  to  fuch  unftable  and 
wavering  People.  The  flender  Pretences, 
and  fmall  Appearance  of  Reafon  they 
had  for  that  Scene  of  Iniquity  which 
in  the  Sequel  we  lhall  find  they  acted, 
will  fhew  their  Madnefs  and  Inconftancy,

f  yJ  longer  Time  than  they  were  pleas'd  with  any  of  their  for¬ 
mer  Goyernors  •  of  mo7l  of  whom  they  comp' din'd ,  or  differ'd 
with)  in  about  fix  Months . 
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There  were  foine  among  them,  from 
whom  better  Things  might  be  expe&ed, 
as  they  had  better  Advantages  of  Im¬ 
provement,  than  the  Generality  of  thofe 
People,  whofe  Neceflities  or  Vices  had 
at  iirfb  drove  them  to  thofe  Blands-,  but 
many  of  thefe  knew  by  what  unju  ft  Titles 
they  held  their  Eftates,  and  that  their 
Tenure  would  not  bear  the  Tell  of  a 
Court  of  Equity.  Others  became  picqu’d 
and  difaffe&ed,  becaufe  Men  of  more  Ho- 
nefty  and  better  Judgment  were  not 
turn’d  out  of  their  Employs,  to  make 
Room  for  their  Ambition,  which  by  far 
exceeded  their  Abilities.  The  Fears  of 
the  one  muft  continue,  and  the  De¬ 
fires  of  the  other  cannot  be  anfwer’d, 
while  the  Government  remain’d  in 
his  Hands  whom  no  Motive  could 
prevail  on  to  decree  any  Thing  in  Favour 
of  the  one,  again!!  the  ftrift  Rules  of 
Equity  and  Juftice,  or  to  gratify  the 
other  in  any  Requelf,  which  if  granted, 
might  prejudice  the  Publick. 

Mr.  Parke  was  too  h  on  eft  for  thefe 
Mens  Purpofes,  and  therefore  nothing 
muft  be  left  unattempted  to  remove  him 
from  them.  By  lying  Infinuations  and 
private  Calumnies,  the  unwary  Popu¬ 
lace  are  to  be  whifper’d  into  Fears  of 
Dangers,  which  were  nothing  but  the 

B  4  Phan- 
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Phantoms  deligning  Men  had  conjur’d 
up  to  frighten  them  out  of  their  Senfes, 
(which  indeed  requir’d  no  mighty  Witch¬ 
craft)  that  they  might  be  more  perfedly 
under  the  Power  of  their  Delufion  :  And 
to  fuch  Excefs  in  a  little  Time  did  the 
Madnefs  of  the  People  prevail,  as  to  di¬ 
vert  them  of  all  Senfe  of  Duty  and  Obe¬ 
dience  to  Sovereignty  5  they  defpife  and 
contemn  the  Character  which  he  bore, 
uud  offer  publick  Infults  and  Affronts  to 
his  Perfon  ^  he  muft  give  private  Satif- 
fadion  for  what  he  does  in  his  publick 
Capacity  j  his  ading  in  Obedience  to  his 
Sovereign’s  Commands,  muft  be  anfwer’d 
for  at  the  Point  of  a  Sword,  or  the*  Ale- 
Wife’s  Son  fhall  upbraid  him  with  Cow¬ 
ardice  for  refufing  his  Challenge  ^  and, 
as  if  Majefty  had  not  fuffer’d  Indignity 
enough  by  fuch  like  Ufage,  they  carry 
their  Refentments  higher,  they  go  back 
and  rake  into  the  Arties  of  her  Royal 
Grandfather,  and  opprobrioully  make 
Mention  of  his  Misfortunes  •,  they  charge 
her  Reprefentative  with  treading  in  the 
Steps  of  King  Charles  the  Ift,  and  threa¬ 
ten  him  with  (what  they  term)  his  de- 
ferv’d  Fate  f.  Good  God  !  how  far  will 

'  a  dif- 
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a  difappointed  Ambition,  and  the  De- 
lire  of  preferving  what  is  unjuftly  poi- 
fefs’d,  carry  Men  ?  Nothing  but  Blood 
can  fatisfy  the  Revenge  of  the  one,  or 
remove  the  Fears  of  the  other  :  Nor  is 
this  fufticient,  his  Sufferings  (if  pofhble) 
mult  out-live  him,  and  reach  even  be¬ 
yond  the  Grave,  They  will  firft  murder 
his  good  Name,  and  then  take  away  his 
Life :  Articles  of  Impeachment  muff  be 
clandeftinely  forg’d,  and  fent  into  England 
to  blacken  and  bring  him  into  Difelteem 
with  his  Queen  •,  tho’  in  Truth,  the 
greateft  Crime  (if  that  can  be  accounted 
one)  to  be  alledg’d  againft  him,  the 
Stumbling-block  and  Rock  of  Offence, 
was,  that  he  infilled  upon  the  Preroga¬ 
tive  of  the  Crown,  and  would  not  bafely 
give  up  and  betray  its  Right. 

It  is  certainly  the  Right  of  the  Subjects, 
where-  any  Perfon  entrufled,  abufes  the 
Authority  he  is  inverted  with,  to  petition 
and  rightly  inform  the  Prince:,  who,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Nature  and  Juftice  of  fuch 
Reprefentation,  will  remove  and  punilh 
the  Perfon  complain’d  of,  for  fuch  hisMale- 
Adminiftration,  as  it  is  not  only  a  Detri¬ 
ment  to  the  Common-Weal,  but  in  fome 
fort  a  Reflection  on  the  Prince  whom  he 
reprefents,  and  by  whofe  Authority  he 
^Cts  in  the  Station  he  is  plac’d. 
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But  in  this  Cafe,  the  Prince  will  confi¬ 
de1-  the  Nature  of  the  Complaint,  and  the 
Charader  and  Condition  of  the  Perfons 
complaining  •,  perhaps  the  Matter  com¬ 
plain  d  of,  is  praifie-worthy,  and  no  Crime 
or  if  a  Crime,  does  not  unqualify  him  for 
his  Employ,  as  it  does  not  relate  to  his 
Office }  is  only  criminal  in  him  as  a  Man, 
ana  would  be  the  like  in  any  other  Per¬ 
son.  •,  or  perhaps  the  Charaders  and  Con¬ 
ditions  of  the  Perfons  complaining,  are 
fuch  as  do  not  merit  Credit  \  if  they  are 
not  the  moll  honourable  and  confiderable 
of  the  People  j  if  they,  or  the  leading  Men 
among  them,  have  been  difplac’d  from 
fuch  Offices  and  Employs,  as  the  Perfon 
complain’d  of  might  difpofe  of  as  he 
pleafe,  or  if  they  are  fuch  as  can  have 
By-ends  of  any  Kind  whatfoever  in  the 
Downfal  of  the  Man  in  Power?  In  fuch 
Cafes  the  Prince  will  have  juft  Reafon  to 
fufped  their  Complaints,  and  will  de¬ 
mand  the  Opinion  of  thofe  (if  fuch  there 
be)  whofe  higher  Stations  and  Honours 
make  them  more  competent  Judges,  and 
demand  greater  Credit,  and  who  can 
have  no  Self-Intereft  to  come  in  Compe¬ 
tition  with  their  Regard  to  Truth,  and 
the  publick  Good  •,  and  if  thefe  clear  the 
Charader  of  the  Perfon  complain’d  of,  if 
they  approve  of  his  Adminiftration,  and 
applaud  his  Condud,  the  Prince,  (who 
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efpecially  in  remoter  Parts  of  Government 
muft  fee  with  others  Eyes)  as  well  inju- 
Itice  to  his  faithful  Minifter,  as  to  pre- 
ferve  his  own  Authority,  will  difcourage 
and  difcountenance  the  vile  Attempts  and 
Infinuations  of  fuch  a  Set  of  Men,  a&uated 
by  Malice,  Envy,  Self-Intereft,  or  any  fuch 
like  devilifh  Principle  :  And  if  the  Peo¬ 
ple  do  not  acquiefce  in  the  Determination 
of  the  Prince,  and  fuch  Meafures,  what- 
foever  they  be,  as  in  his  Wifdom  he  lhall 
think  fit  j  if  they  hereupon  Ihew  them- 
felves  mutinous  and  difaffe&ed,  and  by 
their  Endeavours  would  feem  to  force  Ma- 
jefty  into  a  Compliance  to  their  unreafon- 
able  Demands,  the  Prince  will  have  Rea- 
fon  to  fear  their  Defigns  tend  farther, 
that  they  have  fomething  more  in  View 
than  the  Removal  of  his  Minifter,  and  it 
will  be  high  Time  to  give  Check  to  that 
Spirit  of  Rebellion,  which  makes  its  Ap¬ 
proaches  to  the  Throne,  fhelter’d  and  con¬ 
ceal’d  in  Petitions  of  Grievances,  thofe 
Lights  of  Difcontent,  and  dark  Lanterns 
of  Rebellion. 

But  let  us  now  fee  how  this  comes  up 
to  the  particular  Cafe  before  us,  and  firlt 
let  us  enquire  into  the  Method  of  fra¬ 
ming  their  Articles  ^  this  was  to  be  per¬ 
form’d  with  all  the  Privacy  imaginable, 
and  none  to  be  admitted  into  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  what  was  doing,  without  an  Oath 
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*  of  Secrecy,  leaft  the  General  fhould 
have  Notice  of  the  Articles,  and  make  too 
great  a  Defence  j  the  Slander  that  was  in¬ 
tended  like  a  fecret  Poifon,  was  to  work 
incurable  Effedls,  before  it  was  difcern’d. 

When  the  Cabal  had  drawn  up  their 
Articles,  the  next  Thing  was,  to  get  a 
Number  of  Hands  to  fign  them,  and  Af¬ 
fidavit-Men  muft  be  procur’d  to  fwear  to 
fome  particular  Matters,  thereby  to  gain 
the  greater  Credit  to  the  reft  of  their  For¬ 
geries  :  For  this  End  nothing  fhaJl  be  left 
undone  •  no  Perfwafive  unattempted,  that 
might  work  either  on  the  Hopes  or  Fears 
of  Men,  thofe  two  prevailing  Paffions  of 
human  Nature  j  confiderable  Rewards 
are  offer’d  to  fome,  and  many  of  the  in¬ 
ferior  Rank,  by  Threats  and  illUfage,are 
heftor  d  and  bully’d  into  Compliance  to 
atteft  the  Truth  of  the  Articles  drawn, 
tho’  the  Ringleaders  only  knew  what  they 
contain’d.  It  was  induftrioufly  buzz’d  a- 
mong  them,  that  the  General  was  foon  to 
be  remov  d  ^  and  they  who  would  not 
give  a  helping  Hand,  fhould  find  no  Mer¬ 
cy  when  he  was  gone  :  The  unfortunate 
Woman,  f  deluded  by  Promife  of  Marri¬ 
age,

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age,  mull  fign  or  fwear  to  a  Paper  pre¬ 
par’d  to  her  Hand,  the  Contents  whereof 
{he  knew  no  more  of,  than  that  it  was 
Matter  of  Complaint  againft  the  General  j 
fhe  mult  add  Perjury  to  her  former  Folly, 
or  the  perfidious  Man  will  not  perforin 
his  Contract  fhe  is  threaten’d  to  be  whipt 
for  having  a  Ballard,  and  that  her  Ne¬ 
groes  fhall  be  taken  from  her.  Thus 
were  the  Misfortunes  and  Sins  of  forne, 
made  fubfervient  to  their  molt  wicked 
Purpofes  :  Nor  are  we  without  Inflance  of 
their  exercifing  Violence,  where  neither 
Threats  or  Promifes  could  prevail  \  he 
whofe  Probity  could  not  be  overcome  by 
the  Power  of  Liquor,  or  any  other  Arti¬ 
fice,  is  expos’d  beyond  all  common  De¬ 
cency,  mull  Hand  the  Teft  of  Stripes  and 
Scourging,  of  Ridicule  and  Shame.  Thefe

In  this  they  found 
their  Account  j  for  as  it  was  impoffible 
for  the  Officers,  efpecially  the  Subal¬ 
terns,  to  live  in  that  extravagant  Country 
on  their  Pay,  (which  they  feldom  or  never 
receiv’d)the  Fadion,by  treating  and  enter¬ 
taining  them  at  their  Houfes,  brought  moft 
of  them  into  their  Jnterefts  and  Cabals-, 
v/here,  imputing  the  Caufe  of  the  Pub- 
lick’s  not  providing  for  them,  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral,  they  became  difaffeded.

falfeMufters.  All  this  the  General  refent- 
ing,  made  Col.  Jones  become  a  bitter  Ene¬ 
my  to  him,  and  encourag’d  his  Officers 
in  their  ^Slights  and  Difobedience  to  the 
General  s  Commands,  he  meriting  molt 
of  his  Colonel,  who  feem’d  to  be  moil  a 
Party-Man-  which  did  not  a  little  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  Rebellion  that  follow’d  • 
wherein,  if  they  were  not  immediately 
concern  d,  yet  were  Promoters  and  Abet¬ 
tors  of  it.  No  Fund  ffiall  be  rais’d  for 
fatisfying  the  Debts  of  the  Publick,  un- 
lefs  the  General  will  confent  that  the 
Affembly  have  the  negative  Voice,  and 
they  to  give  the  laft  Sanction  to  all 
Laws  that  pafs*,  otherwife  the  publick 
Credit  mull:  fuffer  :  Nor  ffiall  all  this  be 
Sufficient,  unlefs  he  farther  comply  to 
pal's  their  Bill  of  Privileges,  which  they 
had  fram’d  to  lop  and  defpoil  the  Crown 
of  all  its  Rights }  but  thefe  were  Things 
he  could  by  no  Means  agree  to. 

Thus  do  thefe  pretended  Patriots  fa- 
crifice  the  Good  of  their  Country,  to  their 
private  Refentments  ^  the  General  muft 
either  betray  and  give  up  the  Preroga¬ 
tives  of  the  Crown,  muft  act  in  Contra¬

The  Party,  all  this  While,  had  no  fa- 
tisfa&ory  Account  from  their  Agent  in 
England •,  and  therefore  impatient  of  De¬ 
lay,  confcious  of  the  Badnefs  of  their 
Caufe,  and  doubtful  of  Succefs,  they 
enter  into  defperate  Confults  againft  the 
General’s  Perfon,  and  feme  jj  Perfons  are 
engag’d  to  undertake  the  Aflaflination  , 
thefe  watch  the  Opportunity  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral’s  being  attended  by  two  or  three, 
and  as  he  rode  along  the  High-way,  he 
was  fhot  at  from  an  Ambufcade  the  Bone 
of  his  Arm  was  fra ftur’d,  but  he  at  that 
Time  efcap’d  with  Life.  The  Council, 
by  Addrefs,  exprefs  great  Deteftation  and 
Abhorrence  of  this  bafe  and  barbarous 
Defign:,  they  take  that  Opportunity  to 
aifure  his  Excellency  of  their  utmoft 
AfFiftance  to  defend  his  Perfon  againlt 
all  who  fhali  confpire  againft  it:,  pub- 
lickly  and  unanimoufly  declaring,  that 
in  cafe  he  fliould  come  to  any  untimely 
Death,  (which  they  pray  God  forbid) 
they  will  profecute  the  Contrivers,  and 
all  their  Adherents,  with  the  utmoft  Ri¬ 
gour  and  Severity and  they  make  it 
their  Defire,  that  he  will  take  more  than

to  come  1  hey  alfo  publifh  a  Proclama¬ 
tion,  with  considerable  Reward,  for  ap¬ 
prehending  the  Perfons  concern’d  there- 
in  ^  (whom, by  the  Depofitions  that  were 
made  before  them,  they  had  great  Rea¬ 
son  to  fufped,  and  who  fince  the  Gene¬ 
ral  s  Death  have  confefs’d  and  glory’d  in 
the  Attempt)  but  they  had  too  many 
Friends  to  be  taken,  and  were  privately 
convey’d  out  of  the  llland. 

The  Minutes  of  Council  relating  to 
this  Attempt  againft  the  Generals  Life, and 
the  pretended  Rights  of  the  Alfembly, 
were  fent  into  'England. ,  and  Directions 
from  the  Lords  Committee  of  Trade  re¬

w  E  are  very  forry  for  the  villain- 
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ous  Attempts  upon  your  Per- 
4  fon,  which  was  not  only  an  Injury  to

As  to  your  Defire  of  Dire&ions, 
in  Relation  to  the  Affembly’s  infilling 
on  their  Speaker’s  having  a  negative 
Voice  in  the  palling  of  Laws,  that  is, 
of  figning  after  you,  we  did  in  our  Let¬ 
ter  of  the  25th  of  "November  1708,  ac¬ 
quaint  you  with  our  Opinion,  that  you 
had  done  well  in  fupporting  the  Rights 
of  the  Crown  •  and  in  our  Letter  of 
the  29th  of  November  laft,  we  acquaint¬ 
ed  you,  that  in  Relation  to  the  Irregu¬ 
larity  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Alfem- 
bly  of  Ant  ego  a ,  and  their  pretending 
to  affume  Privileges  which  of  Right  do 
not  belong  to  them,  we  could  only'  ad- 
vife  you  to  purfue  the  Infirudlions  you 
have  from  her  Majefly,  which  would 
be  a  fufficient  Juftification  to  you  :  This 
we  thought  would  have  been  fufficient 
for  your  Direction  }  but  fince  you  de¬ 
fire  fomething  farther,  we  have  only  to 
add.  That  by  one  Claufe  in  your  Com- 
miffion,  which  is  under  the  Broad  Seal 
of  this  Kingdom,  the  negative  Voice  is 
folely  lodg’d  in  you,  or  the  Commander 
in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  as  fol¬ 
lows. 
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“  And  to  the  End  that  nothing  may  be 
pafs’d  or  done  by  any  of  the  faid  Coun¬ 
cils  or  Alfemblies,to  the  Prejudice  of  us, 
our  Heirs  and  Succeifors,  we  will  and 
ordain,  that  you  the  faid  Daniel  Parke , 
and  in  your  Abfence,our  Lieutenant-Go¬ 
vernor,  refpectively  lhall  have  and  en¬ 
joy  a  negative  Voice  in  the  making  and 
palling  of  all  Laws,  Statutes,  and  Ordi¬ 
nances,  as  aforefaid.  So  that  the  Alfem- 
bly  inlifting  on  a  Privilege  which  her 
Majefty  has  referv’d  to  her  felf,  and  only 
deputed  to  you  and  the  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  Time  being,  is  an  un- 
dutiful  Attempt  upon  her  Majefty’s 
Royal  Prerogative,  which  is  contrary 
to  the  conftant  Ufage  here  in  Great 
Britain ,  and  what  none  of  her  Majefty’s 
other  Plantations  in  America  have  ever 
pretended  to.  Their  Allegation,  that 
other  former  Governors  have  done  it, 
ought  not  to  weigh  with  you  j  their 
Negleft  of  their  Duty  in  giving  up  the 
Right  of  the  Crown,  is  a  Precedent 
we  hope  you  will  never  follow  •,  and 
therefore  we  have  only  to  advife  you  to 
acquaint  the  Alfembly  with  the  afore- 
mention’dGlaim  in  yourCommiflio'n  \  and 
their  pretending  to  aflume  the  Right  of 
their  Speaker’s  ligning  laft,  will  never  be 
allow’d  of  here.  You  will  do  well  there¬

And  now  there  offer’d  a  Contingency, 
which  it  might  be  thought  Providence  de- 
lign’d,  to  bring  thefe  People  to  better 
Temper  :  They  have  Intelligence  of  the 
French  Fleet’s  appearing  before  thofe 
Iflands  •,  the  General  hereupon  convenes 
the  Affembly,  and  in  Council  acquaints 
them  with  the  Danger  that  threaten’d  3 
recommends  to  them  to  confider  of  the 
beft  Methods  for  the  Safety  of  their 
I (land,  and  allures  them  that  he  will  rea¬ 
dily  confent  to  do  every  Thing  in  his 
Power  that  they  Ihall  advife,  which  may 
not  be  inoonfiftent  with  her  Majefty’s 
Inftrudions. 

When  the  Enemy  was  fo  near,  it  was 
furely  high  Time  for  Peace  and  Agree¬ 
ment  among  themfelves  j  it  might  reafo- 
nably  be  hop’d,  that  private  Piques 
Ihould  give  Place  to  the  publick  Good  ^ 
and  the  Danger  that  every  particular  Per- 
fon  was  expos’d  to,  might  naturally  have 
united  them  for  a  general  Defence  :  But 
fuch  is  the  Witchcraft  of  Rebellion, 
that  when  Men  engage  their  Paffions  in 
its  Service,  it  leads  them  in  Circles, 
their  Heads  grow  giddy,  their  Reafons 
are  bewilder’d,  and  their  Brains  turn 
round  j  the  Cry  for  Liberty  grows  louder, 
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and  they  wilJ  f'ooner  be  plunder’d  and  de- 
flroy’d  by  a  foreign  Invafion,  than  not 
infill  on  their  pretended  Rights. 

The  General  and  Council  are  inform’d 
that  the  Alfembly’s  Reafon  for  not  making 

•  Provifion  for  the  Army  for  longer  Time 
than  a  Month,  was,  to  lay  the  Govern¬ 
ment  under  a  Neceflity  of  calling  a  Month¬ 
ly  Alfembly  ^  and  the  General,  as  was 
before  obferv’d,  not  having  Power  to 
pafs  any  Act  to  be  of  Force  for  lefs 
Fime  than  three  Months,  the  Alfembly 
are  defir’d  to  grant  a  Supply  for  the  three 
Months,  in  regard  more  efpecially  of  the 
prefent  impending  Danger,  and  are  af- 
fur'd  that  they  lhall  be"  Monthly  conve¬ 
ned  j  but  this  Propofal,  and  the  Endea¬ 
vours  of  the  Genera!  to  bring  them  to  a 
Sight  of  their  Danger,  and  the  Concern 
he  exprefs’d  for  the  Illand,  make  them 
more  obflinate  in  their  Demands,and  buoy 
up  their  Expectations,  that  their  Per- 
verfenefs  will  prevail  j  but  when,  becaufe 
nothing  could  be  done,  the  Alfembly 
are  therefore  adjourn’d,  and  the  Fears  of 

•  the  People  drive  them  into  DiflraClion, 
the  defigning  Men  take  the  Advantage  of 
their  Confufion,  (forgetful  of  the  Ad- 
drefs  of  Thanks  the  reprefentative  Body 

•  of  this  Illand  had  made  to  his  Excellen¬ 
cy, for  his  Care  and  Regard  to  that  Illand, 
In  fupplying  them  out  of  her  Majelly’s 

Bounty 
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Bounty  to  thofe  Blands,  with  Cannon, 
Pnwder,  &c.  and  his  indefatigable  Pains 
and  Trouble  in  directing  and  caufing  the 
Paid  Cannon,  in  his  proper  Perfon,  to  be 
landed,  with  little  or  no  Charge  to  the 
Publick)  they  attribute  their  naked  and 
defencelefs  Condition  to  the  General  s 
tyrannical  Intentions  j  nor  could  the  f  vail 
Stake  he  had  therein,  preferve  him  from 
the  Calumny  of  defigning  to  fell  thofe 
Blands  to  the  Enemy,  to  gratify  as  well 

his  Avarice  as  Revenge. 

At  la  ft  it  is  difcover’d,  that  the  Ene¬ 
my  will  make  the  firft  Attempt  on  Mont¬ 
serrat.  The  extraordinary  Care  the  Gene¬ 
ral  took,  and  the  expofing  his  own  Per¬ 
fon  thereupon,  will  convince  the  un¬ 
prejudic’d  Reader  of  the  Malice  and  vile 
Tnlinuations  of  his  Adverfaries  \  and  that 
there  was  nothing  he  had  more  at  Heart 
than  the  Prefetvation  of  thofe  Blands. 
The  Senfe  the  Inhabitants  had  hereof, 
maybe  feen  in  their  own  Words,  taken 
from  the  Addrefs  of  the  Council  and 
Affembly  of  that  Bland  to  her  Majefty. 

*  And  we  muft  farther  thank  your  Ma- 
‘  jefty  for  making  Col.  Parke  our  Gene- 
*  ral,  whofe  Vigilance,  Conduft,  and 

D  2  ‘  Cou- 
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‘  Courage,  has  difappointed  the  Defigns 
of  our  Enemies,  and  prevented  their 
‘  gaining  any  Advantage  over  us,  fince 
we  have  been  fo  happy  as  to  have  him 
4  our  Governor  : 

4  And  when  this  Iiland  was  lately  at- 
4  tack’d,  his  Expedition  in  coming  down 
4  to  our  Relief,  when  flaying  for  the 
4  Man  of  War,  might  have  been  too  late 
to  have  fav  d  us,  and  Ijis  following  the 
4  Enemy  to'.every  Place  that  was  in  Dan- 
4  ger,  ’till  they  difpers’d  themfelves,  may, 
4  for  the  future,  make  them  more  cauti- 
4  ous  to  attack  any  of  thefe  Iflands,  now 
4  we  have  a  Governor  fo  ready  to  draw 
4  the  reft  to  their  Afliftance,  and  perfo- 
4  nally  to  head  them  :  We  therefore 
4  pray  your  Majefty  for  his  long  Conti- 

*  nuance  amongfl  us  ^  but  if  your  Majefty 
4  fhall  think  it  neceflary,  for  his  Juftifica- 
4  tion,  that  he  perfonally  anfwer  the  Com- 

*  plaint  againft  him,  wherein  he  is  char- 
4  ged  with  Crimes  we  are  perfectly  ig- 
4  norant  of. 

‘  We  therefore  humbly  take  Leave  to 
4  inform  your  Majefty,  we  know  of  no 
4  Male-Adminiftration  or  Negled:  of  Du~ 
4  ty,  that  our  General,  Col.  Parke ,  has 
‘  been  guilty  of,  during  the  whole  Time 
4  he  has  govern’d  thefe  Iflands  •,  and  we 
1  hope,  that  when  he  has  clear’d  himfelf 
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‘  of  what  his  Enemies  have  laid  to  his 
4  Charge,  (which  we  have  no  Manner  of 
1  Reafon  to  doubt  but  that  he  will)  he  may 
4  be  reftor’d  to  this  his  Government  •,  and 
c  we  humbly  implore  your  Majefty,  that 
‘  he  may  be  continu’d  our  General. 

At  length  the  Solicitations  of  the  Com¬ 
plainants  friends  in  England ,  prevail’d  fo 
far,  that  the  Queen’s  Letter  was  obtain’d, 
directing  the  examining  of  Witnelfes  by 
Depofitions  taken  on  Oath  in  that  Ifland,, 
to  prove  the  Articles  that  were  already 
exhibited,  and  fuch  others  as  fhould  be 
brought  in  ^  Copies  duly  attefted,  of  their 
Articles  and  Proofs,  were  to  be  deliver’d 
to  the  General,  to  enable  him  to  make  his 
Defence  •,  Copies  of  his  Anfwer  to  fuch 
Articles,  and  the  Affidavits  on  hisPart,were 
alfo  to  be  deliver’d  to  the  Complainants, 
and  the  Seal  of  the  Illand  was  to  be  af¬ 
fix  d  to  the  Depofitions  on  both  Sides,  to 
be  tranfnitted  into  England  •  Duplicates 
to  be  made,  for  fear  of  Mifearriage,  and 
the  General  was  alfo  directed  to  take  the 
Opportunity  of  the  firlt  Man  of  War,  af¬ 
ter  this,  and  the  fettling  of  his  own  Af¬ 
fairs,  to  return  Home. 

T  It  was  with  no  fmall  Pride  and  Triumph, 
that  the  Complainants  Agent,  Mr.  Neviri, 
return  d  to  them  ^  the  Succefs  he  had  in 
England ,  which  was  accounted  little  lefs 
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than  Conquelt,  was  undeniable  Reafon 
for  continuing  him  in  their  Service  and 
he  is  made  Manager  in  Chief,  on  the  ta¬ 
king  the  Depofitions,  Every  Body  is  now 
told  what  Credit  the  Articles  that  were 
fent  into  England r,  met  with  at  Court,  and 
in  what  Difelteem  the  General  was  held 
there  •,  that  he  was  now  to  be  remov’d, 
without  any  Profpecl  of  returning  j  and 
they  who,  by  their  opposing  him,  had 
fhew’d  themfelves  greateft  Patriots,  were 
to  be  put  into  Power  and  Trull.  Thus 
were  the  People  excited  to  a  Zeal  for 
the  Caufe  of  their  Country,  (as  they  ftyl’d 
it)  and  he  wras  thought  to  merit  moll  of 
the  Party,  that  was  moll  abufive,  difre- 
fpedful,  and  infolent  •,  nay,  fo  excefiive- 
ly  rude  was  their  Behaviour,  that  the  Ge¬ 
neral  at  la  ft  thought  it  prudent  to  refer 
the  Management  to  fome  one  or  other  of 
his  Friends,  and  not  to  attend  himfelf  on 
the  taking  of  the  Depofitions  }  and  they 
who  had  fo  much  Friendlhip  and  Courage, 
as  to  undertake  this  Talk,  were  treated 
with  fuch  ill  Manners  *  and  abufive  Lan¬ 
guage  by  the  Fadion  and  their  Agent,  as 
Flelh  and  Blood  could  not  well  have  bore, 
had  not  thefe  Gentlemens  Regard  to  the 
General’s  Orders,  and  their  Unwillingness 
to  give  any  Pretext  of  Complaint  to  his 
Enemies,  exceeded  and  overcome  their 
Refentments. 

;  *  Mr,  Bole's  pePofithfr 
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The  Time  appointed  for  the  Fleet’s  fail¬ 
ing,  with  which  the  General  declar’d  his 
Intentions  of  going,  and  by  which  the 
Papers  were  to  be  fent  for  England ,  be¬ 
ing  within  a  Week  of  expiring,  the  Ge¬ 
neral  fends  to  the  Juftices  that  were  ap¬ 
pointed  to  take  the  Affidavits,  and  com¬ 
plains  of  the  Delays  that  were  given  , 
delires  the  Complainants  will  difpatch 
their  Charge,  that  he  may  have  Time 
to  hnifh  his  Defence,  and  go  Home  with 
the  Fleet  ^  but  the  Defign  of  his  Ene¬ 
mies  was  to  bring  him  into  this  Strait* 
either  to  go  off  with  the  Fleet  without 
anfwering  their  Charge,  and  clearing  up  his 
Reputation  from  their  black  Acculations, 
(many  of  which,  as  yet  he  had  not  heard 
of)  or  by  his  ftaying  behind,  to  have  the 
Opportunity  of  infinuating  to  his  Preju¬ 
dice,  whatever  their  wicked  Imaginations 
or  Malice  could  fuggeff. 

The  General  refolv’d  (if  poffible)  to 
difappoint  his  Enemies ,  and  depending 
upon  his  own  Innocence,  chofe  to  content 
himfelf  with  fuch  Method  of  Defence,  as 
the  little  Time  allow’d  him  would  give 
him  Leave  to  make,  and  go  Home  with 
the  Fleet,  as  well  to  get  off  from  a  Peo¬ 
ple  who  he  had  too  great  Reafo.n  to 
know,  had  Defigns  a  gain  ft  his  Life,  as  to 
avoid  any  Mifreprefentation  which  might 
be  made  on  his  ftaying  behind.  Fair  Co- 
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pies  are  therefore  made  of  the  Depofiti- 
ons  on  his  Part,  and  the  Magiftrates  ap¬ 
pointed  for  that  Purpofe,  fent  to,  *  and 
importun’d  to  examine  them  j  who,  not- 
withftanding  the  many  Appointments  and 
Promiies  made,  defer  their  fo  doing  from 
Time  to  Time  j  and  on  Saturday  the  29th 

°f  fub  I7°9?  about  fix  in  the  Evening, 
when  the  Fleet  were  a  (dually  under  Sail, 
they  came  with  feverai  of  the  Complai¬ 
nants  to  the  General,  to  demand  the 
Great  Seal  might  be  put  to  fuch  Papers 
as  they  had  brought  to  be  tranfmitted 
into  England  ^  whereupon  the  f  Gentle¬ 
man  who  manag’d  for  the  General,  read 
to  them  a  Paper,  a  Copy  of  which,  as  it 
contains  fome  of  the  many  Difficulties 
the  General  was  laid  under,  in  ma¬ 
king  his  Defence,  and  fhews  thelmpoffi- 
bility  he  was  brought  to,  of  going  with 
that  Fleet,  I  fhall  beg  the  Reader’s  Leave 
to  infert. 

Gentlemen , 

*  np  H  E  General  has  defir’d  me  to  ac- 

jL  quaint  you,  that  he  is  mightily 
4  furpriz’d  at  your  defiring  a  Broad  Seal 
4  for  the  Bundle  of  Papers  you  have 
4  brought  with  you. 

‘  If 
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1  If  you  delign’d  to  have  fent  them  this 
*  Fleet,  you  ought  certainly  to  have  ac- 
4  quainted  him,  that  he  might  have  ap- 
4  pointed  Somebody  to  examine  the  Papers 
1  you  now  bring  with  you,  with  the  Co- 
‘  pies  you  already  have  deliver’d  him. 
4  For  if  the  Juftices  chofe  by  you,  don’t 
‘  think  it  reafonable,  and  will  not  put 
‘  their  Names  to  any  Papers,  but  what 
4  they  examine  and  read  themfelves,  can 
4  it  be  reafonable  he  Ihould  put  the  Broad 
4  Seal  to  what  has  never  been  examin’d 
4  on  his  Part. 

4  And  as  your  Proceedings  have  no 
4  manner  of  Precedent,  the  General  has 
4  no  Rule  to  govern  himfelf  by,  but  the 
4  Qjjeen’s  Letter  j  and,  where  that  is  not 
4  exprefs,  by  Reafon. 

‘  Which  Reafon  teaches  him  to  be  ve- 
4  ry  cautious,  and  as  much  as  in  him 
4  lies,  neither  to  leave  himfelf  at  the  Mer- 
4  cy  of  (or  any  ways  to  trull)  fuch  Ene- 
4  mies,  fome  of  whom  have  been  Villains 
4  enough  to  alfadmate  him  ,  to  bribe  * 
4  Men  to  mu rtbcr  him,  and  this  more 
4  than  once  or  twice  ^  and  tho’  he  don’t 
4  believe  all  of  you  arriv’d  to  fuch  a 
4  Height  of  Wickednefs,  yet  he  thinks  he 
4  has  no  Reafon  in  the  leaR  to  trull  any 
4  who  have  fo  deliberately  charg’d  him 
with  what  is  fo  notoriouiiy  fa  Me,  and 

4  which 
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which  fo  many  of  them  know  to  be  fo, 
or  know  nothing  of  at  all :  And  he  fays, 
that  Venom  mull  be  very  rank,  that  can 
provoke  you  to  give  fuch  Language  as  is  in 
your  Articles,  which  is  never  heard  but 
at  Billing f. 'gate,  to  one  her  Ma jelly  has 
honour’d  with  being  your  General,  and 
chief  Governor  j  unlefs  you  would  ra¬ 
ther  he  fhould  believe  it  is  your  ufual 
Style,  and  is  agreeable  to  your  Educati¬ 
ons,  and  no  particular  Mark  of  your 
Malice  againft  him.  And  your  a  Iking 
the  Broad  Seal  juft  as  the  Fleet  is  failing, 
and  your  never  fending  to  him  to  exa¬ 
mine  what  Depolitions  you  would  have 
the  Broad  Seal  put  to,  carries  llrong  Pro¬ 
babilities  you  would  have  it  affix’d  to 
fomething  he  knowrs  nothing  of-  and 
which  he  fhould  deferve  to  fuffer  by,  if 
he  ventur’d. 

4  But  as  this  is  another  very  wonderful 
Inflance  of  your  Delays,  he  Ilia  1 1  take 
this  Occafion,  as  he  always  has  done,  to 
fhew  hisDifpatch,  and  will  immediately 
dired  one  to  proceed  to  examine  your 
Papers,  you  examining  his  at  the  lame 
Time  \  for  it  is  evidently  herMajefty’s 
Order,  and  agreeable  to  her  ufual  Jullice, 
that  you  interchange  the  Broad  Seal, 
and  fix  it  on  them  at  the  fame  Time, 
that  the  Charge  and  the  Defence  may 
appear  together, 

"  '  '  '  ‘  ’  -  *  And 
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‘  Andtho’  Yefterday  Morning  he  lent  to 
the  Juftices  you  appointed  for  this  Affair, 
(one  *  of  which  is  the  firft  that  figns  the 
Articles  againft  him)  to  come  and  exa¬ 
mine  his  Depositions,  in  order  for  the 
Great  Seal,  which  they  were  not  pleas’d 
to  do,  but  fpent  the  Afternoon  on  your 
Depofitions ,  as  they  can’t  do  both  toge¬ 
ther,  and  were  pleas’d  to  give  you  the  Poft 
of  Honour  in  going  thro’  yours  firft  j 
they  will,  he  hopes,  proceed  on  his,  now 
yours  are  over-,  for  he  is  not  to  fuffer 
by  their  Compliment,  and  the  Broad 
Seal  mult  be  fix’d  on  them  together, 
whofe  Papers  foever  they  pleafe  to  read 
firft.  Among  the  wonderful  of  your 
Proceedings,  I  mult  obferve  to  you,  that 
whereas  you  well  knew  by  the  Queen’s 
Letter,  the  fame  Notice  and  Manner  of 
Proceedings, both  in  the  General’s  Charge 
and  Defence,  was  diredted  to  be  obferv’d 
on  each  Ifland  of  his  Government,  ’twas 
your  Bufinefs  to  regulate  your  Selves  ac¬ 
cordingly. 

4  Thus,  altho’ this  is  the  clamorouslfland 
the  Time  requifite  to  fail  from  one  Bland 
to  another,  oblig’d  you  to  contrive  to 
finifh  what  related  to  this  Ifland  the  firft: 
Month,  that  the  other  might  be  allow’d 
to  Mont  fen  at,  Nevis,  and  St.Chriffophers, 
who,  you  told  her  Majefty,  would  be- 

4  fore 
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fore  have  Articled  again!!  the  General, 
had  they  an  Opportunity. 

And  if  the  Bufinefs  of  this  Ifland  ought 
to  have  been  compleated  in  a  Month,  you 
fhould  have  finifh’d  your  Charge  in  half 
that  Tune,  and  have  allowed  the  General 
the  other  half  to  anfwer  ^  and  fourteen 
Days  were  fufficient  for  you  to  take  more 
Depofitions  of  Moment,  than  you  have  yet 
taken  relating  to  him  and  ’tis  certainly 
much  more  difficult  to  anfwer  Depofiti¬ 
ons  as  foon  as  made,  than  to  bring  Peo- 
ale  to  attef!  a  Charge  already  drawn  : 
Aut  fo  far  have  you  been  from  finifhing 
here  in  fourteen  Days,  that  whereas  the 
Fleet  arriv’d  here  the  27th  of  May,  you 
deliver  d  no  Depofitiori  taken  again!!  him 
till  the  iyth  of  jftitd  following. 

‘  Thus  you  had  almo!!  nine  Weeks  for 
your  Charge,  and  he  but  about  five  for 
his  Defence  j  by  which  you  were  fo 
much  forwarder  than  he,  and  had  fo 
much  more  Time  to  get  Copies  of  your 
fucceeding  Depofitions,  and  fair  ones  for 
the  Broad  Seal. 


4  And  in  the  fame  dilatory  Manner  you 
4  begun,  you  have  ever  fince  continu’d  • 
4  and  1  was  forc’d  to  complain  of  you  on 
4  Behalf  of  the  General,  the  15th  of  this 
4  July,  thaw  you  had  not  then  deliver’d 
6  him  the  Copies  of  the  Depofitions  taken 
c  again!!  him  in  your  three  laft  Sittings  ^ 

‘  where-

4  whereas  he  had  deliver’d  you  all  he  had 
‘  taken  to  that  very  Day. 

‘  I  alfo  then  obferv’d  to  you,  that  you 
1  had  deferr’d  ’till  the  Time  the  Fleet  was 
aim  oft  ready  to  fail,  feveral  Depofitions 
‘  that  appear’d  to  carry  with  them  the 
‘  greateft  Weight  of  any  Thing  alledg’d 
"  againft  him,  which  you  might  have  taken 
the  iirft  Day,  if  you  had  not  contriv’d 
4  it  on  purpole,  that  he  might  not  have 
Time  to  anfwer  he  defir’d  you  then 
to  inform  him  when  you  defign’d  to 
conclude  your  Charge,  that  he  might 
appoint  a  Day  to  finifh  his  Defence,  that

t  The  Queen’s  Order,  as  was  before  ob- 
'  ^erv  d,  made  no  Diftindion  between  the 
4  Management  of  the  Complaints  in  either 

4  llland. 
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4  Ifland,  and  ’twas  agreeable  to  her  Juftice, 
t  for  which  her  Reign  is  fo  glorious  ^  not- 
4  withflanding  which, in  the  midft  of  your 
4  Complaints  againft  him  here,  in  which 

*  he  was  oblig’d  to  attend  you,  you  put 
4  up  Publications  at  other  lilands. 

4  How  could  the  General  be  at  two 
4  Places  at  once?  Or  was  it  poffible  for 

*  him  to  depute  any  Mortal  that  could 
4  anfwer  for  him,  or  put  into  a  true  Light, 
4  Charges  they  know  nothing  of?  Words 
4  or  Actions,  laid  or  done  in  Private,  are 
6  known  only  by  the  Perfons  themfelves-, 
4  and  many  Depofitions  that  have  been 
'■  here  fworn  to,  as  you  have  drefs’d  them, 
4  feem’d  agreeable  to  the  Titles  us’d  in 
4  their  Articles,  which  have  appear’d 
6  Trifles  when  explain’d. 

*  4  And  you,  Gentlemen,  may  as  well  ar- 
8  tide  againft  your  General,  for  not  being 
4  omnifcient,  as  exped  he  could  find  any 
4  one  that  is  fo  •,  without  which  you  know 
6  no  one  could  interrogate,  crofs-examine, 
4  and  know  what  Perfons  could  contra- 
4  did  your  refpedive  Affidavits,  and  who 
4  could  make  Counter-Depofitions  to  them. 

‘No,  Gentlemen, how  ridiculous  foever 
4  Abundance  of  your  triffling  Affidavits 
4  may  make  you  appear  to  be,  you  are  not 
4  fo  ftupid  to  believe  you  have  not  abus’d 
4  her  Majefty’s  Goodnefs,  by  afluming  to 
4  your  felves  a  Power  to  take  Depofitions 

4  with- 
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4  without  Regard  to  the  Manner  her  Ma- 
4  jelly  has  dire&ed,  by  which  each  Party 
4  is  to  crofs-examine  one  another  ^  but 
4  they  who  would  rob  her  Majefly  of  the 
4  firH  Flower  in  her  Crown,  and  deny 
4  her  negative  Voice,  are  not  likely  much. 
4  to  regard  her  Directions  in  what  relates 
4  to  their  Governor,  tho’  he  has  the 
4  Honour  to  reprefent  her  ^  nor  can  you 
4  find  any  better  Reafons  to  juflify  your 
4  bringing  here  Depofitions  taken  in  other 
4  Wands.  Are  thofe  Wands  any  Way  At- 
1  pendent  on  this  ?  Is  not  Nevis  in  Tome 
4  Refped  your  Superior  >  And  is  it  poffi- 
4  ble  to  crofs-examine,  and  take  Counter- 
4  Depofitions  of  People  at  fuch  a  Di fiance. 

4  Sould  you  fill!  pretend,  from  the 
4  Queen’s  Letter,  the  General  might  de- 
4  pute,  no  Body  will  deny  it ;  and  I  have 
4  been  deputed,  and  appear’d  for  him  ; 

*  but  ’twas  he  himfelf  was  only  able  to 
4  know  what  would  confute  you  and  if 
4  he  had  not  been  on  the  Spot,  I  lhould 
4  have  thought  feveral  of  your  Depofi- 
4  tions  of  Moment,  which  have  appear’d 
4  to  have  nothing  in  them. 

4  You  can,  Gentlemen,  have  no  other 
4  yiew,  than  (by  appearing  with  Depofi- 
4  tions  from  all  the  Wands)  to  irnpofe  up¬ 
on  them  who  will  not  bellow  Time 

4  enough  to  underhand  your  Manage- 
4  mente 

4  Thus 
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4  Thus  you  have  made  it  impoffible  for 
4  the  General  to  go  Home,  to  expofe  fuch 
4  Infinuations  againft  him,  by  your  de- 
4  ferring  thefe  Things  ’till  the  Fleet  is  un- 
4  der  Sail. 

4  ’Twas  but  Yefterday  you  brought 
4  your  new  Articles  and  the  Man  of 
4  War  he  was  order’d  Home  in,  was 
4  fail’d  before  you  brought  him  thofe  Ar- 
4  tides,  or  gave  him  the  lead:  Notice  you 
4  were  ready  for  the  Broad  Seal  ^  which 
4  it’s  plain  you  defign’d  to  furprize  him 
4  in,  by  afking  for  it  in  this  Manner,  that 
4  the  World  might  believe  he  refus’d  you 
4  the  Seal,  when  you  and  your  Juftices, 
4  by  not  finilhing  ’till  this  Moment,  and 
4  faying  they  had  not  Time  to  read  the 
4  General’s  Depofitions,  prevented  the 
4  Seals  being  fix’d  to  both  for  if  there 
4  was  any  Diftinction  in  Point  of  Cora- 
4  pliment,  the  General  might  with  Mo- 
4  defty  have  expe&ed  it  }  and  he  af- 
4  fures  you  lie  would  have  fcorn  d  to  have 
4  made  fuch  Ufe  of  it,  as  to  have  fix’d  the 
4  Seal  to  his  Part,  when  yours  only  want- 
4  ed  a  Reading  ^  fo  will  he  not  fix  the  Seals 
4  to  yours,  unlefs  you  will  read  over  his, 
4  which  he  (hews  you  are  now  ready  •, 
4  and  then  he  will  feal  both,  and  you 
4  may  fend  them  by  fome  Veifel  to  the 
4  Fleet  at  St.  Cbriflophers ;  for  the  Queen’s 
4  Order  is  pofitive,  that  the  Broad  Seal 
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‘  be  fix’d  on  both  together,  and  they  in- 
4  terchang’d.  Thus,  Gentlemen,  have 
4  you  forc’d  the  General  to  flay  here

The  Broad  Seal  being  after  this  Man¬ 
ner,  and  for  thefe  Reafons,  refus’d  them,, 
they  would  not  confent  to  the  Propofal 
of  examining  the  Depofitions  for  the  Ge¬ 
neral,  fealing  both  together,  and  fending 
them  after  the  fleet,  but  they  feal  up 
their  own  Depofitions  with  their  Agent’s 
Seal,  (which  Sea!  was  again  return’d  to 
their  Agent)  and  he  fent  away  for  Eng¬ 
land with  them.  What  Credit  ought  to 
be  given  to  Depofitions  fo  corruptly  and 
difingenioufly  taken,  and  left  in  thePow- 
er  of  a  Perfon  (whofe  equal  Dealing  in. 
this  Affair,  the  General  had  no  Reafon 
to  confide  in)  to  alter  and  mangle,  as 
to  the  wicked  Defigns  of  thefe  Men  might 
feem  inoft  convenient,  I  refer  to  the 
Reader’s  Obfervation, 

But  the  Truth  was  this:  When  Things 
were  enquir’d  into.  Pro  and  Con,  the 
Proof  of  the  Articles  were  in  many  Points 
fo  lame,  and  in  the  Whole  fo  ftrenuoully 

E  con- 
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confuted  by  the  Anfwer  of  the  General, 
which  was  confirm’d  by  the  Depofitions 
of  Perfons  of  undoubted  Credit  and  Vera¬ 
city,  that  their  Fears  by  far  exceed  their 
Hopes.  It  was  dreaded,  that  when  thefe 
Things  fhould  be  infpeded  into  in  Eng¬ 
land,  the  General  would  come  off  with 
Honour  and  Applaufe  and  fome  of  thofe 
who  had-  been  moft  bufy  in  thefe  Forge¬ 
ries,  might  receive  fuch  Punifhment  as  the 
'Law  would  dired.  Having  therefore  ne- 
ceffitated  him  to  flay  behind  the  Fleet, they 
renew  their  Defigns  againfl  his  Life,  and 
endeavour  to  draw  over  to  them  as  many 
of  the  Ifland  as  poffible,  as  well  the  bet¬ 
ter  to  accomplifh  the  Work,  as  in-  Hopes 
that  the  Greatnefsof  their  Numbers  might 
exempt  them  from  Punifhment,  and  gain 
an  Indemnity. 

And  indeed, as  all  Means  were  taken,  fo 
it  prov’d  no  difficult  Matter  to  irritate 
and  flir  up  a  People  who  were  now  rea¬ 
dy  to  credit  every  Calumny  mofl  of 
whom  had  been  led  fo  far  into  the  Mif- 
ehief,  that  they  were  perfwaded  there 
was  no  going  back  -,  and  that  their  Safe¬ 
ty  was  no  Way  confident  with  the  let¬ 
ting  him  live.  And  now,  what  hitherto 
was  carry’d  on  in  the  Dark,  begins  to 
fhew  it  feif  more  openly  what  was  a  long 
Time  intended,  begins  to  ripen  for  Exe¬ 
cution.  The  Affembly-Men,  tho’  dif- 

folv’d, 
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folv’d,  are  ftill  accounted  the  Reprefen- 
tatives  of  the  Illand,  worthy  to  be  en- 
trufted  with  the  Care  of  the  People, 
whofe  Dellru&ion,  it  was  now  publickly 
faid,  was  intended  by  the  General  •  the 
Prefervation  of  their  Liberty  and  Proper¬ 
ty,  (which  it  inuft  be  confefs’d  are  va¬ 
luable  Bleffings,  and  deferve  our  beffc 
Care  when  really  in  Danger}  is  commit® 
ted  to  thofe  Patriots  who  ufe  every  Arti¬ 
fice  to  recommend  themfelves  as  fuclv  to 
the  Populace  -  they  engrofs  and  foreftal 
the  Markets,  to  increafe  the  Scarcity  of 
Provifions,  and  then  make  Ufe  of  the 
Necelhties  of  the  People,  to  have  them 
always  at  their  Beck,  by  dealing  out 
Bread  to  thofe  who  were  in  Need  •  pub- 
lick  Feafls  are  made,  and  the  Invitations 
to  them  in  general,  to  all  Ranks  and  Con¬ 
ditions  of  Men  y  the  Mob,  which  were 
numerous  on  thofe  Occafions,  were  exer¬ 
cis’d,  and  taught  to  form  themfelves  into 
the  feveral  military  Difpofitions,  to  pre¬ 
pare  them  the  better  for  the  Defign  they 
had  in  View  ^  tho  all  this  was  perform’d 
unAdre.(.the  Specious  Colour  of  training  up 
a  Militia  for  Defence  againft  the  publick 
Enemy,  in  Cafe  of  any  Invalion  to 

u-11Cm  ndeed’  as  was  before  obferv’d., 
this  illand  was  greatly  expos’d,  and  a- 

bout  this  Time  feem’d  to  be  threaten’d 

with,  which  was  made  great  Ufe  of  to 
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increafe  the  Fears  of  the  People,  who 
were  with  all  Confidence  allur’d,  that 
the  General  was  in  the  Secret,  and  that 
he  had  fold  them  to  the  French. 

The  General,  upon  the  Information  of 
fome  French  VelTels  appearing  off  this 
Ifland,  according  to  his  ufual  Manner, 
confults  his  Council,  and  by  their  Ad¬ 
vice,  thought  it  convenient  to  have  an 
Affembly  in  being  on  fuch  approaching 
Danger  his  Willies  and  Inclinations  for 
the  Good  of  thofe  People,  were  fo  pow¬ 
erful,  as  to  make  him  hope,  even  beyond 
Demonftration,  that  the  Dread  of  the 
publick  Enemy  might  bring  them  to  the 
Ufe  of  their  Reafon  ^  that  their  real  Dan¬ 
ger  would  difll pate  their  imaginary  Fears, 
and  the  private  Defigns  of  fome,  give  Way 
to  the  publick  Safety  :  An  Affembly 
was  therefore  fummon’d,  but  they  had 
wrought  themfelves  to  fuch  a  Height  in 
Iniquity,  had  given  themfelves  up  fo 
entirely  to  the  Power  of  Delufion  and 
Frenzy,  that  they  came  together  rather 
with  Intentions  to  reproach  the  General, 
than  toconfider  of  their  Security  and  to 
prevent  any  Poflibility  of  effeding  any 
'Filing  to  be  done,  they  infill  (as  poli- 
tively  as  they  had  done  before  on  the 
negative  Voice)  that  they  Ihould  have 
the  Appointment  of  their  own  Clerk-,  and 
the  General,  in  whom  the  Power  of  the 

Crown 
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Crown  was  lodg’d,  and  whofe  Right  there¬ 
fore  it  was  to  appoint  the  Clerk,  ffiall  not 
be  allow’d  to  ad:  in  this  Matter  farther 
than  as  a  common  Juftice  of  Peace,  to 
adminifter  what  Oaths  are  requir’d  to  the 
Perfon  they  fhould  appoint.  The  Gene- 
-  ral  having  acquainted  them,  that  this  was 
more  than  was  allow’d  to  the  Parliament 
in  England ,  (the  Ufage  of  which  was  to 
be  their  Precedent)  he  could  no  more 
confent  to  their  Demand  on  this  Head, 
than  he  could  to  that  of  the  negative 
Voice,  f  Whereupon  the  AlfembJy,  at¬ 
tended  with  an  unruly  Mob,  broke  into 
the  Court-Houfe,  where  the  General  and 
Council  were  fitting  ;  they  infult  and 
revile  him  j  deny  his  being  General,  tho' 
arm’d  with  the  Queen’s  Commiffion, 
and  will  not  acknowledge  or  fubmit  to 
his  Authority  j  they  call  him  Tr'aytor  j 
threaten  to  pull  him  out  by  the  Beard  9 
and  a  jj  Blood-thirfiy  Man  officioufly 
offers  his  Service  to  cut  his  Throat, 
f  An  Officer  prefent  at  thefe  Infults, 
and  feeing  the  Danger,  commands  a 
Serjeant  and  feven  Grenadiers  from 
the  Guard-Houfe,  to  reft  at  the  Door  of 
the  Court-Hall,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
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Mifchief,  and  preferve  the  General’s  Per- 
fon,  if  they  proceeded  to  put  their 
Threats  in  Execution.  The  Alfembly 
being  adjourn’d  for  two  Days,  upon  the 
Approach  of  thefe  Soldiers,  withdraw, 
tho’  with  bitter  Expreffions  and  foul  Lan¬ 
guage.  The  common  People  are  told, 
they  had  now  ocular  Demonftration  of 
the  Tyranny  of  the  General,  and  his 
Ufurpations  on  their  Liberties  :  That 
there  could  be  no  fuch  Thing  as  a  free 
Affembly,  when  the  Army  was  made  Ufe 
of  to  awe  them.  However,  they  threa¬ 
ten  the  General  (to  fpeak  in  their  own 
Phrafe)  with  fuch  a  Pill  on  Thrufday,  as 
he  fhould  not  digeft  •  and  they  would 
bring  fuch  Force  with  them,  as  would 
drive  him  and  his  Grenadiers  to  the  De¬ 
vil,  The  Alfembly  parted  this  Night, 
having  firft  order’d,  that  each  Reprefenta- 
tive  lhould  fummon  thofe  he  reprefented, 
to  meet  on  Thurfday  following  in  the 
Town,  arm’d  }  and  they  who  were  prin¬ 
cipal  Adors  and  Advifors  in  the  defign’d 
Rebellion,  make  Settlements  of  their 
Eftates,  and  enrol  them  in  the  publick 
Regiftry,astheLaw  there  directs, to  prevent 
the  Forfeitures  they  were  afraid  would 
attend  their  intended  Murder  and  Trea- 
fon  :  And  that  Night  and  the  next  Day 
was  fpent  in  fummoning  the  Inhabitants 
in  Col.  Edward  Byatns  Name,  to  come 
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arm’d  to  Town  the  Thursday  following, 
to  prated  their  Reprefentatives  but  whe¬ 
ther  Col.  Byam  iffu’d  out  fuch  a  Sum¬ 
mons  or  no,  he  can  bed  tell  -  but  ’tis 
certain  he  was  acquainted  therewith,  and 
never  contradided  it  j  or,  when  they 
were affembled  together  in  St.  Johns ,  ne¬ 
ver  once  offer’d  to  undeceive  them,  or 
delir’d  them  to  difperfe,  tho’  it’s  very  pro¬ 
bable  that  he,  whofe  Name  had  Influence 
enough  to  bring  them  together,  could 
calily  perfwade  them  to  depart.  Moft 
Mens  Minds  were  fufficiently  prepar’d 
by  this  Time,  to  receive  any  Prejudice 
againfl:  the  General,  tho’  fome  could  not 
be  brought  to  confent  to  the  Murder. 
Thefe,  therefore,  are  argu’d  with,  that 
the  General’s  Life  was  not  at  all  aim’d 
at  *,  that  they  only  defign’d  to  take  him 
Prifoner,  and  fend  him  off  the  Illand, 
which  otherwife  he  would  give  up  to 
the  French  :  That  the  fickly  Conftitu- 
tion  of  their  Government,  requir’d  their 
doing  thus  much  }  but  as  to  any  Attempt 
againfl:  his  Life,  God  forbid  that  fliould 
be  thought  on.  However,  they  who 
were  more  rife  for  their  Purpofes,  and 
found  willing  to  drudge  thro’  Thick  and 
Thin,  are  let  into  the  Secret,  that  (to 
fpeak  in  their  own  Dialed)  they  would 
make  a  Sacrifice  of  T)aniel  Parke’s  Body, 
and  fend  his  Soul  as  an  Offering  to  the 
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Devil  5  mid,  if  the  cowardly  Dog  would 
deliver  up  his  Gom million,  which  was  to 
be  demanded,  they  would  hang  him  up 
on  the  firft  Tree  they  met.  To  fpiritup 
the  meaner  Sort  to  join  in  the  Rebellion, 
they  are  promis’d  the  free  Plunder  of  the’ 
General  s,  and  all  his  Friends  Good  ^ 
and  full  of  thefe  Expeditions,  prepar’d 
with  Bags  and  Pillow-Cafes  to  carry  off 
the  Plunder,  they  come  to  Town  on. 
Thurfday  the  7th  of  December ,  a  Day  for 
ever  to  be  remember’d  in  that  Ifland  with 
Shame  and  Confufion,  with  Faffing  and 
Humiliation  to  divert  the  juft  Judgments 

of  God,  and  deprecate  the  Punifhments 
of  this  their  Sin. 

It  was  not  far  in  the  Morning,  before 
there  appear’d  about  four  hundred  Men 
under  Arms  111  the  Town  of  Sr.  John's. 
Fhe  General  feeing  their  Preparations, 
Iiad  got  to  his  Houfe  between  forty  and 
fifty  Soldiers,  (all  the  Army  the  Town 
afforded)  for  his  Defence,  with  f  three 
Officers  and  feven  other  Gentlemen  Ij : 
Fie  fends  the  Provoft-Marffial  to  read  and 
nail  up  in  the  Market-Place  a  PfticJama- 
tion,  requiring  all  Perfons  under  Arms 
l  ■■  (above 
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(above  the  Number  of  ten)  to  difperfe^ 
but  the  Rebels  (for  under  that  Denomi¬ 
nation  I  muff  now  make  Mention  of  them) 
would  not  admit  of  the  Publifhing  there¬ 
of.  They  threaten  to  feize  the  Provoft- 
Marfhal,  and  diredt  him  to  tell  the  Gene¬ 
ral  to  wipe  his  Arfe  with  it  :  That  his 
Guards,  being  few  in  Number,  could 
make  but  fmall  Refinance  to  their  Forces, 
which  were  every  Minute  increafing,  al¬ 
ready  above  five  hundred  Men j  and  that 
they  would  either  cut  his  Throat,  or  fend 
him  off  the  Jfiand  in  Chains. 

They  order  a  Proclamation  in  thy 
Name  of  the  Afiembly,  to  be  thrice  read 
at  the  Head  of  the  congregated  Rabble, 
whereby  it  was  declar’d,  that  the  Gene¬ 
ral  was  a  Traytor,  and  all  thofe  who 
would  not  take  up  Arms  againft  him,  are 
deem’d  Tray  tors  and  Rebels  to  their 
Country  •,  are  to  be  banilh’d  off  the  Iflands, 
and  their  Eftates  confifcated.  After  this, 
they  fent  an  Addrefs,  or  rather  indeed  a 
Co  mmand,  to  the  General,  brought  by 
their  f  Speaker  and  one  of  the  jj  Council, 
wherein  they  complain  of  the  Soldiers 
being  an  Awe  or  Check  to  the  Afiembly  j 
require  he  fhould  difcharge  his  Guards, 
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and  quit  his  Government.  The  General 
makes  Anfwer,  That  neither  Threats  nor 
Death  fhould  or  could  prevail  on  him 
to  quit  the  Government  his  Royal  Mi- 
ftrels  had  entrufted  him  with  •,  but  that 
if  the  Affembly  thought  themfelves  aw’d 
by  h  is  Guards,  that  they  might  meet 
with  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Coun¬ 
cil  at  Parham,  (which  is  fix  orfeven  Miles 
from  St.  John's)  where  they  fhould  not 
fee  one  Soldier,  and  they  might  keep 
there  what  Party  of  Men  they  pleas’d, 
for  their  Safe-guard  :  That  he  would  ap¬ 
point  the  fame  Perfon  whom  they  had 
chofen  for  Clerk  •,  and  that  what  Laws 
they  fhould  make  for  the  Good  of  the 
Ifiand,  he  would  confent  to  :  That  as  to 
his  Guards,  they  fhould  moleft  no  Body  j 
that  he  kept  them  only  for  the  Preferva- 
tion  of  his  Perfon,  againfl  which,  he  was 
inform’d,  they  had  evil  Defigns  but  that 
he  fhould  difmifs  the  Soldiers  which 
were  above  the  Number  of  his  ufuai 
Guard,  provided  fix  Gentlemen  of  the 
belt  Repute  would  come  up  to  him,  and 
remain  as  Hoftages  :  Th  at  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  fhould  alfo  be  difmifs’ d  and  difpers’d. 
The  Gentlemen  who  were  fent  as  afore- 
faid  by  the  Rebels,  to  the  General, 
were  fo  well  pleas’d  with  his  Anfwer, 
which  he  gave  them  in  Writing,  that  they 
offer  themfelves  as  two  of  the  Hoftages, 
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and  engage  to  bring  up  four  more  with 
them  :  And  indeed  fome  of  the  Rebels 
were  fo  well  fatisfy’d,  that  they  laid  down 
their  Arms,  and  declar’d  the  General’s 

were  beyond  Expectation  - 
but  it  was  not  probable  that  any  Concef- 
lions  fhould  prevail  on  thofe  who  t h  1  r ft— 
ed  for  his  Blood,  and  whofe  Refolutions 
were  before  fix’d  to  take  away  his  Life. 

The  General  flatter’d  himfelf  that  his 
Propofals  were  fuch  as  might  make  the 
People  eafy,  and  exprefs’d  great  Satis¬ 
faction,  that  the  Storm  was  fo  well  blown 
over  :  But  to  his  great  Surprize,  when  he 
expected  and  waited  for  the  Hoflages 
coming,  he  hears  a  March  beat,  and  fees 
the  Rebels  coming  towards  him,  who  had 
divided  themfelves  in  two  Parties,  and 
march  d  by  two  feveral  Ways  to  attack 
him  the  one  commanded  by  Capt.  John 

a  rafll  very  fit  to  be  made 

a  lool  of  on  fuch  an  Occafion,  who  had 
been  but  lately  arriv’d  on  the  Ifland,  and 

T  °im  ^1A^en5ra^  was  ^ar  firorn  giving 
the  lead  Offence  to,  that  he  had  no  man¬ 
ner  of  Acquaintance  with  him,  but  was 
drawn  into  that  Faction  by  the  Artifice 

?  tleL  Party,  the  Apprehenfion  he 
-  ia  or  a  Suit  in  Chancery  to  be  com- 
mencd  agamfl:  him  by  his  Wife’s  Chil¬ 
dren,  in  which  they  fhould  not  fail  of 
having  Jufhce  done  them  :  The  other  by 

one 
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one  Capt.  John  Painter ,  a  rich  Planter, 
who  had  as  little  Reafon  as  the  former, 
to  be  the  General’s  Enemy,  and  a  great 
deal  lefs  Courage,  in  his  fober  Intervals, 
to  attempt  any  dangerous  Enterprize  ^  but 
efpous’d  the  Faction  chiefly  for  good  Fel- 
lowlhip,  and  the  vain  Ambition  of  being 
reputed  one  of  the  Patriots  (as  they  ftyl’d 
themfelves)  of  their  Country :  With  thefe, 
in  the  feveral  Divilions,  march’d  all  the 
AlTembly-Men,  and  furrpunded  the  Gene¬ 
ral’s  Houfe. 

Notwithflanding  their  near  Approach, 
the  General’s  Directions  to  the  handful  of 
Men  he  had  with  him,  were  fo  ItriCt, 
that  none  of  them  fir’d  ’till  one  of  them 
receiv’d  a  Wound  by  a  Shot  from  Piggof s 
Party  from  Church- Hill,  (an  Eminence 
that  commanded  the  Houfe)  where  the 
General  had  order’d  a  Serjeant  and  fix 
Men  to  be  polled,  with  Orders  to  main¬ 
tain  that  Poll  again!!  the  Rebels,  but  in 
cafe  of  their  advancing  upon  them,  to  fire 
at  them,  and  retreat,  which  he,  at  the 
Head  of  a  few  he  had  left,  would  cover : 
But  it  unfortunately  happen’d  that  the 
Serjeant  and  Men  too  were  of  Capt.  Jofeph 
Rookehfs  Company,  and  on  the  Approach 
of  the  Rebels,  either  through  Bribery  or 
Fear  of  their  Captain,  laid  down  their 
Arms,  and  deferted  the  General.

The  Fear  of  their  Captain  is  mention’d 
becaufe  he  himfelf  had  that  Morning  not 
only  refus’d  to  head  his  Men,  according 
to  his  Duty,  and  the  General’s  Commands, 
but  alfo  forbad  his  Men,  at  their  Peril,  to 
fire  or  oppofe  the  Country  :  For  this  he 
was  fent  Home  by  the  fucceeding  Gover¬ 
nor,  try’d  and  broke  by  a  Court  of  Gene¬ 
ral  Officers  here  ^  but  by  the  late  Mini- 
ftry  admitted  on  the  Half-pay  Eftabliffi- 
ment,  by  a  fpecial  Warrant  to  that  Pur- 
pofe  obtain’d  for  him  from  the  Queen, 
wherein  it  is  mention’d  to  be  for  his 
faithful  Services,  ’Tis  ftrange  he  did  not 
make  them  appear  on  his  Tryal  to  his 
Judges,  who  were  Men  of  Honour,  and 
would  not  omit  doing  him  the  Juftice  of 
a  fair  Reprefentation  of  them. 

The  Rebels  thus  poffefs’d  of  fo  advan¬ 
tageous  a  Port,  where  they  were  under 
Covert  of  old  Houfes,  large  Trees,  Rocks, 
and  Shrubs,  began  to  fire  upon  the  Ge¬ 
neral  from  that  Side,  as  Painter's  Party, 
fecur’d  by  a  Trench,  did  from  the  other 
Side,  both  in  a  manner  invilible  to  the 
General,  and  he  and  all  his  Men  wholly 
expos’d  to  them.  However,  the  Fire  was 
as  brilkly  return’d  of  his  Side  ^  but  it 
could  not  be  expeded  that  fo  few  as  lie 
had  with  him,  could  long  oppofe  fo  great 
a  Number }  and  having  difcharg’d  one 
Field-piece,  loader*  with  round  and  par¬ 
tridge 
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tridge  Shot,  which  through  their  Situati¬ 
on  did  no  Execution,  it  was  not  long  be¬ 
fore  they  got  into  the  Eloufe.  Moil  of 
the  Soldiers  and  others  on  the  General’s 
Side,  being  either  kill’d,  wounded,  or  de¬ 
ferred,  he  makes  a  perfonal  Defence  j 
and  tho’  there  was  no  Hopes  of  Safety, 
yet  he  fliews  an  undaunted  Refolution 
the  Ringleader  of  the  Rebels  (Capt. 
Piggot)  falls  by  his  Hands,  and  when  he 
had  fcarce  a  Second  left,  he  bravely  with¬ 
stood  and  gave  Defiance  to  the  whole 
Strength  of  the  Rebels,  ’till  at  lall  (for 
Power  mult  overcome)  he  receiv’d  a  Shot  in 
his  Thigh,  which,  tho’  his  Surgeon  thought 
not  mortal,  difabled  him,  and  he  is  fal¬ 
len  into  his  Enemies  Hands. 

They  have  now  an  Opportunity  of 
convincing  the  World  of  the  Sincerity  of 
their  pretended  Intentions  of  the  Good 
of  the  Publick,  and  may  fend  him  off, 
were  that  their  Defign,  to  what  Place, 
and  in  what  Manner  they  think  fit:,  but  in- 
Head  thereof,  they  ufe  him  with  the  ut- 
molf  Contempt  and  Inhumanity  j  reproach¬ 
ful  Language  was  not  fufficient  Dnnon- 
ftration  of  their  Indignations  againlt  him, 
they  ftrip  him  of  his  Cloaths,  and  tear  his 
Shirt  from  his  Body,  the  Wrifts  and  Neck 
Bands  only  remaining  :  They  kick,  fpurn 
at,  and  beat  him  with  the  Butts  of  their 
Mufkets,  by  which  Means,  at  laft,  they 

break 


break  Ills  Back  ;  They  drag  him  out  into 
the  Street  by  a  Leg  or  an  Arm,  and  his 
Head  trails  and  beats  from  Step  to  Step 
of  the  Stone  Stairs  at  the  Entrance  of  his 
Houfe,  and  he  is  d rag’d  naked  on  the 
coarfe,  gravelly,  and  ftiff  clayey  Street, 
which  rak’d  the  Skin  from  his  Bones. 

Thofe  Cruelties  and  Tortures  force 
1  ears  from  his  Eyes,  and  in  (this  Condi¬ 
tion  is  he  left  expiring,  expos’d  to  the. 
lcorching  Sun,  out  of  the  Heat  of  which 
he  begs  to  be  remov’d  ;  the  good-natur’d 
Woman  who,  at  hisRequeft,  brought  him 
a*"er  to  quench  his  Third,  is  threaten’d 
by  one  Samuel  W at  kins,  to  have  a  Sword 
eath  d  in  her  Guts  for  her  Humanity, 
and  the  Water  is  dafh’d  out  of  her  Hands  - 
he  is  infulted  and  revil’d  by  *  every  Scoun! 

dreJ’ m  Je  Agonies  of  Death,  but  makes 
no  oi  let  Return,  than  thefe  mild  Exprefli- 

°nSV  u  Lrentlemen,  if  you  have  no  Senfe 
ot  Honour  left,  pray  have  fome  of  Hu-

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Ejaculations,  he  pays  the  great  Debt  of 
Nature,  and  Death,  lefs  cruel  than  hisE- 
nemies,  puts  a  Period  to  his  Pains  and 
Sufferings. 

Thus  dy’d  Col.  Parke ,  whofe  brave  End 
fhews  him  fufficiently  deferving  the  Corn- 
million  which  he  bore,  and  by  his  tri¬ 
umphant  Death,  acquir’d  an  Honour  to 
his  Memory  ^  which  ought  to  be  other- 
wile  paid,  than  by  the  bafe  Afperlions 
thrown  upon  it  by  his  Enemies,  and  fo 
readily  given  into  by  forne ,  who  ought 
rather  judicially  to  examine  Fads,  and  re- 
prefent  them,  than  take  Reports  on  the 
Hearfay  of  Parties  much  interelled  to 
blacken  and  defame  him. 

Three  or  four  Days  pafs’d  before  they 
would  admit  his  Burial  in  the  Church, 
(a  long  Time  in  that  hot  Country)  and 
their  Malice  carry’d  them  fo  far,  as  to  pull 
doum  the  very  Pew  wherein  he  ufually  fat, 
tho’  it  was  ereded  at  the  Publick  Charge 
for  all  their  Generals.  Col.  Teamans,  (the 
Lieutenant-Governor)  with  Col.  John 
Hamilto?i ,  and  Col.  Thomas  Morris ,  the 
moll  loyal  and  worthy  of  the  Council, 
were  highly  infulted,  and  threaten’d  to 
be  murther’d  in  the  Street,  for  dilfwa- 
ding  the  Rebels  from  the  Adion,  before 
they  went  upon  it,  and  adviling  them  to 
Moderation  and  Calmnefs,  after  it  was  o- 
ver  ^  when  they  ran  like  furious  Mad¬ 
men 
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men  thro’  the  Streets,  threatening  to  fet 
Fire  to  all  the  General’s  and  his  Friends 
Houfes  in  the  Town  which  ’tis  thought 
they  would  have  effected,  but  that  the 
Burning  of  thofe  rauft  haVe  inevitably 
laid  their  own  in  Alhes.

George 
French ,  lying  in  his  Gore  of  fome  Wounds 
he  had  before  receiv  d,  was  Ihot  in  his 
Mouth  •,  of  which  Wounds  they  both  re-

Of  the  Rebels  were 
kill’d  but  four,  viz.  Capt.  Pig  got,  Mr. 
Thomas  Toting,  Mr.  Gervace  Turton ,  and 
one  Ray  tie ,  a  Carpenter,  and  about  thirty 
wounded. 

After  they  had  thus  furfeited  them- 
felves  with  Cruelties,  they  fall  to  plun¬

Thefe  Addreffes  being  offer’d  to  Lieu¬ 
tenant-General  Hamilton ,  then  Command 
der  in  Chief,  for  his  Concurrence  with* 
and  joining  in  them,  on  his  Arrival  at  Ne¬ 
vis  and  St.  Chrijlopher  s,  after  the  break¬ 
ing  up  of  the  General  Council  and  Affem- 
bly  at  Antegoa ,  he  not  only  refus’d  to  fign, 
but  reprov’d  thofe  that  did,  telling  them 
angrily.  That  they  medled  with  what  did  not 
belong  to  them ,  and  what  they  had  no  Bit - 
finefs  with  j  which,  however,  did  not  hin¬ 
der  the  Gentlemen  from  fending  them  a- 
way  without  him. 


From 
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From  the  Senfe  all  the  World,  as  well 
as  thefe  twolflands,  ffiuft  have  of  the  Bar¬ 
barity  of  the  Crime,  it  might  be  expe&ed, 
that  the  Perfons  concern’d  in  it,  lliould, 
upon  ferious  Thoughts,  be  ftruck  with  a' 
Remorfe,  and  fhew  fome  Sorrow  for  what 
they  had  done  ^  but  to  the  contrary,  they 
appear  to  be  harden’d  in  Iniquity,  and, 
inftead  of  repenting,  glory  in  the  Adion, 
and  daily  vindicate  it,  even  bynewMur- 
thers  and  Infults  of  fuch  as  declare  it  to 
oe  unjullifiable,  and  exprefs  their  Abhor¬ 
rence  or  it,  Inftances  of  this  kind  are  not 
wanting,  and  Col.  Newell's  bafe  Murther, 
on  the  fame  Account,  by  three  *  Perfons 
who  affaulted  him  on  the  high  Road,  is 
frefh  in  every  one’s  Memory  ^  but  J  one  of 
them  taking  it  wholly  upon  himfelf,  tho* 
cleclar  d  by  the  Gentleman,  on  his  Death- 
Bed,  to  have  been  the  moft  innocent,  re¬ 
ceiv’d  his  Tryal,  and  was  acquitted.  Capt. 
Charles  Cook  was  likewife  murther’d  on 
the  high  Road,  by  one  John  Mobfon ,  who 
attack’d  him  on  the  like  Quarrel  :  And 
the  ill  Ufages  given  on  this  Occasion, 
were  too  many  here  to  infert,  tho’  the  Au¬ 
thors  of  both  efcap’d  with  Impunity. 

And  as  no  Examples  of  Juflice  have 
been  as  yet  made,  nor  (is  likely)  ever

Rebellion  ^for  if  People  were  not  frighten’d 
from  fuch  Villanies  by  ftome  Mark  of  In¬ 
famy,  and  the  certain  Refentment  of  Man¬ 
kind,  few  Princes,  I  am  afraid,  and  it 
may  be.  fuppos’d  much  fewer  Minifters, 
would  live  out  half  their  Days,  but  fome 
Defperado  giddy  Mob,  would  Villars,  Be 
Witte,  or  Parke  them,  for  performing  the 
Duties  of  their  high  Fundions,  fo  as  it  may 
happen  not  tofuitwith  the  Defires  or  Pre¬ 
judices  of  particular  Perfons.

The  faid  Smyth  was  fent  frbm  Antegoa 
by  General  Douglas,  charg’d  with  Rebel¬ 
lion  and  Murder  of  Col.  Parke,  the  late 
chief  Governor  :  He  was  committed  for 
High-Treafon  by  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth, 
then  principal  Secretary  of  State  ^  and 
the  Treafon  fpecify’d  in  his  Warrant  of 
Commitment,  was,  a  levying  War  againft 
her  Majefty  in  the  Ifland  of  Antegoa.  Pur- 
fuant  to  which  Commitment,  he  was  in- 
di&ed  for  High-Treafon,  and  levying 
War  againft  her  Majefty  in  the  I (land  of 
Antegoa ,  and  murdering  Col.  Parke ,  the 
chief  Governor. 

To  which,  he  pleaded  a  general  Par¬ 
don  granted  by  General  Douglas,  the  fuc- 
ceeding  Governor,  of  all  Treafons,  Mifpri- 
lion  of  Treafons,  &c.  but  this  Pardon  being 
produc’d,  appear’d  to  be  fubfeqtient  to 
his  Commitment.  And  out  of  it  were 
excepted  all  fuch  Perfons  as  were  in 
Cuftody,  in  order  to  be  profecuted  for 
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the  Murder  aforefaid,  at  the  Time  of  ilfu- 
ing  forth  the  laid  Pardon j  and  thereup¬ 
on  the  faid  Smyth  averr  d,  I  hat  he  was 
not  in  Cuflody,  in  order  to  he  profecu- 
ted  for  the  Murder  of  the  faid  General 
Parke,  at  the  Time  of  ilfuing  the  faid 
Proclamation  of  Pardon,  and  pleaded 
over,  Not  Guilty. 

Which  two  fifties  being  try’d,  the  Sum 
of  the  Evidence,  to  prove  the  general 
(flue,  was,  ‘That  the  Prifoner  at  the  Bar 
was  feen  in  the  Morning  of  the  ioth  of 
"December  1710,  (on  which  that  treafona- 
ble  Action  was  committed)  in  the  Market- 
Place,  in  the  Town  of  St.  fohns ,  in  the 
faid  Ihand,  where  a  Number  of  People 
were  alfembled  together  in  Arms,  in  a 
white  Waftcoat,  with  a  Belt  about  his 
Waite,  whereon  hung  a  Catridge-Box,  and 
a  Sword  by  his  Side  ^  and  that  there 
were  a  great  many  Guns  grounded,  and 
laid  together  in  a  Heap  againft  the  Stocks, 
in  the  Market-Place,  where  this  Witnefs 
did  not  doubt,  but  the  faid  Smyth's  Gun 
lay  among!!  the  reft  •  and  moreover  de- 
clar  d,  That  it  was  after  a  Proclamation 
was  ilfu’d  by  the  General,  and  read  in 
the  Paid  Market-Place  by  the  Marlhal, 
requiring  all  Perfons  then  alfembled,  or 
that  fhould  that  Day  alfemble  themfelves 
together  in  Arms,  todifperfe  themfelves, 
and  repair  to  their  feveral  and  refpedve 
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Homes  and  Habitations,  or  elfe  they 
ihould  be  deem’d  Rebels,  and  treated  ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Another  Witnefs  declar’d.  That  when 
the  Multitude  divided  themfelves  into  two 
Bodies,  and  march’d  by  twro  feveral  Ways 
to  attack  the  General’s  Houfe,  the  Pri- 
foner  march  d  up,  arm’d  with  Sword, 
Gun,  and  Catridge-Box,  amongft  the  reft 
of  the  Rebels  that  form’d  the  Divifion 
commanded  by  Captain  Pigpct.  to  the 
Hill,  from  whence  the  fir  ft  Fire  was 
•made  a  gam  ft  the  General. 

A  thifd  declar’d,  He  had  met  the  Pri- 
ioner  at  the  Bar  coming  up  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral  s  Houfe,  another  Way,  with  a  Gun, 

T A-me  Gort  While  after  the  Heat  of  the 
Action  was  over,  when  he  (the  faid  Wit- 

ne  s)  was  carry  d  away  wounded  from 
the  Houfe. 

And  all  the  Witnefles  declar’d,  That 

leveral  Times  afterwards,  they  heard  him 

(the  irifoner  at  the  Bar)  fay,  in  Dif- 
courfe  about  this  Matter,  That  he  was  in 
the. Action  }  and  if  it  were  to  be  done 
:gam,  he  would  do  it  •  and  if  pofiibF 
go  twenty  Miles  on  his  Head  to  do  h\ 
And  it  it  were  not  for  him  and  fome  few 
others,  the  Work  would  never  have  been 
oone :  for  that  the  cowardly  Do?s  of 
amers  would  run  away,  and  had  not 
Courage  to  do  the  Bufinels.

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As  to  the  fpecial  Iflue,  viz.  Whether 
the  Prifoner  at  the  Bar  was  in  Cuftody, 
in  order  to  be  profecuted  for  the  Murder 
of  General  Parke ,  at  the  Time  of  iifuing 
the  Proclamation  of  Pardon  firft,  the 
Lord  Dartmouth's  Hand  and  Seal  to  the 
Commitment  was  prov’d,  which  bore 
Date  the  18th  of  November  17  u,  and  the 
Pardon  was  dated  the  6th  of  February  fol¬ 
lowing.  And  the  Officer,  to  whofe  Cu¬ 
ftody  hewas  committed,  fwore  pofitively,

In  order  to  prove  this,  as  well  as  any 
other  Matter  neceffary  to  be  prov’d, 
Mr.  £ -  G -  ought  to  -  have  corne 


prepar’d  but  inftead  of  fo  being,  had 
iittle  to  fay  to  the  Matter,  but  lent  then 
out  of  Court  to  Mr.  Lewis,  who  was  un¬ 
der  Secretary  to  the  Lord  Dartmouth ,  to 
enquire  of  him  about  the  Informations  on 
which  the  Lord  Dartmouth  granted  that 
Warrant  of  Commitment  who  returning 
for  Anfwer,  That  he  remember’d  nothing, 
of  them.  Mrs.  Pepper  (Col.  Parke's  Siller) 
being  in  Court,  offer’d  to  depofe  upon 
Oath,  That  it  was  upon  her  Application 
to  the  Lord  Dartmouth ,  that  the  Prifoner 
at  the  Bar  was  committed  for  the  Murder 
of  her  Brother. 

The  Counfel  for  the  Prifoner  objected 
againft  that,  becaufe,  by  the  legal  Courfe 
of  Evidence,  the  Information  upon  which 
the  Warrant  was  made,  (which  ought  to 
be,-  and  ’tis  prefum’d  was  in  Writing) 
ought  to  have  been  produc’d,  which 
would  have  been  proper  Evidence  of  that 
Matter,  or  eife  an  Affidavit  made,  that 
there  had  been  diligent  Search  made  for  it 
in  the  Office,  and  that  it  could  not  be 
found,  or  that  there  never  was  any  in 
Writing  and  then  Mrs.  Pepper  s,  or  any 
other  Evidence  to  prove  it  the  fame  Trea- 
fon  excepted  out  of  the  Pardon,  would 
have  been  admitted.  The  Judges  were  of 
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no  fuch  Affidavit,  whether  there  was  or 
was  not  an  Information  in  Writing  ^  and 
that  on  Search  made,  none  could  be 
found.  There  was  not  fufficient  Proof 
of  the  fpecial  Iffue,  and  the  Lord  Chief 
Juftice,  in  his  Charge  to  the  Jury,  tel¬ 
ling  them,  that  it  was  no  Matter  how 
they  found  the  general  Iffue ,  they 
brought  him  in  not  guilty  on  both. 

Daniel  Mackennen ,  Samuel  Watkins ,  and 
Thomas  Kerby ,  were  alfo  committed  to 
Newgate,  and  indided  for  the  fame  High- 
Treafon  but  pleading  the  aforefaid  ge¬ 
neral  Pardon,  were  difeharg’d  without 
any  Tryal.

TH  A  1  the  Laid  Colonel  Parke , 
prefent  Governor,  foon  after  his 
Arrival  in  this  her  Ma jetty’s  Ifland  of 
Antegoa ,  (to  pave  the  Way  for  Injuttice, 
Oppreflion,  . Tyranny,  and  other  his 
Male-Ad miniftration)  did  frequently  and 
oublickly  declare,  Chat  he  had  Af- 
:iurance  front  my  Lord  High-Treifurer  of 

Eng- 
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England ,  and  the  Dutchefs  of  Marlborough , 
that  he  fhould  be  fupported  and  proteded, 
let  him  do  what  he  would  j  which  rais’d 
the  juil  Indignation  of  all  Perfons  of 
Senfe  and  Penetration,  that  two  fuch 
Perfons  of  Quality  and  confiderable  Fi¬ 
gure  in  the  Adminiflration,  and  near  Re¬ 
lation  to  her  Majefty’s  Service,  fhould  be 
fo  fcandalouily  traduc’d  j  and  that  with 
no  other  Defigns,  but  to  awe  every  Perfon 
under  his  Government  into  the  utmoft 
tame  and  fervile  Submillion  to  whatever 
he  fhould  do. 

Answer  I. 

The  fir  ft  Article  is  a  Specimen  of  the  reft, 
and  is  fill'd  with  frightful  Epithets  :  Ty¬ 
ranny  and  Opprejjfton  are  charg'd  on  me  at 
once .  The  Way  to  which ,  they  fay  I  pav'd 
by  fcandaloufly  traducing  two  Perfons  of  the 
highefl  Quality  and  confiderable  Figure  in  the 
Adminiftration ,  which  rais'd  the  juft  Indig¬ 
nation  of  all  Perfons  of  Senfe  and  Penetra¬ 
tion  •,  whereby ,  if  they  mean  themfelves , 
and  would  have  People  believe  that  they  had 
any  Pretence  to  that  Character ,  they  fhould 
have  Jhewn  how  fo  foolifh  a  Story  could  pave 
the  Way  to  fuch  fcandalous  Practices ,  and 
what  Advantage ,  affronting  two  fuch  il- 
luftrious  Perfons ,  could  be  tome  in  my  De- 
fign. 

But  as  there  is  nothing  thefe  People  are 
not  capable  of  attempting ,  the  high  Regard 
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I  always  mention'd  thofe  Names  with , *  *  made 
them  apprehend  I  hop'd  for  their  Favour , 
while  I  did  nothing  unworthy  of  it. 

They  therefore  begin  their  Articles  with 
pretending  I  affronted  them ,  thereby  to  de¬ 
prive  me  of  their  Protection. 

Befides ,  it  ill  agrees  with  their  Penetration , 
to  be  impos'd  on  by  any  Thing  fo  ridiculous 
which ,  fence  they  all  conceiv'd  great  Indigna¬ 
tion  at,  I  can  t  imagine  whom  I  coidd  awe 
thereby ,  into  a  moft  tame  and  fervile  Sub- 
mifflon  :  For  if  they  did  not  believe  it,  they 
Hand  convicted  of  Falfhood  ^  for  then  it  could 
by  no  Means  over-awe  them  ^  and  if  they  did 
believe  it,  it  fo  expofes  their  Stupidity ,  that 
the  IToufe  of  f  Fools  is  fitter  for  them ,  than 
the  leaf  Pretence  to  Senfe  and  Penetration. 

However ,  they  are  pofitive  I  have  publick- 
ly  and  frequently  made  fuch  Declarations  ■, 
which ,  if  true,  as  it  is  in  it  felf  void  of 
common  Senfe,  and  what  none  but  an  Idiot 
could  be  guilty  of,  I  am  almoft  ath  ant'd  to 
give  them  a  ferious  Anfwer  to,  or  to  obferve,

Answer.  II. 

The  fecond  Article  is  fo  clearly  anfwefd 
by  the  Council  of  the  Ifland ,  there  is  little 
worth  Obfervation  in  it ,  but  the  full  Tide 
of  Malice  and  Ingratitude  that  runs  thro ’ 
it  j  the  Charge  is  no  lefs  than  thirfting  after 
innocent  Blood ,  which  ( long  after)  the  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  Council  are  fo  little  confcious 
of.

Several  People  fwore ,  indeed. very  freely 
for  this  Gentleman  :>  but  I  had  lately  fo  ftrong 
a  Proof  of  their  Inclination  to  br  ing  off  their 
Country-men ,  they  having  clear'd  Mr.  Pox- 
ton  of  the  barbarous  Murder  of  Col.  John- 
lon,  who  had  been  their  chief  Governor  - 
for  which ,  her  Majefty  dire&ed,  that  he 
fhould  have  no  Employment  for  ever  in  the 
Ifland.  That  it  appear'd  plainly  my  Duty 
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to  be  very  careful  that  none  of  the  Sujecls 
of  the  Queen ,  my  Mijlrefs,  might  be  murder’d 
with  Impunity. 

But  all  my  Care  has  been  inefficient  ^ 
two  [j  Gentlemen  eminent  for  the  Inoffenfivenefs 
of  their  Converfation ,  having  fince  been  bar- 
baroufy  kill'd  •,  but  the  Jury  of  Inquejl  would 
not  bring  in  who  kill'd  themy  tho  it  was  no¬ 
torious  to  the  whole  If  and  \  but  by  thus 
bringing  off  one  another ,  they  laugh  at  the 
Laws ,  defpife  its  Penalties ,  and  do  any 
Wickednefs  they  are  inclin'd  to. 

And  when  I  add  to  that  the  certain  Infor- 
mation  I  receiv'd. ,  that  a  Jury  regularly  cho- 
fen ,  were  difmifs'd. ,  to  cloufe  another  that 
were  Friends  to  the  Perfon  charg'd  with  the 
Murder,  I  had  double  Reafon  to  be  cauti¬ 
ous  ,  for  if  there  was  fo  clear  a  Train  of 
Evidences  for  him ,  as  they  fay  he  had ,  what 
Occafion  was  there  for  that  Precaution ,  or  to 
fummon  a  Jury  perfectly  dependant *  *  on  him .

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of  difniffing  an  impartial  'fury,  whofe  Ver¬ 
di  A  he  had  fo  much  Reafon  to  apprehend. 

Were  not  thefs  ftrong  Grounds  of  Suf pi  ci¬ 
on  ?  And  few  'Judges  are  arraign  d  for  the 
Phrafes  they  exprefs  themfelves  in,  to  Men 
indiVed  for  fitch  Crimes  j  but  there  is  no¬ 
thing  thefe  People  will  not  carp  at *,  and 
the  Pardon  which  I  afterwards ,  on  the  So¬ 
licitation  of  him  and  his  Family ,  granted 
him ,  explains  in  this  Cafe  how  fad  a  Fellow 
'  he  is,  and  how  / Irangely  he  fwallows  Lies , 
Oaths,  and  Inconfijlencies  j  and  tho ’  /  /&#// 
frequently  have  Occajion  to  talk  with  him , 
(for  he  fvears  whatever  he  can  imagine  may 
prejudice  me)  ’tis  here  necejfary  to  expofe 
him,  to  pull  out  his  Sting,  that  he  may  do  no 
future  Mi f chief.  In  his  Depojition  relating 
to  this  Article,  he  acknowledges  he  had 
call’d  me  fcandalous  Karnes  in  his  own 
Houfe  and  that  he  own'd  it  to  my  Face 
for  endeavouring ,  as  he  fays,  to  take  away 
his  Life.  What  a  fad  Fellow  is  this,  that 
will  own  he  call'd  a  Chief  Magi  fir  ate  fitch 
Karnes  as  he  himfelf  acknowledges  to  be 
fcandalous ,  for  doing  his  Duty,  and  trying 
him  for  a  Murder,  which  he  thought  it  worth

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He  certainly  had  Reafon  to  be  humble  on 
fuch  flrong  Sufpicion  and  Probabilities  of  his 
being  guilty  of  an  Action  which  I  Jhould  ne¬ 
ver  have  given  him  a  Pardon  for,  had  it 
been  evident . 

But  this  ingrateful  filly  Fellow  fays,  that 
I  urg’d  him  to  take  his  Pardon,  that  it  might 
be  in  no  Body’s  Power  to  injure  him  •  and 
that  ’ twas  but  at  lajl  I  prevail’d  with  him 
to  accept  it.

Which  If  and,  by  the  Queen  s  Cortmijfion, 
I  being  chief  Governor  of,  it  had  been  a 
WegleB  of  Duty  to  her  Majefy,  if  I  had  not 
enquir'd  into  her  Right,  and  affected  it.  Af¬ 
ter  which,  for  the  Sake  of  Peace,  I  proceeded 
no  farther,  than  to  enter  it  in  Council,  that 
the  Lords  of  Trade  might  fee  it,  and  her 
Majefy  be  'fudge  of  her  own  Title  and  Pre¬ 
rogative,  and  where  it  would  have  ap¬ 
pear'd,  tho ’  they  had  never  complain  d.

That  he  iifu’d  out  Writs  for  the  Electi¬ 
on  of  a  new  Alfembiy  j  by  which  Writs, 
the  Perfons  to  beelefted,  were  to  be  Free¬ 
holders  of  the  Divihon  or  Town  where 
1  .  '  elected. 
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ele&ed,  contrary  to  former  Ufage,  groun¬ 
ded  upon  his  and  former  Generals  Com- 
milfions,  whereby  the  Electors  were  to 
be  Freeholders  ^  but  no  fuch  Qualificati- 
on  requir’d  in  the  Elected. 

Answer  VI. 

The  fixth  Article  accufes  me  of  altering  of 
the  Writs  for  electing  the  Members  of  the 
Affembly.  But  the  Minutes  of  the  Council 
of  the  i jth  of  February  1707,  plainly 
prove  the  Writs  were  order'd  in  Council  ■  and 
the  Anfwer  of  Col.  George  Gamble  to  the 
Interrogatory  on  that  Affair ,  fully  proves 
what  Share  I  had  in  it  ^  and  that  in  alter¬ 
ing  the  Writs,  I  ailed  as  I  was  oblig  'd  to 
do  by  Lava. 

What  Mr.  Kerby  five ars  for  them  in  their 
'Depoftion,  Wo.  91,  only  ( hews  what  Sort  of 
Man  he  is,  who,  while  Secretary,  betrays 
"iphat  he  pretends  he  was  intmjled  with  ,  but 
as  the  Law  is  the  Guide  which  regulates 
piy  Actions,  I  am  little  concern'd  at  fuch 
Things  \  nor  will  it  ever  be  thought  a  Fault 
in  a  Chief  Governor ,  by  all  legal  IV ays,  to 
endeavour  to  prevent  a  turbulent,  factious 
P  erf  on  from  troubling  the  State,  and  having 
it  in  his  Power  to  obflruct  what  is  for  her 
Majefly's  Service  and  Interefl. 

And  the  Interrogatory  they  put  to  one 
of  the  Members  of  the  Council ,  when 
they  were  fifing  for  Proofs  for  this  Fault, 
and  making  him  eft f cover  on  Oath  our  private 
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Converfation,  according  to  their  laudable 
Cuflom ,  owlv  informs  them ,  that  1  really 
look'd  on  that  Gentleman  *  they  made  fuch 
a  Stir  about ,  to  be  an  Incendiary ,  and  the 
prime  Caufe  of  all  the  Troubles  of  this 
If  arid. 

Thus  have  they  been  labouring  to  prove, 
that  I  aided  the  Part  of  a  good  and  exact 
Governor ,  by  endeavouring  to  keep  out  of 
their  Affembly ,  ( but  by  legal  Ways  only)  one 
who  I  had  Reafon  to  believe  could  fo  influ¬ 
ence  'em,  that  they  would  prefer  Faction  to 
the  Inter  eft  of  her  Majefly  and  their  Country  } 
which  the  Effect  has  prov'd  too  true ,  they 
having  flnce  neither  rais'd  any  Tax  to  pay 
their  Debts ,  or  made  any  Proviflon  for  the 
poor  Soldiers  her  Majefly  fent  for  their  Pro¬ 
tection* 

Article  VII. . 

That  he  did  take  upon  himfelf  to  de¬ 
termine  the  Validity  of  Elections  of 
Members  of  the  Affembly,  particularly 
in  the-  Cafe  of  Capt.  Edward  Perry,  whom 
he  refus’d  to  admit  to  take  the  Oaths, 
which  all  Members  of  the  Affembly  muff, 
before  they  can  fit  as  a  Houfe,  and  ad¬ 
mitted  one  James  Fdifvett  in  his  Room, 
tho’  the  Affembly  had  determin’d  the 
faid  Ele&ion  in  Favour  of  Capt,  Edward

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ferry ,  which  rais’d  that  juft  Jealoufy  in 
the  Aftembly  of  their  Conftitutions,  be¬ 
ing  invaded  to  fo  high  a  Degree,  that 
without  having  their  Privileges  afterted, 
and  declar’d,  (being  indifpenfibly  necefta- 
ry  to  the  great  Ends  for  which  our  Af- 
fetnblies  have,  and  dial!  be  call’d,  viz. 
Making  Lares,  Statutes ,  and  Ordinances 
for  the  publick  Peace,  Welfare ,  and  good 
Government  of  the  faid  1 [lands )  they 
could  not  efteem  themfelves  the  Repre- 
fentatives  of  the  People,  nor  difcharge 
the  high  Truft  repos’d  in  them  ^  and  that 
in  a  few  Days  that  Aftembly  was  dilfolv’d, 
without  having  it  in  their  Power  (by 
Reafon  of  the  afqrefaid  Gbftruclions  given 
them  by  the  General)  to  provide  for  Pay¬ 
ment  of  the  publick  Debts,  or  any  other 
Way  to  take  Care  of  the  Credit,  Securi¬ 
ty,  and  Welfare  of  the  Iftand,  as  they 
were  well-difpos’d  to  have  done  and 
that  he  hath  given  the  fame  Obftru&ions 
to  this  prefent  Aftembly,  call’d  in  a 
Month,  or  thereabouts,  after  the  laft 
mention’d  Diftblurion,  and  continu’d  in 
his  obftinate  Denial  of  the  juft  and  un¬ 
doubted  Privileges  of  the  Aftembly  by 
which  Means,  and  for  that  no  Aftem¬ 
bly  has  been  call’d  for  thefe  nine  Weeks 
laft  paft,  this  Colony  is  left  deftitute  of 
iuitable  Provision,  in  its  greatcft  Concerns, 
to  this  Day.

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Tib*  feventh  Article  continues  the  Cry  of 
their  Confutation  being  invaded  in  Jo  high 
a  Degree ?  that  the  Government  mu  ft  go  to 
Ruin  and  Jink ,  dill  their  Privileges  are  af 
ferted  ^  and  they  in  fiance  in  the  Cafe  of'  C apt. 
Perry,  whom  l  refus'd  to  admit  to  take  the 
Oaths ,  and  admitted  one  Capt •  James  Nifbett 
jbzj*  Room. 

Now,  as  this  Article  informs  you ,  J,  by 
any  Place ,  adminifter  the  Oaths  to  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  AJfembly0  before  they  ft  there ,  tfj* 
zfe  Lord  High  Steward  does  in  England, 
before  they  make  a  Hoitfe ,  Spea¬ 

ker ,  /2W  equally  oblig'd  to  adminifter  the 
Oaths ,  agreeable  to  the  Return  of'  the  proper 
Officer,  for  can  I  fwear  in  any  other  Per - 
/0/i,  if  I  had  ever  fo  great  an  Inclination 
to  it.  So  plainly  was  I  oblig'd  to  fwear  in 
this  Nifbett*  how  hard  is  my  Fatego  he 

loaded  with  the  very  Reproaches  for  doing 
my  Duty ,  which  I  could  only  defervpgjf  I 
did  as  they  would  have  me!  For  I  to/d  them , 
ira  exprefs  Words ,  appears  in  all  the 
Minutes  relating  to  this  Affair ,  That  tho  1 
was  oblig'd  to  fwear  in  whoever  the  Sheriff 
returns ,  if  on  any  Complaint  or  Petition 
to  them ,  they  fhould  adjudge  any  other  P  erf  on 
duly  elected \  I  would  adminifter  the  Oaths  to 
whoever  was  adjudg'd  fo  by  their  Hoitfe. 
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They  complain  farther ,  That  the  Affembly 
was  in  few  Days  after  dijfolv  d  which,  to 
he  fare,  was  a.  great  Breach  of  their  Privi¬ 
leges,  when  they  had  fo  many  weighty  Affairs 
before  them.  But  what  Good  could  I  hope 
would  he  done  by  fach  mad  Aden,  as  rav'd 
at  me  for  fwearing  in  fach  Members  as  were 
return'd  by  the  Sheriff  ?  But  with  their  ufaal 
good  Under  (landing ,  they  unluckily  give  them- 
f elves  the  Reafon  why  I  dijfolv d  them. 

Becavfe  they  could  not  efleem  themfelvesRe- 
prefentatives  of  the  People ,  nor  would  do  the 
Bujinefs, which,  as  the  Peoples  Reprefentatives , 
they  ought  to  do,  while  they  were  under  fach 
JealouJies  of  their  Conflitutions. 

So  plain  was  the  Tdeceffity  of  dijfolving 
them,  when  they  would  proceed  on  no  Buji¬ 
nefs,  nor,  take  Care  of  any  of  thofe  weighty 
Affairs  which  they  fay  the  People  they  repre- 
fented  chofe  them  for ,  and  which  the  Coun¬ 
cil  unanimoufiy  advis'd  me  to.

(as  appears  by  the  Minutes  of  the  Council 
and  Jfiembly)  that  all  Bills ,  after  they  were 
pafdd,  jhorild  be  fignd  by  me  and  the  Speak¬ 
er  of  the  AJfembly ,  before  they  were  tranf- 
mitted  to  England  j  and  the  Manner  was , 
when  the  Speaker  came  to  me  with  any  Bills , 
we  fignd  them  together ,  and ,  in  Point  of 
Rank ?

But  being  at  St.  ChriftopherV  at  the 
Opening  of  this  AJfembly ,  and  while  fever  a  l 
Bills  were  gone  thro 5  in  it ?  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  and  Council  fent  to  the  AJfembly 
to  fign  them ?  in  order  to  fend  them  to  me  ? 
which  they  refus'd  to  do ,  'till  I  had  pafs’d 
feveral  other  Bills  that  were  before  them  ■ 
making  their  own  Speaker  s  figning  any  Bill 
the  Fiat,  that  made  it  a  Law ?  without 
which?  it  Jhould  have  no  Force ,  tho ’  pafs'd 
both  Houfes ?  and  agreed  to  by  me  ?  which ,  in 
their  own  Stile ,  was  fo  b  are  fad  d  an  Attempt 
on  the  firfl  Branch  of  her  Majefly's  Sove¬ 
reignty  over  them >  and  of  an  Independency 
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from  the  Crown  of  England,  that  no  one , 
that  had  the  Honour  of  her  Majefly' s  Com- 
mijjion ,  could  by  any  Means  confent  to. 

And  tho>  they  will fomstintes fay. They  don’t 
pretend  to  her  Majefly' s  negative  Voice ,  the 
Militia  and  Tax-Atfs  which  they  pafs'd ,  and 
the  Council  and  1  agreed  to  without  any 
Amendments ,  not  being  own'd  by  them  for 
a  Law.,  bee  ait fe  not  fign  d  by  their  Speaker , 
does  fully  prove  their  afj'uming  to  the mf elves 
that  Power  which  is  not  only  much  fuperior  to 
the  Houfe  of  Commons's  in  England,  but  to 
her  Majefly  s,  altho'  they  had  not  refold'd 
with  what  Title  they  will  dignify  and  dflin- 
guijh  it  which  the  Council’s  Anfwer  exprefsly 
fays ,  no  Aft'embly  before  thought  of:  Tet, 
without  it,  they  would  neither  quarter 
Soldiers ,  nor  pay  their  publick  Debts,  and 
retrieve  their  Credit ,  then  expiring  by 
their  j'  late  Compofition ,  and  which  is  now 
fo  perfectly  defray'd ,  by  their  declaring  they 
will  raife  no  Money  'til!  they  ft  and  pofj'efs'd 
of  thefe  Prerogatives ,  which  they  call  Pri¬ 
vileges,  that  no  one,  on  any  Account,  will  truft 
them. 

But  in  fifties  to  them ,  I  mu  ft  obferve ,  they 
have  fame  Remains  of  Mode  fly,  and  decent¬ 
ly  conceal  from  her  Majefly ,  that  their  Quar¬ 
rel

tence  for  *,  and  that  the  Mifery  of  the  Sol¬ 
diers,  Lofs  of  their  Credit ,  Lfegleff  of  the 
Portifications,  and  manifeft  Danger  of  the 
Enemy  they  have  been  f  ?  frequently  expos'd 
to,  and  the  long  Difufe  of  Ajfemblies,  are 
wholly  and  folely  owing  either  to  their  igno¬ 
rant  Obftinacy,  or  daring  Impudence  j  and  I 
am  inclin'd  to  believe  it  is  the  latter,  it  being 
fcarce  credible  the  Ringleaders  of  .the  Fa&ion 
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could  believe  her  Majefty  had  fo  little  Pow¬ 
er  over  ’em,  tho ’  they  might  earneflly  de¬ 
fire  it. 

I  know  not  where  more  properly  to  range 
two  Depcftions  relating  to  the  fitting  of  Af- 
femblies  ^  the  one  is  made  by  Mr.  Crump, 
and  the  other  only  attefted  by  him  :  which 
l aft  equals  any  of  their  Articles  in  wilful ,

.  -f  wf  j°  Put  n  Pafi  Difpute  how  %tle  they 
mclin  d  to  meet,  notwithftanding  their  pre- 
fent  Danger,  he  owns ,  the  Majority  would 
not  meet  without  this  Provifo,  That  I  remov'd 
the  ordinary  Guards  from  the  Town  by 

whom  they  fi aid  they  had  been  infinite d  and 
aft  aimed. 
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But  fmce  a  Court  of  Inquiftion  has  been 
erected,  and  my  Enemy,  Col  Jones,  has 
examin'd  into  the  Behaviour  of  the  Soldiers, 
even  to  the  paying  for  a  Pint  of  Milk,  and 
no  Complaint  having  ever  been  made  to  the

other  his  Friends,  probably  of  the  fame  Body,

Of  this  Nature  is  their  Depofitions ,  No.  5  9s 
6 0,  70.  ?/:><?  firft  is  efficiently  expos'd  by 
the  Depofition  of  the  Marjbal  ■,  f  and  in  the 
laft,  they  directly  turn  the  Charge  on  me, 
tho '  nothing  can  be  more  ridiculous »  Ought 
not  Murderers  and  Affaffins  to  be  fearch'd 
after  in  fuf petted  Places ,  for  Fear  of  di~ 
flurbing  any  one  that  is  ill  or  afleep  <?  And 
if  this  Woman  was  ill,  the  Doors  fhould 
have  been  open'd,  and  then  there  would  have 
been  no  Occafion  given  to  break  them }  which , 
after  all,  was  not  done.  They  only  fay , 
they  pufh'd  at,  and  kick'd  again  ft  it.  But 
what  Occaf  on  was  there  for  a  Fright ,  if 
there  was  no  Fear  of  finding  the  Perfon  they 
fearch'd  after  ? 

Some  People  are  more  inclinable  t#  be 
frighten'd  than  others  •,  and  if  this  Woman 
was  fo,  I  don't  know  who  could  help  or 
prevent  it,  or  be  obligd  to  anfwer  for  it.

When  all  the  Council  are  my  Witneffes,  I  ad¬ 
journ'd  them,  becaufe  they  would  not  agree 
to  it. 

Their  third  Afj'ertion  is,  That  they  met  in 
Bayer’j  Paflure,  as  an  AJfembly  which  is 
alfo  notori oufy  falfe.  The  Jet  of  regulating 
of  general  Elections,  appointing  the  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  AJfembly  and  Council  to  be  pre- 
fent  but  neither  as  a  Council,  or  as  an 
AJfembly  :  Nor  did  they  pretend  to  do  any 
Bufmefs ,  or  make  any  Adjournment,  or  were 
prorogu'd  as  an  AJfembly  mu  ft  have  been. 

Article  VIII. 

That  he,  by  Menaces,  Prornifes,  and 
all  other  Artifices  us’d  by  him  and  his 
Emiflaries,  hath  endeavour’d,  thefe  two 
laft  Elections  of  the  Affembly,  to  over¬ 
awe,  impeach,  and  hinder  the  Freedom 
of  Elections ;  and  hath  frequently  de- 
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clar’d  his  high  and  fevere  Refenttnent 
againft  a  great  many  Perfons  who  voted 
for  fuch  Men  to  be  their  Reprefentatives, 
whom  they  thought  difpos’d  and  capable 
faithfully  to  ferve  their  Queen  and 
Country. 

A  n  s  w  E  Fv  VIII. 

The  eighth  Article  of  my  over-awing  Electi¬ 
ons,  can  he  inferted  for  no  other  Re  a f on, 
than  to  irritate  every  Englifh-AC»  again /l 
we ,  for  violating  what  they  are  all  fo  fond 
of,  elfc  ray  being  at  St .  Chriftopher’j  be¬ 
fore  the  calling  the  AJJ'embly  was  propos'd , 
and  feveral  Weeks  after  they  fat ,  makes  it 
impofftble  they  Jhould  not  know  that  this  Ar¬ 
ticle ,  as  the  Council  words  it,  is  notori'onfy 
falfe  j  and  that  the  Minutes  prove  it  fo . 

But  fence  in  all  the  Time ,  between  the 
framing  this  Article,  and  their  taking  Depo- 
Jitions ,  they  could  not  ninfler  up  one  to  give 
any  Countenance  to  the  Charge,  and  all  the 
Interrogatories  they  have  put,  being  frefj 
Proofs  againft  them  \  the  Reafon  is  evident, 
that  they  dropt  the  Way  of  Proceeding  they 
began  with,  of  bringing  Proofs  to  their  re- 
fpe dive  Articles ,  becaufe  they  had  no  Sha¬ 
dow  of  a  Proof  for  many  of  theme 

Article  IX. 

Iliat  he  hath  been  ajl  along  guilty  of 
a  molt  unfoldierly  Neglect  in  Time  of 
War,  and  in  the  Neighbourhood  of  a 
moil:  powerful  and  watchful  Enemy, (nay, 

even 
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even  when  there  was  a  Fleet  of  French 
Men  of  War  at  Martinico)  and  Advice  of 
a  Defcent  threaten’d  on  this  Ifland  from 
thence  j  infomuch  that  the  Militia  of  the 
faid  Illand  had  quite  forgot  the  Ufe  and 
Exercife  of  their  Arms,  in  which  they  had 
been  brought  to  a  great  Perfection,  by 
the  Care  and  Diligence  of  former  Ge¬ 
nerals.  That  at  that  very  Time  of  im¬ 
minent  Danger,  he  not  only  left  the 
Fort  of  Monk's-Hill,  (which  had  been 
fortify’d  at  an  immenfe  Charge  to  the 
Ifland,  for  fecuring  the  Wives,  Children, 
and  molt  valuable  EffeCts,  at  the  firft 
appearing  of  an  Enemy)  deftitute  of  Men, 
Ammunition,  and  Provisions,  and  all  o- 
ther  Things  necelfary  for  its  Defence  ; 
but  likewife  did  throw  the  great  Guns 
from  off  the  Walls  of  an  Outwork  of  the 
faid  Fortification,  which  otherwife  would 
have  been  of  great  Service  for  the  com¬ 
manding  of  Falmouth  Harbour,  and  two 
great  Roads  that  lead  into  the  Heart  of 
the  Country,  without  the  Advice  of  the 
Council  :  And  at  that  Time  was  wholly 
taken  up  in  intrenching  and  fortifying 
the  Town  of  St.  Johns ,  a  Place  not  to  be 
made  tenable  with  any  Charge,  altho* 
the  whole  Strength  of  the  Ifland  had 
been  employ’d  upon  it  for  any  length  of 
Time,  much  lefs  in  fo  flrort  a  Time,  as 
we  had  Reafon  to  depend  upon,  when  we 
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expeded  the  Enemy  every  Day  •  and 
that  by  Reafon  of  the  neighbouring  Hills 
which  command  it,  and  the  great  Ex¬ 
tent  of  its  Trenches  ^  not  to  be  garnilh’d 
with  treble  the  Number  of  Men  that 
were  then  upon,  or  can  be  mufter’d  in  the 
faid  Ifland  \  and  that  he  did  then  not  on¬ 
ly  order  the  afore-mention’d  great  Guns 
to  be  thrown  off  the  Walls  of  the  faid 
Outworks  of  Monk's-Hill ,  and  almoft  all 
the  other  great  Guns  from  all  the  other 
Landing-places  in  the  Illand,  to  be  drawn 
to  St.John's  j  butlikewife  order’d  all  the 
Troops,  both  Regular  and  Militia,  upon 
an  Alarm,  to  march  to  St.  John's ,  the 
Handing  Guards  not  excepted  fo  that 
by  his  Conduct,  the  Landing  was  to  have 
been  yielded  to  the  Enemy  without  the 
lead  Difpute.  And  all  this,  not  only 
without  the  Advice  or  Content  of  any 
Council,  but  likewife  contrary  to  the 
Opinion  of  a  Council  of  Officers,  and 
contrary  to  the  confhnt  Pradice  of  for¬ 
mer  Times :  Experience  having  taught 
us  to  receive  them  at  landing,  if  poflible, 
and  give  them  the  warmed  Reception  we 
can  j  and  when  outdone  by  Numbers, 
or  otherwife,  to  retreat  to  the  next  Pafs, 
and  there  make  a  Stand }  and  by  By-ways 
and  Ambufcades,  to  annoy,  and  continu¬ 
ally  harrafs  the  Enemy  ^  and  at  lad,  af¬ 
ter  looling  the  red  of  the  Ifland  Foot  by 

Foot, 
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Foot,  that  the  Bulk  of  the  Troops  retreat 
to  Monk's-Hill ,  by  fuch  Paths  as  would 
be  hard  for  the  Enemy  to  find  out,  which 
might  be  ealily  made  thro’  the  AVoods : 
AVhilft  drawing  all  the  Men  and  great 
Guns  to  St.  Johns ,  look’d  like  a  Defign 
of  furrendering  the  Ifiand,  and  every 
Perfon  foihut  up  within  the  Trenches  of 
St.  John  s,  at  find  Pufb. 

Answer  IX. 

The  ninth  Article ,  which  is  a  \ very  long 
one ,  and  relates  to  the  military  State  of  the 
Ifiand,  loads  me  with  Variety  of  Charges , 
hut  unluckily  proves  themfelves  hy  no  Means 
competent  Judges  •  they  having  in  one 
Tear  quite  forgot  the  Ufe  and  Exercife  of 
their  Arms ,  in  which  they  had  arriv'd  to  a 
great  Perfection  :  So  inveterate  are  they 
againft  me,  they  chife  to  own  themfelves  the 
moft  jhtpid  Part  of  the  Creation ,  to  forget 
what  is  impoffible  they  Jhould,  rather  than 
acknowledge  how  ignorant  and  unfoldierlike 
I  found  them. 

The  only  Thing  pojfible  to  be  true  in  what 
they  fay ,  and  which  I  am  very  forty  I  mu  ft 
agree  with  them  in,  is,  that  when  we  were 
like  to  be  attack'd  by  a  very  watchful  power¬ 
ful  Enemy,  I  found  my  felf  at  the  Head  oj 
a  Handful  of  fuch  raw  undifciplin  d  Men, 
who,  as  themfelves  exprefs  it,  knew  not  the 
Vfe  or  Exercife  of  their  Arms* 
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However ,  1  was  fo  unfoldierlike ,  as  they 
word  it,  to  have  my  Time  wholly  taken  up 
in  intrenching  and  fortifying  St.  John’j.  It 
is  very  amazing  they  fhould  own  themfelves 
they  knew  not  the  very  Ufe  of  their  Anns , 
and  fhould  at  the  fame  Time  co?n plain  I 
made  Lines  to  defend  them.  But ,  fay  thefe 
Soldiers ,  the  Lines  were  too  large  to  he  de¬ 
fended  by  three  times  the  Humber  of  Men. 
But  they  are  too  flupid  to  be  argu'd  with  : 
If  they  were  not  able  to  defend  a  flrong  Line, 
well  mounted  with  Cannon ,  with  an  Additi¬ 
on  of  2000*  Carriole  Higroes,who  could  have 
been  made  ufeful  behind  it,  how  could  they 
be  able  to  give  them  Battel  ?  Efpecially  fince 
the  Men  that  came  to  attack  them,very  proba¬ 
bly  knew  fomething  of  Difcipline ,  and  the 
Ufe  of  their  Arms,  and  therefore  would, 
without  their  great  Superiority ,  be  in  the 
Field  by  much  an  Over-match  for  them. 

Tet  thefe  are  the  Men  that  were  to  face 
an  Enemy ,  and  to  prevent  their  landing,  tho 
under  the  Cover  of  their  great  Guns  and 
fra  all  Arms  from  their  Sloops  ^  but  they  fay. 
Experience  has  taught  them  to  endeavour 
to  receive  the  Enemy  at  Landing  \  and  when 
outdone  by  Humber s,  or  otherwife,  to  retreat 
by  By-Ways  to  harrafs  the  Enemy,  and  at  laf 
to  lofe  the  If  and  Foot  by  Foot.  And  I 

mu  ft 
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mu  ft  agree  with  them ,  they  did  lofe  the 
Ijland  fo  before ,  when  they  had  half  as 
many  Men  more  j  and  that  they  did  harrafs 
the  Enemy  by  running  away  fo  faft  from 
one  Place  to  another ,  by  By-Ways  they  were 
better  acquainted  with  than  the  Enemy ,  till 
they  loft  the  If  and  to  them  j  and  having  this 
woful  Precedent ,  I  was  by  no  Means  inclin’d 
to  have  the  If  and  loft  fo  again. 

But  on  full  Confederation ,  I  am  afraid  the 
laf  Thing  they  fay ,  is  too  likely  ,  not  in  the 
Defgn,  but  in  the  Confequence  ^  that  if 
thefe  Men  had  been  in  the  Town ,  rather 
than  fight  and  defend  it,  they  would  have 
fur  render’d  me  and  themfelves  to  their  Ene¬ 
my  at  the  fir  ft  Pufh,  when  they  had  no  By¬ 
ways  left  them  to  run  away  as  they  us’d  to  do. 
Which,  altho ’  no  General  can  ever  prevent , 
who  is  fo  unhappy  as  to  be  at  the  Head  of 
fuch  Men ,  and  might  have  been  my  Misfor¬ 
tune,  yet  I  always  will  do  my  Duty,  whether 
any  Body  elfe  does  theirs  or  no. 

And  I  thought  it  more  for  her  Majefty’s 
Honour,  to  endeavour  to  preferve  the  Town 
and  Ifiands  in  the  bef  Manner  I  could,  than 
abandon  it,  and  leave  it  open  to  the  Enemy , 
( tho’,  as  they  prophecy’ d,  I  might  lofe  it  at 
laf)  and  is  much  preferable  to  running  away 
from  one  Wood  to  another,  by  By-Paths,  to 
preferve  a  wretched  Life,  which  no  brave 
Man  will  ever  put  in  Competition  with  his 
Honour « 

It 
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It  is  fcarce  worth  While  to  anfwer  their 
Objections  about  the  Situation  of  the  Town  : 
I  did  not  build  it  \  and  my  Bnjlnefs  was  to 
make  the  Bejl  of  it.  There  are  indeed  two 
Hills  near  it ,  but ' till  they  had  brought  Can¬ 
non  AJhore ,  and  mounted  them ,  which  would 
have  took  up  more  Time  than  thefe  Gen¬ 
tlemen  wiould  have  run  from  one  Wood 
to  another ,  and  loji  the  If  and  in ,  they  would 
not  have  look  d  on  the  Town  ^  and  after 
they  had  lof  fo  much  Time ,  and  mounted 
their  Guns ,  from  a  Battery  on  Church-Hill, 
in  the  Town ,  /  could  have  annoy'd  them  as 
much  as  they  could  us  •  and  the  Earth  being 
a  firong  Clay ,  the  Bullets  would  have  lodg'd 
in  the  Rampart ,  and  thrown  no  Part  it 
down  ^  and  I  took  fuch  Care  in  laying  out  the 
Meanders  of  the  Line ,  that  not  any  Part  of 
it  is  enfiladed  by  either  of  thofe  Hills  and  if 
they  had  continu'd  firing  from  the  Hill ,  the 
Houfes  being  all  Timber ,  the  Bullets  would 
only  have  bor'd  'em ,  and  gone  thro'  ^  and 
tho'  they  had  brought  Bombs ,  which  they 
certainly  woidd  not ,  as  not  knowing  they 
fhould  have  any  Occafion  for  them ,  yet  they 
would  have  done  little  Harm ,  the  Streets 
being  broad,  and  unpav'd,  and  every  Houfe, 
almoft ,  having  a  Ciflern  of  Water  :  But 
thefe  Gentlemen  pref err'd  hiding  themf elves 
in  By-Paths ,  and  deferting  the  Defence  of 
their  chief  Town  and  Country ,  to  a  Cannona¬ 
ding,  which  they  had  a  great  Horror  for 

and 
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and  for  Men  to  be  fo  much  afraid  of  what 
there  is  fo  little  Danger  in ,  pro  ves  too  plain - 
ly  how  unfit  they  were  to  meet  a  fuperior 
Enemy ,  zvhen  they  knew  not  how  to  life  or 
exercife  the  Arms  they  were  to  fight  them 
with . 

But  this  Line ,  they  fay,  coidd  not  be 
made  tenable ,  tho'  the  whole  Strength  of  the 
Ifland  Jhould  be  employ'd  for  any  Length  of 
Time which  at  fir  ft  feems ft range,  confider- 
ing  that  in  three  Weeks  Time ,  with  only 
three  Negroes  out  of  every  Hundred,  I  made 
the  Line  quite  round  the  Town  •,  and  which,  if 
they  would  have  allow'd  but  one  in  ten  of 
their  Negroes  to  have  work'd  on,  I  would 
have  made  it  as  ft  rang  as  the  Lines  in  Flan¬ 
ders.  So  far  was  I  from  requiring  all 
their  Negroes,  or  any  confiderabl'e  Length  of 
Tune  to  make  it  in.  Tet,  after  all ,  what 
they  fay,  may  be  true  for  no  Place,  within 
the  Reach  of  a  Cannonading,  can,  by  any 
Art,  be  made  tenable  to  Men  that  will  not 
(land  it.  And  tho ’  very  few  are  kill'd  by 
Cannonading ,  yet  unknown  Woods,  that  are 

only  to  be  come  at  by  By-Paths ,  are  certainly 
fomethhig  fafer. 

However ,  after  all,  the  fortifying  the 
Town ,  was  done  by  an  Act  of  the  Afjembly 
and  Council,  and  which  they  and  the  Inha¬ 
bitants  would  have  had  Occafion  to  fay, 
look  d  like  a  Defign  to  betray  them,  had  /  re¬ 
fus'd  it  j  and  if  they  will  be  fill  angry ,  that 
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it  was  my  Opinion  a  fortify  d  Town  makes  a 
better  Figure,  and  may  make  better  Conditions 
with  anEnemy,than  a  Town  that  is  unfortify  d, 
they  will  make  themfielves farther  laugh'd  at* 

The  Exprefjion  of  throwing  great  Guns 
from  an  Outwork,  [news  their  military  Know¬ 
ledge  and  Difcipline  to  be  much  of  a  Piece. 
But  they  after  explain  them  to  mean  draw¬ 
ing  off  the  Cannon  from  MonkVHili  to  St. 
John’s  }  my  Care  of  which  great  Guns,  ma¬ 
ny  of  thefe  very  Gentlemen,  when  in  the  Afi- 
fembly ,  thank'd  me  for. 

How  little  capable  Monk’s-Hill  is  of  be¬ 
ing  made  defenfible,  the  Certificate  of  Col. 
f  Lilly,  her  Majefiy's  Engineer, will  make  ap¬ 
pear  \  on  which,  the  Ajfembly  refolv'd  to  pro¬ 
ceed  no  more  on  the  Fortification  of  it.  And  fo 
far  are  they  from  having  any  Reafon  on  this 
Account  to  complain  of  me,  the  Minutes  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Affidavits,  will  prove  I 
as  well  defer ve  her  Majefiy's  Favour,  as  the 
utmofi  Care,  and  indefatigable  doing  one's 
Duty  can  intitle  any  Man  to  that  Honour. 

And  I  have,  with  much  Sorrow,  found  it 
fo  little  in  the  Power  of  a  Chief  Governor  to 
order  what  Quantity  of  Negroes  is  neceffary 
to  make  finch  Works  as  might  defy  an  Enemy 
in  this  Part  of  the  World,  and  maintain  her 
Majefiy's  Honour,  by  prote&ing  her  Colonies , 
and  prefierving  her  Revenue ,  which  was 
not  only  funk  in  Nevis  and  St.  Chrifto- 
_ _ _ pher’s 

See  Co/.  Lilly's  Report  about  the  Forts  and  Fortification,  and 
‘/Iddrefs  of  Thanks  of  th&  Ajfembly* 
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pher’j,  which  were  loft  in  my  Predecejft'or  s 
Time  \  but  300000  l.  begg'd  of  her  Majefty 
to  help  make  good  fuch  Lobes  .*  And  by  fee 
Minutes  of  the  Council  it  will  appear  ama- 
zing  to  the  intelligent  World ,  that  I  fioould 
fo  often  beg ,  as  for  an  Alms ,  that  they 
would  ft pare  three  or  four  Negroes  more  out 
of  a  hundred  from  making  Sugar ,  to  be  em¬ 
ploy'd  on  Works  to  preferve  themfelves  and 
Families  from  the  Fate  of  their  near  Neigh¬ 
bours ,  which  they  had  then  fo  melancholy  a 
Profpebf  of. 

Before  I  quit  this  Article ,  I  mu  ft  obferve 
one  Re  a f on,  why  the  Militia  is  in  no  bet¬ 
ter  Order  ?  The  Poor  are  fo  opprefs'd  by  the 
Rich ,  who  have  a  Mind  to  their  Land ,  they 
are  forc'd  to  fell  it  to  'em ,  and  leave  the 
If  and.  Thus  DickenfonVBay,  which  for¬ 
merly  furnifh'd  a  Company  of  fifty  or  fixty 
Men, has  now  but  five  :>  ||  Dr.  Mackinnen  ha¬ 
ving,  by  one  Means  or  another,  got  all  thofe 
poor  People's  Lands  into  his  Poftfejfion  •,  and 
fo  the  Iftland  is  much  weaker  in  People,  than 
it  was  forty  Tears  ago,  and  will  decline 
every  Day  :  And  as  every  Body,  almoft ,  mufti 
be  an  Officer,  there  are  no  Soldiers  to  difici- 
pline  ■,  of  which  Lieut.  Col.  William  Cod- 
rington’j  Company ,  in  Col.  Edward  Byam’x 
Regiment ,  is  an  eminent  Inftance,  which  con - 
jified  but  of  four  Men,  viz.  himfelf,  his  Lieu - 

K  tenant. 
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tenant ,  and  Enfgn,  and  one  private  Man ; 
two  others ,  indeed.,  he  faid  belonged  it,  but 
they  werefick ,  or  off  the  If  and.  This  I  would 
have  gladly  regulated,  and  have  put  the 
four  Regiments  into  one,  which  then  would 
have  been  but  a  very  fmall  one ,  and  their 
Royal  Regiment  of  Carbineers  into  a  Troop 
of  Dragoons,  'which  would  have  been 
but  a  very  weak  one }  but  this  would  have 
rais'd  a  Hurrican  greater  than  any  their 
Clime  is  us  d  to  \  and  fo  to  break  into  their 
Conf  itution ,  and  rob  them  of  their  Honours , 
would  have  been  worfe  than  delivering  them 
to  the  French  j  and  all  the  Pun  if  merit  in  the 
World  would  have  been  lefs  than  I  had  de¬ 
ft™  d. 

To  my  i  filing  Orders  contrary  to  their 
Council  of  War,  that  is,  to  the  Opinion  of 
eight  Militia  Captains,  and  four  Field- 
Officers,  the  Council  f  tells  you,  ' tis  untrue , 
/  never  order'd  it  j  but  I  jhould  very  ill  have 
kept  up  the  Dignity  of  my  Pofl,  and  fiew'd 
I  had  learn  d  very  little  of  the  greateft  Cap¬ 
tain  *  of  this  Age,  had  I  given  up  my  Opinion 
to  Officers  fo  much  younger,  and  I  may  add, 
with  Modeffy,  lefs  experienc'd  than  my  felf, 
becaufe  they  differ'd  with  me. 

Thefe  are  the  Gentlemen  who  bring  their 
Opinions  in  their  Depofitions,  No.  100 ,  133, 
*34,  *35,  *36,  and  13 7,  to  convift  me  j

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but.  as  the  Interrogatories  exhibited  to  them , 
expos'd  their  Arrogance ,  fb  the  Minutes 
of  the  Council  anfwers  whatfoever  re¬ 
lates  to  Col.  Byam\r  Opinion ,  which  I  have 
plac'd  one  again  ft  the  other ,  fufficiently 

expofes  his ,  ««<;/  Opinion  of  the  other

So  abundantly  do  they  prove  :  I  took  much 
more  Care  of  'em ,  than  they  did  of  themfelves, 
which  added  to  the  Tains  I  took  in  acting  the 
Ingineer  for  their  Works ,  and  Overfeer  for 
their  Negroes ,  and  riding  twenty  Miles  a  Day 
in  this  hot  Country ,  might  make  me  expefc 
other  Thanks  than  a  Charge  of  High  -Treafon, 
in  defigning  to  deliver  them  to  the  French  : 
For  which ,  whether  they  deferve  not  to  he 
branded  as  they  do  their  Negroes ,  for  fo

Article  X. 

That  he  has  frequently  and  publickly 
declar’d,  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
where  he  fits  as  Chancellor,  that  he 
would  be  guided  by  no  Laws  or  Prece¬ 
dents  whatfoever,  in  making  his  Decrees  j 
but  that  either  as  to  the  Merits  of  the

Common-Law,  and  eluding  the  Fruits  of 
all  Judgments,  efpecially  conlidering  that 
our  Executions  upon  Judgments  at  Com¬ 
mon-Law,  are  very  dilatory,  and  that 
he  has  granted  frequently  general  In¬ 
junctions,  to  hinder  and  flop  Perfons 
from  profecuting  any  A&ion  or  Actions, 
Suit  or  Suits  whatsoever,  at  Common- 
Law,  tho’  the  Bill  upon  which  the  In¬ 
junction  has  been  granted,  has  been  only 
for  one  particular  (ingle  Matter  and 
commonly  granted  Injunctions, .  before 
any  Bill  fil’d  ;  and  has  bought  in  Bonds 
for  a  third,  or  half  the  Value  of  the 
Debt,  when  the  Obligee  has  been  barr  d 
his  Remedy  at  Common-Law,  by  In- 
junCtionsout  of  the  Chancery  :  All  which 
Conduct,  Behaviour,  and  Proceedings  of 
his,  as  Chancellor,  have  been  Matter  of 
the5  greated  Horror  to  all  Men  of  Judg¬ 
ment,  when  they  conlider  that  every 
Man’s  Eftate,  nay,  and  Perfon,  mud  be 

fubjeCted  by  thefe  Means  to  fuch  a  Man  s 
3  un- 
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unpTraUeird  "and  unjufti  able  Paffions 
and  Refentments,  and  that  unfatiable 
Avarice  which  has  fo  ftrongly  and^  dear¬ 
ly  difeover’d  itfelfin  all  his  Adminiitra-- 

tion. 

Answer  X. 

The  tenth  Article  removes  from  the  Camp 
to  the  Bench ,  where  they  are  very  angry .  that 
I  Jhould  declare  in  Chancery  I  would  judge 
according  to  Reafon  and  Equity .  If  as  that 
ever  before  thought  a  Fault  ?■  Is  it  not  the 
Bufinefs  of  that  Court  to  f often  the  Rough - 
nefs  of  the  Law ,  nay,  to  decree  quite  contra¬ 
ry ,  when  Reafon  requires  it  ■■  And  has  it  not 
its  'Name  of  Equity  from  thence  ? 

But  they  add ,  /  will  not  be  govern'd  by 
the  Precedents  of  the  Courts  of  Chancery  .  in 
England  which  cannot  be  true ,  it  being 
my  Cujlom  to  fend  over  to  England  any  in¬ 
tricate  Cafes ,  rfj  the  Council  f  obferves  in 
their  Anfwer  :  And  fo  little  Reafon  had  they 
for  this  Article ,  when  they  made  it,  that  the 
Council  declares ,  I  never  pronounc'd  but  one 
Decree,  in  which  they  were  tny  Affiants  , 
and  that  it  was  r  e  a  finable, < equitable, and juf, 
notwith [landing  the  hard  Titles  they  load  it 
with. 

As  to  my  being  arbitrary ,  altho'  I  am  foie 
Judge,  I  call'd  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and 
Council  to  my  AJJiflance,  who  all  agreed  with 
me  ^  and  1  prefume  none  deferves  that  Epi- 

K  9 _ thet, 
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thet,  tuho,  1 nfe  ad  of  ajfumin^  move  Poiver 
than  the  J ,  u iv  allows  them,  are  contented 
with  lefs  than  they  may  ufe  •  but,  it  did  in¬ 
deed  feem  to  them  very  abominable ,  and  as 
they  exprefs  it ,  without  any  Precedent ,  ’that 
a  Stranger  that  came  out  of  England  Jhould 
recover  his  Money  from  an  Inhabitant ,  and 
that  he  Jhould  be  forc'd  to  pay  it  :  And 
when  they  confder  d  this  Inhabitant  was  then 
my  intimate  Friend ,  and  the  Chief  Juftice  of 
the  If  and,  and  one  of  their  mo  ft  confder  able 
Ken,  they  immediately  form  them  [elves  into 
Cabals  ,  and  in  Proportion  to  the  Greatnefs 
of  their  Debts,  they  conceiv  d  great  Horror, 
in  apprehending  they  might  be  made  to  pay 
them  ,  and  accordingly  made  their  Subfcrip - 
tions  f  for  Money,  to  get  me  remov'd. 

Their  Charge  of  my  faying,  l  would  a& 
rea finable  and  equitable, if  it  were  again  ft  all 
the  Precedents  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of 
England,  is  perfectly  _  Jefuitical,  I  have  fi 
often  heard  Mr.  Nevin  quote  that  for  Law , 
which  I  knew  was  not.  /  have  had  great 
Re  a  fin  to  fay,  I  would  never  make  any  De¬ 
cree  againjl  Reafin,  Equity,  and  my  Con¬ 
fluence,  on  his ,  or  any  of  their  ajferting, 
the  Canfi  they  pleaded,  was  juft,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Law  ^/England :  And  where 
any  Caufes  have  appear'd  very  intricate ,  J 
have  fent  them  Home,  to  be  determin'd  from 

thence  j 
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thence  ,  fo  far  am  I  herein  from  being  opi- 
mated  \  for  I  never  pretended  to  be  a 
Lawyer  and  notwith  (landing  all  my  Care, 

I  may  fometimes  have  been  deceiv’d  by  them, 
when  they  have  confidently  attefled  that  for 
Law  which  was  not  fo,  and  which  I  could 
not  contra  did  them  in  :  For  which  very  Rea- 
fon  I  have  kept  the  clofer  to  what  my  Con¬ 
fidence  dictated  was  reafionable  and  juft. 

Nor  is  it  my  Bnfinefis  to  juflify  here  every 
Decree  they  find  Fault  with .  1  have  fiel- 
dom  known  a  Can  fie  the  Lawyers  of  either 
Side  coidd  not  reprefient  fair,  'till  they  are 
reply’ d  to  ,  and  if  any  of  my  Decrees  are 
faulty,  why  do  they  not  appeal  from  ’em  ? 
Which,  if  they  had,  and  any  of  ’em  had 
been  revers’d,  at  what  Rate  would  they 
have  bellow’d  ?  Tho ’  that  would  be  what 
the  greatefl  Men  the  Chancery  boafls  of, 
frequently  meet  with  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords, 
tho’  they  are  on  the  Spot,  with  all  their  Argu¬ 
ments  to  maintain  ’em  ^  and  for  which,  if 
they  were  thought  criminal,  the  Great  Seal 
might  go  a  begging,  ’till  it  had  brought  with 
it  Infallibility, 

It’s  Bribery  alone  that  corrupts  the  Bench  , 
for  Partiality  may  be  alledg’d  by  whoever 
loofies  the  Caufie  j  and  I  will  venture  a  Pro- 
phefy,  that  whoever  will  fit  in  Chancery  in 
thefie  little  Ifiands,  that  are  poind  fo  clofiely 
in  Alliance  together,  and  who  jhall  deter¬ 
mine  Caufie s  without  regarding  the  Rank  of 
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the  Perfon  he  offends,  fall,  hi  one  Tear ,  be 
as  uneafy  as  I  am,  unlefs  it  jhall  be  found 
to  be  for  her  Majefy's  Service  better  to 
port  him. 

But  they  having  fo  often  mention  d  my 
low  Opinion  of  their  Laws ,  7  will  freely  ac¬ 
knowledge  it,  and  which  the  Minutes  of  the 
Co  uncil  prove  I  have  frequently  prefs'd  them 
to  alter  ^  and  by  giving  an  Inflame  of  two 
or  three  of ' 'em ,  the  Reafon  why  I  did  fo, 
will  appear  :  They  pafs'd  an  Act  of  the  22 d 
of  December  1698,  part  of  which  is  very 
good,  for  you  foon  obtain  ''judgment.  Were 
you  then  ever  the  nearer  to  your  Money  ? 
But  when  Lx  edition  is  taken  out,  you  are  to 
give  twenty  Days  Notice  before  you  can  levy 
it  \  in  which  Time  the  Debtor  may  remove 
his  Cattel  and  Houfehold-Goods  for  you 
are  not  f  if  ed d,  under  eighteen  Months ,  to 
ferve  the  Execution  on  his  Negroes,  which 
are  the  ejfential  and  valuable  Parts  of  the 
Eftates  in  this  Country.  And  as  the  Act  fets 
forth  what  Jhall  be  lyable  to  be  feiz'd  on  the 
firft ,  fecond,  and  third  Executions,  and 
what  Time  Jhall  be  between  each,  and  every 
Time  gives  twenty  Days  Notice,  the  Debtor 
may  remove  what  he  pleafes,  in  the  Interim , 
and  bring  them  Home  when  the  Execution  is 
return  d.  But  what  is  fill  worfe,  if  you 
catch  any  Thing,  the  Law  fays  it  muft  be 
apprais'd  by  two  Planters  and  two  Merchants , 
and  they  muft  all  meet  and  agree,  or  it's  no 

Ap- 
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Appraifement  ■,  and  the  Penalty,  if  they  do 
not  meet,  is  but  forty  Shillings  }  and  they  are 
generally  fo  related  to  one  another ,  or  are  fo 
ty  d  by  Parties  or  Interefl ,  that  a  Man  mujl 
be  very  unfortunate ,  who  cannot  influence  one 
of  the  four ,  either  not  to  meet ,  or  not  to 
agree  if  he  does. 

To  fecure  themfelves  farther  from  being 
forc’d  to  pay  againft  their  Inclination ,  the 
P  erf  on  of  a  Free-  holder  is  fo  f acred,  it  can 
be  no  more  (on  any  fuch  Account  me  died 
with)  than  the  firfl  Peer  of  England  j  and 
about  ten  Pounds  will  buy  fuch  a  Free¬ 
hold  j  but  they’ll  tell  you,  he  cant  go  off  the 
Ifland  without  giving  Security  to  pay  his 
Debts :  And  why  rieed  he,  fmce  they  can 
neither  imprifon  him,  nor  recover  them  •,  but 
if  he  would,  what  jhould  hinder  his  buying 
a  Boat,  and  going  away  in  it  to  the  French, 
Danilh,  or  Dutch  Iflands,  which  fur  round, 
and  are  in  Sight  of  us  ■,  and  which  is  often 
done  by  Malefactors.  So  impoffible  is  it  to 
recover  Money  any  Way,  but  by  Chancery ,  in 
this  Country. 

There  is  another  ACt  altogether  as  abomi¬ 
nable  •,  and  I  will  venture  to  fry,  neither 
any  Chriftian  or  civiliz’d  Heathen-State,  did 
ever  fuffer  any  Thing  fo  immoral ,  to  bear 
the  Name  and  the  Pretence  of  a  Law.  The 
Title  of  the  A&  is,  — — —  —  by  which  they 
having  Power  to  fell  Land  to  pay  publick 
Dues  j  the  chief  Men  in  the  Ifland  join’d  in 
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a  Confederacy  to  buy  'em,  which  grew  there¬ 
by  fo  large ,  'twas  in  Vain  to  complain  again/! 
it,  there  being  few  confider able  Eflates ,  of 
which  fame  Part  is  not  from  the  Spoils  of 
the  Fatherlefs,  or  the  Abfent,  and  the  Rights 
of  Widows  :  Nay,fo  bare  fac'd  was  this  Com¬ 
bination  of  Injufice,  they  agreed  among 
themfelves  not  to  outbid  one  another  ■,  fo  pre¬ 
tending  to  buy,  they  took  from  the  Children 
the  PoffeJJions  of  their  Fathers,  and  in  Vain 
cry' d  out  againjl  that  which  the  f acred  Name 
of  the  Law  was  projlituted  to  debar  them 
from . 

'  Thus  *  four  hundred  Acres  of  Land  in 
the  Heart  of  the  Country,  has  been  fold  for 
twenty  Pounds,  when  one  Acre  of  it  is  worth 
the  Money  j  and  the  Orphan  fees  it  kept  from 
him  under  the  vile  Pretence  of  its  being  le¬ 
gally  f old. 

But  fitch  Things  as  thefe  are  contrary 
to  the  Equity  of  the  Englifh  Law,  which  it 
was  purpofely  calculated  to  evade,  and  to 
difpojfefs  abfent  People,  as  well  as  Orphans, 
of  their  Free-holds,  who  knew  nothing  of 
the  Matter  ;  But  befides  the  natural  In- 
juftice,  as  it  is  contrary  to  the  Law  of  Eng¬ 
land, 


*  Among/}  a  great  many  others ,  the  prefent  Co!.  Francis 
Phipps,  h  etng  then  an  Orphan ,  and  abfent ,  they  fold  460  Acres 
of  the  beft  Land  in  the  Country ,  which  belong'd  to  him^to  pay  the 
publick  Dues ,  when  ten  Acres  honeftly  fold ?  mould  bare  more  than 
paid  what  was  due  to  the  Country  > 
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land,  T  prefume  it  is  in  it  f elf  void  }  and 
I  don't  queftion  but  thefe  injur'd  Orphans 
will  find  Relief  from  the  fundamental  Laws 
of  their  Mother  Kindom ,  which  their  clan- 
define  Ads  will  never  be  able  to  evade  and 
which  what  Government  foever  Jball  here  en¬ 
courage ,  will  be  look'd  on  with  Horror  by 
the  Complainants  againft  me  •  yet  a  Man  of 
Honour  would  rather  be  fo  honourably  hated 
by  them ,  than  be  their  Darling ,  for  counte¬ 
nancing  fuch  f  candalous  Practices. 

Another  of  their  Complaints  a  gain  ft  me, 
about  Proceedings  in  Chancery,  contrary  to 
their  Law,  is,  for  allowing  the  Seal  of  the 
Prerogative-Court  of  Canterbury,  as  Evi¬ 
dence  before  me,  when  their  Ads  allow  the 
Seal  of  every  petty  Corporation.  Although 
I  am,  by  Infirudions  from  the  Lords  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Trade  and  Plantations ,  dated 
June  the  26th,  J717,  order'd  to  govern  my 
f elf  in  Relation  to  Probates  of  Wills,  by  their 
annex'd  Opinion  of  Sir  Edward  Northey’x, 
of  March  the  2  8th,  1717,  wherein  he  fays, 
“  That  when  Letters  of  Admini  fir  ati  on  ar- 
“  rive  at  the  Plantations,  under  the  Seal  of 
u  the  Prerogative  -  Court,  they  are  to  be 
u  allow'd  there  }  and  the  Authority  of  the 
u  Admini  ({ration,  confiituted  in  the  Planta- 
non  from  that  Time ,  ceafes  :  And  he  alfo 
fays,"  That  Debts  due  in  England,  mu  ft  be 
“  paid  cut  of  the  Efiate  here,  in  the  Order 
u  the  haw  allows  of  *  they  would  have 
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as  (treat  a  Horror  for  the  Lords  of  Trade , 
and  Sir  Edward  Northey,  for  their  In- 
ftntction ,  and  his  Opinion ,  as  they  have  of 
me,  if  the  Lara  a  fore-mention  d,  of  the  22  d 
of  December  1698,  did  not fe cure  'em  from 
the  Effects  of  a  hundred  fuch  InfriSions  and 
Opinions  •,  while  they  cannot  be  made  to  pay 
any  Body ,  unlefs  they  pleafe  •,  which  they  ne¬ 
ver  do  pleafe  to  do  to  a  Stranger,  it  being  an 
avow'd  Maxim,  never  to  give  any  Caufe, 
how  jujl  foever,  on  the  Behalf  of  a  Stran¬ 
ger,  again (1  an  Inhabitant. 

Thus,  if  endeavouring  to  make  new  Laws 
to  compel  them  to  pay  their  Debts  whether 
they  will  or  no,  is  a  Fault,  I  plead  guilty  \ 
and  if  it  is  criminal  to  take  the  Bart  of  the 
Father  lefs  and  the  Widow,  to  plead  for  them 
who  have  no  Money  to  pay  others  to  plead 
for  'em,  and  to  remember  the  Interefl  oj  the 
Britifli  Crown  and  Nation,  and  her  Majefty  s 
Sub  jects  there,  be  criminal,  I  will  own  I  am 
fo  j  for  I  have  declar'd  my  Abhorrence  of 
fuch  Laws,  and  fuch  partial  Frail  ices  } 
and  that  they  ought  to  be  repeal'd  ■,  and  I 
(hall  always  endeavour  it,  whatfoever  Capa¬ 
city  I  am  in. 

I  have  already  fi 'sew'd,  that  altho'  I  Jhonld 
be  miftaken  either  in  Law,  which  I  under¬ 
hand  not ,  or  in  Equity,  wherein  I  pretend  not 
to  be  infallible,  it  by  no  Means  makes  me 
an  unjuft  Judge  ^  and  if  they  diflike  any  of 
my  Decrees ,  they  may  appeal  from  them  ; 
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and  if  any  °f  them  jhould  be  repeal'd.,  as 
what  frequently  happens  to  much  greater 
Men ,  /  mufl  fubmit  to  it  :  And  I  have 
therefore  no  Reafon  to  enter  into  the  Merits 
of  fuch  Caufe  I  have  made  a  Decree  on  ^ 
and  fall  only  make  feme  Obfervations  on 
thofe  Injinuations  of  Corruptions  they  bring 
againf  me ,  and  which  I  would  willingly 
have  a  Cambyfis  for  my  Judge ,  f  they  can 
make  appear  :  Of  which ,  Lieut.  Col.  Wil¬ 
liam  C - - - ■  makes  the  greatefl  Figure. 

But  tho'  he  is  a  Gentleman  infamous  for  fe¬ 
ver  al  Villanies ,  and  for  counterfeiting  my 
Hand ,  and  falfe  indorfmg  of  a  Co  diet, 
therefore  not  very  like  to  be  fcrupulous  in 
any  Thing,  yet  he  neither  pretends  I  took  a 
Bribe,  or  ask'd  one ,  or  few’ cl  ary  Inclination 
that  Way  :  He  only  tells  a  Difcourfe 
which  he  had  with  another  Gentleman ,  and 
fays,  the  Reafon  he  believ'd  ivhat  that  Gen - 
tleman  [aid,  was  by  my  DireUion ,  re  as  he- 
caufe  he  faid  he  came  from  the  Houfe  of 
Capt .  Roach,  where  he  had  left  ?ne  ^  but,  as 
it  appears  that  I  have  not  for  a  Twelvemonth 
paf  been  at  the  faid  RoachV  Houfe ,  and 
that  therefore  none  could  from  thence  come 
from  me,  the  Reafon  c cafes,  why  he  him - 
felf  believ'd  it .  And  tho '  a  Gentleman  did 
come  from  him  to  me,  that ,  and  all  the 
long  Story  of  my  keeping  the  Will,  or  refit- 
fmg  the  proving  of  it,  is  fo  abominably  falfe , 
as  is  prov  d  by  the  JJepofi lions, N° .1985  183/f 
_ _ _ _  that 
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that  I  am  forty  I  am  forc'd  to  expofe  a  Member 
of theCouncil  ■,  but  one  who  will  be  guilty  offuch 
Practices  as  he  hath  been  us'd  to ,  would  be  to 
blame  to  (lick  at  any  Thing  for  a  good  Eft  ate. 

The  buying  up  of  Debts  at  half  or  one 
third  Part  of  their  Value ,  efpecially  after 
an  Injunction,  makes  an  ill  Sound  \  and  it 
mu (l  look  ill  in  England,  (where  thefe  little 
If lands  are  fo  little  known)  for  the  Chancel¬ 
lor  to  medle  with  the  Caufes  that  come  before 
him  any  other  than  in  a  judicial  Way. 

Whatfoever  comes  before  my  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor,  is  determin'd  by  him  ,  and  there  the 
Matter  Ends.  But  People  are  here  fo  thin, 
and  they  are  fo  near  related,  every  Body  is 
concern'd  for  one  Side  or  the  other  }  and  if 
it  is  poffible  to  make  up  any  Caufe  without 
a  Decree ,  I  fave  the  making  many  Enemies, 
which  otherwife  is  inevitable  ^  and  tho'  I 
would  rather  offend  every  Perfon  in  the  Go¬ 
vernment ,  than  fail  in  my  Duty  to  the  Queen, 
or  act  again fl  my  Confcience  \  yet,  as  Things 
have  of  late  been  manag'd,  I  have  been 
forc'd  to  take  more  Care  to  d/J oblige  no  Body, 
than  otherwife  I  Jhould,  and  which  it  would 
be  for  her  Majefiy's  Inter  eft ,  if  none  of  her 
Governors  lay  under  the  (fecejfity  of  doing. 

And  as  there  is  fcarce  a  Difpute,  but  a 
Complaint  comes  to  me  of  it  before  they  go  to 
Law ,  I  endeavour  to  prevent  it  if  •'  can  } 
and  when  I  cannot,  he  that  has  the  leaf,  or 
no  Money  to  manage  his  Suit ,  continues  his 
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Complaint  j  and  I  very  often  make  up  fuck 
Caufes,  before  they  run  the  Lengths  of  the 
Law,  and  five  thofe  Charges ,  which  the 
Pra&itioners  here  don't  thank  me  for. 

Thiswas  theCafe  of  PelhchiOythe Jew  •,  he 
was  involv'd  inLaw  without  aPenny  of  Money, 
and  fub fifed  on  Charity  :  The  Debt  was  juft, 
but  he  could  not  go  on  in  the  Profecution  fo 
he  came  raving  to  me,  tells  me  his  Circum- 
fances ,  and  how  near  he  is  flawing,  when 
he  had  a  juft  Debt  ow'd  him ,  which  if  he 
had  but  any  Part  of  he  faid  he  knew  how 
to  get  his  Living. 

I  compajjionating  his  Cafe ,  and  being 
urg'd  by  him  to  ufe  my  Inter  eft  with  Red¬ 
wood,  his  Debtor ,  who  pretended  to  have 
a  Refpect  for  me,  1  fent  for  him,  and  did 
all  /  could  to  help  him  ;  but  Redwood  ha¬ 
ving  no  Money ,  (which  is  far  from  being  un- 
ufual  in  this  Country,  the  Gentlemen  of  befl 
Eflates  frequently  not  being  able  to  command 
twenty  Shillings  j  but  the  Wants  of  this  poor 
Fellow  were  not  to  be  fo  fatisfy'd)  1  was 
forc'd  therefore  to  ufe  my  Inter  eft  to  make  it  up, 
and  took  ■RedwoodV  Bond  for  120I.  I  let 
him  have  60 1.  in  Money,  and  he  was  to 
have  the  reft  as  I  receiv'd  it  from  Redwood  3 
and  how  much  he  thought  him f elf  oblig'd  to  me 
for  it,  the  Depofltion ,  jj  N°.  1 1 5,  demon  ft  rates, 
in  Spight  of  the  Deflgns  of  my  Enemies,  who 
there  appear ,  endeavouring  to  bribe  him  to 
_ _  fwear 
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f wear  a  gain  (l  me  \  '  nor  ’ till  he  was  dead, 
and  pafl  contradicting  them ,  would  they  dare 
to  traduce  a  Charity  which  to  his  Death  he 
acknowledg'd.  But  this  is  not  the  fir (1  Tune 
they  made  Ufe  of  dead  Evidence  for  the 
fame  Reafon. 

I  take  this  to  he  fo  fully  anfwer d,  that  I 
need  not  ohferve  fixty  Pounds  in  Specie  is 
worth  ninety  in  Sugar ,  with  10  1.  per  Cent. 
the  Country  Interefl,  is  a  hundred  \  fo  I  could 
have  got  but  twenty  Pounds ,  had  the  Money 
been  paid  when  due,  which  is  againft  the 
mo  ft  eftablijh’d  Rides  of  the  Country.  But  as 
great  Part  of  it  is  not  yet  paid,  I  had  been 
no  Gainer,  were  it  even  as  they  reprefent  it, 
as  'tis  evidently  the  contrary ,  for  I  only  let 
him  have  the  fixty  Pounds  in  Part,  ’ till  Red¬ 
wood  paid  the  reft. 

Such  Trifles  are  they  forc'd  to  accufe  me 
of  •,  and  by  fuch  do  they  prove  they  have 
nothing  of  any  Weight  to  lay  to  my  Charge  ! 
andthefe  two  are  fo  fcarce,  they  have  but 
one  Story  more,  fince  I  came  to  my  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  that  but  of  29  1.  14  s.  6  d. 

which ,  if  as  they  reprefent  it,  would  be  no 
Manner  of  Fault ,  it  being  my  Duty,  as  Or¬ 
dinary,  to  adminifier  for  fuch  as  die  inteftate, 
and  have  made  no  Will,  and  have  no  Rela¬ 
tions.  To  fuch  a  Pafs  are  they  reduc’d  for 
Complaints  \  but  they  having  thereby  fnewn 
my  Generofity  on  this  Occafion,  this  alfo 
turns  to  my  Advantage  j  and  as  the  Depofi- 

tions 
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tions ,  f  No.  1 88,  192,  fully  proves  I  take  no 
Fee ,  nor  directly  or  indirectly  make  any  Fro - 
fa,  or  Advantage  by  my  Trouble  in  Chancery. 
It  is  beyond  all  Contradiction ,  /  deferve 
much  more  Commendation ,  than  a  fudge  that 
is  only  hone  ft  ^  as  a  Man  of  Honour  that  is 
lavifh  of  his  Life  for  the  Service  of  his 
Queen  and  Country ,  is  to  be  preferred  before 
him  that  fits  fupinely  at  Home  *  of  whom , 
the  befl  is,  That  he  does  no  Mifchief. 

Article  XI. 

That  he  has  feveral  Times  threaten’d 
to  difplace  and  turn  out  Judges  of  the 
Common  Law,  particularly  Samuel  Watt- 
kins,  Efq:,  chief  Juftice  of  the  Courts  of 
Common  Pleas  for  both  the  Precinds  of 
this  Illand,  and  that,  upon  notorioully 
falfe  and  forg’d  Complaints  •,  but  truly, 
for  not  being  applicable  to  all  his  Purpo- 
fes,  tho’  never  fo  contrary  to  Law  and 
Juftice  :  And  that  he  has  commanded,  by 
unwarrantable  and  unprecedented  Man¬ 
damus’s,  the  faid  chief  Juftice  Wattkins  to 
fign  fuch  Procefs,  as  was  diredly  contra¬ 
ry  to  the  Law  of  England  and  this  Illand.

The  eleventh  Article  complains  of  my 
threatning  to  turn  out  Judges  \  and  they  fo 
fefuitically  word  it,  as  if  I  had  turn'd 
out  Mr.  Wattkins,  whom  they  clamour  fo

that  no  Mandamus  was  ever  iffud  during 
my  Admini  ft  ration  :  This  being  only  Jignd \ 
and  the  Matter  bein g  made  up  between'  the 
Parties ,  it  never  iffnd.  But  it  being  the 
unanimous  Opinion  oft  the  Council ,  as  they 
tldemj elves  acknowledge  in  their  Anfwer ,  I 
mu  ft  have  Jignd  it ,  tho *  I  had  been  of  a 
different  Opinion  \  and  it  could  be  no  more 
a  Fault  in  me  ft  than  it  was  in  Mr.  Watt- 
kins,  who  voluntarily  fgn  d  it ,  on  hearing  the 
Council's  Opinion.  And  what  in  this  Arti¬ 
cle  is  very  particular ,  is.  That  the  fame 
Gentlemen  who  were  Complainants  againft 
Mr.  Wattkiris,  have  fgn  d  this  Article  a- 
gainf  me* 

hut  that  Gentleman  having Jy  aDepofition , 
To*  128,  endeavour  d  to  appear  hardly  us'd, 
I  (hall  a  little  clear  up  that  Complaint.  He  fays , 
Th  at  fever al  Times ,  when  he  and  I  were  only 
together ,  /  was  pleas'd  to  blame  him  for 
fuffer mg  the  Lawyers ,  particularly  Mr.  Ke¬ 
vin,  to  ufe  fuch  Freedoms  at  the  Bar  as 
reflected  on  the  Honour  of  the  Court  and  as 
l  feveral  Times  talk'd  to  him  oft  it  alone , 
which  could  not  be  with  a  Defign  to  affront

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him,  it  mu (l  be  [appos'd  /  d  d  Jo7  because  I 
had  feveral  fuch  Informations • 

And  bejides ,  /  had  Reafon  to  believe  it, 
by  Mr.  NevmV  infolent  Behaviour  even  be¬ 
fore  me  in  Chancery.  The  Juftices,  indeed, 
might  have  given  him  fuch  a  Certificate,  for 
they  had  been  long  us'd  to  allow  him  the 
fame  Freedom  of  Language  in  the  Courts , 
which  he  took  every  Evening  with  them  in 
the  Taverns  ^  which  being  derogatory  to  her 
Maje  fly's  Dignity ,  as  reprefented  in  her 
Courts ,  1  endeavour'd  to  remedy. 

As  to  the  Petition  of  Mr.  Mallet,  f  I  was 
Jb  far  from  countenancing  it,  that ,  in  the 
pubtick  Court,  I  feverely  check'd  him  for  it 
and  for  what  he  might  afterwards  fay  t# 
Mr.  Wattkins  to  excufe  hinfelfi  1  neither 
know,  nor  is  it  of  any  Moment,  he  being  fo 
very  fad  a  Fellow ,  that  he  would  fay,  or 
fwear,  or  do  any  Thing.  I  had  us'd  him 
with  great  Civility ,  on  Account  of  a  pretend¬ 
ed  Letter  he  brought  me  from  Mr.  Godol- 
plain  •  which  afterwards  appearing  to  be  . 
forg'd,  and  he  fo  worth  left  a  Fellow,  1  took 
no  farther  Isotice  of  hint.  After  which,  he. 
publifdd  another  very  fcandalous  Libel, 
wlvch,  when  he  was  taken  up  for,  he  accus'd 

Jeffery  Duncomb,  Dr.  Mackinnen,  and 
Mr.  Wattkins  of  on  Oath  j  and  afterwards 
thought  it  worth  while  on  Oath,  again,  to. 
contradict,  to  oblige  them . 

K  ?  _ And 
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And  tho  Mr •  Wattkins  did  lay  down ,  and 
might  have  heard  I  would  turn  him 
out ,  I  never  declar'd  any  Thing  like  it ,  and 
fhould  have  no  more  turn  d  him  out 5  for  join¬ 
ing  with  the  Faction ,  then  forming  again  ft 
me,  than  any  other  of  that  Party :  Not  one  of 
w]oom ,  I  have  ever  fince  put  out  of  the 
Commijficn  of  the  Peace ,  or  any  P oft  or  Com - 
mand.  Baton  the  contrary ,  I  have  fill'd  up 
Vacancies  with  thofe  that  have  fignd  againfl 
me,  where  I  found  them  qualify  d. 

Indeed  had  I  not  found  him  chief  Juftice 9 
/  Jhould  never  have  made  him  one .  Zw- 
barous  an  Attion  as  rnnrderinz  a  Man,  who 
was  unarm  a,  would  have  made  him  appear 
to  me,  not  very  fa  to  fa  as  chief  Juftice  in 
Cafes  of  Blood,  efpe dally  in  a  Country  where 
Murder  is  never  known  to  be  pit ni fad,  if 
the  Murderer  is  a  Man  of  any  Confidera- 
tion.  But  this  Gentleman  laid  down,  as 
others  had  done ,  in  hopes  the  Merit  of  it 
would  pur  chafe  a  Reverjion  of  mighty  Fa¬

Owner  of  the  faid  Brandy  •, 
and  after,  oblig’d  him  to  allow  him  'in 
Account  150/.  current  Money  of  this 
Illand,  for  his  third  Part  of  the  Seizure, 
as  chief  Governor. 

Answer  XII. 

The  twelfth  Article  charges  me  with  di- 
red  Perjury,  about  a  Parcel  of  Brandy.  The 
Charge  is  double  :  That  I  cl  apt  arm'd  Sol¬ 
diers ,  according  to  my  laudable  Cujlom ,  at 
ioe  Doors  where  it  was  •  and  afterwards 
agreed  for  1 50  1.  to  let  it  go. 

If  on  an  Information  of  prohibited  Goods 
beiv.g^  landed ,  I  was  by  Oath ,  as  they  fay, 
pbl/g  d  to  feme  them ,  how  could  l  with

at  fufpe&ed  Places ,  ’ till  the  Search  was  made 
for  them  ?  Efpecially  in  a  Country  where  the 
civil  Officers ,  as  the  Council  informs  you, 
will  fo  feldotn  do  their  Duty  :  And  how  ne- 
ceffary  all  this  Care  was,  appears,  (when 
on  their  Clamour  again  ft  the  Soldiers,  I  re¬ 
mov'd  them.)  The  Brandy  was  immedi ately 
convey'd  away,  as  may  well  he  fv.ppos'd, 
fince  it  never  was  found,  altho'  I  gave  War¬ 
rants  to  the  Naval  Officer  and  Colled  or  to 
break  open  Doors,  and  make  all  imaginable 
Search  for  it. 

What  then  could  /  do  more  in  the  Matter  ? 
Had  I  refus'd  the  Officers  W ar rants  to 
fearch  for  them,  they  might  have  fufpe&ed 
l  was  not  inclin'd  to  feize  them  •,  hut  they 
mu  ft  then  allow  me  to  be  highly  goo  d-natur  d, 
when  they  fuppofe  me  thus  to  ali  againjl  my 
Intereft  :  So  does  their  Charge  of  my  neglect¬ 
ing  my  Duty  prove ,  I  did  more  than  do  it, 
when  my  Care  extended  to  place  Soldiers, 
when  I  wanted  Waiters  to  prevent  thefe  un¬ 
lawful  Goods  bring  carry  d  off.

The  Bench  of  Juftice  is  corrupted ,  and 
Judges  put  in,  to  condemn  all  that  come  be¬ 
fore  them. 

But  common  Senfe  is  a  rare  Commodity 
with  them,  for  what  Occafon  can  I  have 
to  make  Seizures,  without  Information  or 
Condemnation ,  if  I  have  made  fuch  Judges 
as  will  condemn  any  Thing  f  let  nothing

1  he  Seizure  was  occafwn'd  by  its  beinP 
poppd-gomg  on  Board  a  French  Flag  of 
Truce,  contrary  to  Law ,  and  which  there¬ 
fore  no  Body  card  to  own  •  and  the  f  Gen¬ 
tleman  they  mention ,  as  fo  wrong'd '  de¬ 
clares  on  Oath ,  he  never  demanded  them 
from  the  Collector  ^  who  informs  you  they  lay 
in  the  Queen's  Ware-houfe  ' till  they  were 
fpod  d,  which  need  not  be  long  in  this  hot 
Country  and  this  is  all  they  have  to  fupport

And  as  every  fmgle  Fall  they  are  pleas'd  to

For  when  they  afterwards  fay ,  on  my 
groundlefs  Difple  afire  I  made  the  If  and - 
Sloops  to  pay  that  Duty  as  u fit  aft  they  don't 
fay 7  that  was  a  difpenfng  with  the  Laws , 
but  unkind  in  me  to  put  them  in  Execution  :

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And  thus  my  not  taking  it,  and  taking  it,  are 
each  made  criminal,  when  they  are  diflinB 
Inflances  of  my  Care  of  them  for  the  Or¬ 
der  for  receiving  the  Powder,  as  ufual ,  ex- 
preffes  the  Occafion  to  be,  that  the  Hurricane 
had  fpoiV  d  a  great  Quantity  of  Powder  s 
So  plainly  was  the  Pea  foil  ceas'd,  on  which 
I  made  an  Order  to  excitfe  it. 

It  is  indeed  pojjible,  that  fome  who  have 
ftgnd  the  Articles,  may  not  know  this  but 
for  thofe  Gentlemen  of  the  Afi'embly,  who  in 
their  Addrefs  beg  for  this  Exemption  of  their 
Sloops,  and  for  my  Favour  in  complying  with 
it,  to  repay  me  in  the  Language  of  this  Ar¬ 
ticle, no  one  can  think  ofthemfut  with  Horror.

That  he  has  heighten’d  all  his  own 
Fees,  fome  of  them  very  near  double,  to 
what  was  exa&ed  by  any  former  Gene¬ 
rals-,  and  that  not  only  without  theCon- 
fent  of,  but  alfo  without  fo  much  as 
communicating  the  fame  to  the  Council 
of  this  Idand.

nor  have  I  put  one  in,  but  on  the  Councils

On  which  Account ,  nothing  is  held  more 
fcandalous ,  than  the  betraying  Converfation  •, 
but  the  f  Affidavits  concerning  it ,  and  the 
Anfwer  of  the  Council ,  proves  them  fo  very 
unlikely ,  I  fhould  be  afhamd  to  fpend  any 
more  Time  about  them ,  if  the  Depoffitions  and 
Interrogatories  they  have  took,  and  fore  d  me 
to  take, on  this  Occajionffiid  not  oblige  me  to  it. 

They  fay,  I  have  frequently  and  pubiickly

72, 
contradicts  that  Infatuation ,  ye  the  whole 
alfo  is  falfe  }  for  he  gave  Security  on  my 
making:  him  Marjhal  of  this  If  and ,  hut  he 
enter'd  not  his  Security ,  ’ till  I  had  made  him 
Marjhal  of  all  the  I  [lands  in  the  Government. 
So  very  confder able  a  Ground  of  Complaint 
this  appears ,  and  which  Piece  of  Form ,  i/ 
not  punctually  comply  d  with ,  might 
be  a  Fault  in  him  j  hut  how  it  could  in  me , 
ip/20  might  know  nothing  of  it ,  fexv  of  them- 
felves  can  find  out. 

They  end  this  Article  with  faying ,  That 
the  Marjhal  executes  all  my  Commands  with¬ 
out  Referve  ^  which  is  agreeable  to  what  I 
frequently  declar'd ,  That  I  would  fuffer  no 
Marjhal  to  aPt,  who  would  not  impanel 
pitch  furies  as  I  would  dir  elf .

and  that  I  could  have  any  Benefit  thereby.

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’ Till  when,  or  ’ till  fome  other  Fault  in  the 
Execution  of  his  Office  is  prov'd  on  him,  he 
will  not  be  thought, at  f  Home, the  worfe  Mar- 
Jhal,  for  endeavouring  to  put  the  Laws  in 
Execution,  which  is  the  greatefl  Grievance 
any  one  can  be  guilty  of  ^  but  if  his  execu¬ 
ting  my  Commands  is  (as  they  word  it)  agree¬

That  on  Sunday  the  3d  of  April  laft, 
the  Provoft-Marfhal,  having  a  .Warrant 
againft  Parry  Tankard ,  Efq-  for  a  Breach, 
or  a  pretended  Breach,  of  the  good  Beha¬ 
viour,  took  an  Enfign  with  him,  and  fix 
Files  of  Soldiers,  from  the  faid  chief  Go¬

And  the  Depofi- 
tion ,  No.  145,  farther  Jhews ,  how  the  Civil 
Officer ,  7/z  endeavouring  to  do  his  Duty , 
to  ferve  the  chief  Juftice's  Warrant , 
being  taken  Prifoner  by  thefe  black  Banditti:*

110  Occajion  to  repeat  it.  My  fufferini r  their 
Guns ,  Powder,  and  Fortification ,  to  be  out 
of  Order ,  is  certainly  a  Fault,  if  I  am  0- 
bhg  d  to  provide  for  them  out  of  my  own 
Fflate  -  but  other  wife,  nothing  can  be  more 
ridiculous,  than  their  accujing  me  for  what 
they  will  not  put  in  my  Power  to  do.

faid ,  that  Governors ,  in  other  Colonies , 
have  receiv'd  Prefents  for  faffing  beneficial 
Laws ,  when  l  have  been  fo  far  from  re¬ 
ceiving  any ,  that  when  their  Aff'embly  ajj ur  d 
me  of  fuit able  Returns  of  Gratitude  from 
them ,  if  I  would  no  longer  inf  ft  on  prefer¬ 
ring  to  her  Majefty  her  Authority  and  Power , 
1  defpis'd  their  Offer,  and  loft  four  thoufand 
founds. \  Such  an  Occafion  does  this  Ar¬ 
ticle

That  it  is  become  dangerous  for  the 
Inhabitants  to  go  Abroad  about  their  Ba¬ 
il  nefs,  efpecially  to  St.  Johns,  for  fear 
of  being  affronted,  and  expos’d  to  the  ut- 
jnoft  Hazards,  by  Perfons  of  defperate 
Fortunes,  whofe  chief  Dependances  are 
on  the  faid  chief  Governor  :  An  Inftance 
whereof  happen’d  the  firft  of  this  Inftant 
Month  of  June,  when  fome  Perfons,  being 
countenanc’d  and  warm’d  by  the  Go¬ 
vernor  with  Wine,  committed  the  great- 
eft  Diforders  and  Outrages  ,  running 
thro?  the  Streets  with  drawn  Swords,  and 
calling  themfelves  the  General’s  Friends, 
driving  all  Perfons  before  them,  beating 
and  wounding  all  fuch  Perfons  as  ftood 
in  their  Way  entering  into  Taverns, 
breaking  open  Doors,  flouriihing  their 
Swords  over  the  Heads  of  fome,  and  ma¬ 
king  Th rafts  at  others  •  threatning  and 
abufing  Numbers  of  People  •,  carrying 
their  Abufes  even  into  private  Houfes, 
to  the  great  Dread  and  Terror  of  your 
Majefty’s  Subjects.

The  feventh  Article,  1  mujl  return  my 
Lord  .......  my  hearty  Thanks  for,  had 

he  not  been  pleas'd  by  a  Letter  and  Direction

of  the  O  fficers  and  Soldiers  of  his  Regiment , 
and  what  high  Outrages  and  Infults  they 
had  been  encourag'd  by  me  to  commit •,  on  the 
Perfons  of  fever al  Inhabitants ,  if  would 
not  have  fo  evidently  appear'd ,  that  nothing 
can  be  more  groundlefis  than  this  Article. 

Capt.  Philip  Walfh  was  the  only  Officer 
they  had  any  'Thing  to  fay  toy  and  I  jhall 
not  do  him  the  Injury  to  offer  to  add  any 
Thing  to  the  handfiome  Defence  he  made  for 

himfelf.  j| 

There  was  but  four  Soldiers  that  were 
charg'd  with  any  Difiorder ,  to  whom  the 
CoUonel  order'd  any  Punijhment  }  but  It 
appearing  by  their  Petition ,  that  they  were 
accus'd  only  of  folding  with  an  infamous , 
drunken ,  lewd  Woman ,  about  two  Tears 
fince ,  then  complain  'dof  to  Col.  Jones, 

who  did  not  think  fit  to  punijh  them  and 
that  they  were  not  allow'd  to  anfiwer  for 
themfelves  :  I  order'd  them  a  Regimental 
Court-Martial ,  where  their  Accufers  not  be¬ 
ing  able  to  make  out  the  Charge ,  they  never 
appear'd  againfl  them. 

I  appeal  to  any  Body ,  converfant  with 
Soldiers ,  whether  this  is  not  an  unanfwer- 
able  Proof  of  the  good  Difcipline  I  have  kept 
the  Soldiers  in  •,  that  when  publick  Sum¬ 
mons  has  been  fix'd  for  any  Body  to  come  in 
and  complain  of  any  Injury ,  Infinity  or  Offence 

any 
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fir  Officer  or  Soldier  has  done  them,  that 
tfe  People  have  had  no  more  to  lay  to  their 
Charge  in  four  Tears  Time.  And  my  Lord 
........  mu  ft  excufe  me,  if  /  tjymk  it 

very  hard,  that  a  Gentleman  I  had  Co  often 
accus  dm  him,  of  neither  cloathino ■,  paying 
or  keeping  half  a  Regiment,  fiould  be  ho¬ 
nour  d  by  him  with  a  Letter,  which  he 
and  his  Friends  conceiv'd,  impowerd  him 
to  all  during  my  being  General,  without  re¬ 
garding  me  as  fitch,  or  without  being  oblig'd 
to  ad  agreeable  either  to  the  Civil  or  Milha- 
ry  Law  •  but  if  my  Friends  in  any  Quar¬ 
rel  have  faid  any  Thing  they  fiould  not , 
without  any  Encouragement  or  Protection 
from  me,  am  I  any  more  chargeable  with  it 
than  the  mo  ft  moderate  of  my  Enemies  are 
with  my  AJf affiliation  .<?  Which  fo  many  of 
them  have  attempted,  and  which  I  don't 
queftion ,  but  feveral  of  them  deteft  and 
abhoi  \  and  that  tvey  who  have  avow'd 
themf elves  my  Enemies ,  have  committed 
moie  Df orders,  greater  Infidts,  and  been 
in  more  frequent  Quarrels  than  my  Friends , 
the  Depoftions  f  fully  make  out.

Mr.  Wickham,  <2  Gentleman  that  has  a 
very  good  Eftate  and  Wind-mill  on  the 
If  and,  and  who  has  neither  Place  nor  De- 
pendance  on  me  or  the  Government  ^  and 
whofe  Quarrels  or  Diforders,  if  he  commits 
any,  lie  by  no  Means  before  me,  but  the 
Ju dices  of  the  Peace  ;  to  whom  if  they  had 
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accus'd  him ,  the  Law  would  have  pimif'd 
or  clear'd  him. 

Their  Deposition,  No.  5  r,  relating  to  a 
Quarrel  of  Capt.  WalfhV,  in  the  Month  of 
July,  and  which  no  Way  relates  to  or  men¬ 
tions  me  •  They  have ,  hy  a  new  Depofition , 
No,  105,  corrected  and  amended  to  the  firji 
of  June,  to  countenance  this  Article  ■,  but 
as  neither  of  them  has  the  leaf  Relation  to 
me,  1  only  would  obferve  what  Shifts  they 
are  reduc'd  to,  to  be  forc'd  to  bring  one  in „

Good  God!  what  a  Picture  ofDiforder  is 
here  drawn,  'where  the  Image  of  Lyes  Qould 
be  reprefented  !  What  relates  to  me  in  this 
Article,  I  have  already  prov  d  from  their 
own  Depositions,  as  I  have  alfo  what  relates 

to 
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to  the  Quality  and  Circum fiances  of  the 
People  mention'd  in  it  \  and  as  to  the  Difor- 
der,  the  Article  deferibes  a  notorious  Riot, 
committed  by  a  Body  of  Men ,  when  the  De- 
pofitions ,  if  I  allow  them  (which  I  have 
no  Reafon)  to  relate  to  the  fame  Day ,  per¬ 
fectly  deferibe  wo  di [lined  Actions  •,  of 
which ,  the  one  mentions  no  Body  to  be  af¬ 
fronted  but  Mr.  Kerby,  and  expreffes  much 
Civility  to  be  us'd  to  him ,  who  takes  the 
Affidavit.

The  eighth  Article  has  indeed  more  Truth 
in  it  than  the  preceding  Article  *  for  l 
did.,  on  Horfe-back,  with  the  Marjhal , 
fome  Officers ,  and  others ,  go  to  the  Houfe 
where  one  Denbow  kept  a  Tavern ,  and 
commanded  the  Marjhal  to  feize  on  fome 
People  there  ^  who  accordingly  did  feize,  and 
commit  them  to  Goal  j  and  I  alfo  declar'd , 
at  the  faid  Houfe,  I  would J hoot  any  of  thofe 
that  Jhould  refif. 

So  much  Truth  in  an  Article ,  mufl  be,  by

Ihort  rime  to  make  them  their  own  :  To 
all  which  they  are  encourag’d  by  Affu- 
rance  of  Impunity,  be  their  Crimes  never 
fo  heinous.

The  ninth  Article  is  but  a  Branch  of  the 
la  ft,  and  a  Reflechon  on  the  Soldiers  which 
as  they  had  of  late  fo  plentifully  before' d 
on  fever al  Gentlemen ,  without  any  Re af on, 
or  more  Proof  of  than  on  thefe  Soldiers , 
no  more  Credit  is  to  be  given  them  •  and  it 
may  reafonably  be  prefund ,  no  Man  mill 
think  me  anfwerable  for  Soldiers  prating . 

But  that  they  are  by  any  Means  encourag d

“  ture  of  the  Male-Adminiftration  of  the 
“  laid  chief  Governor,  Your  Majefty’s 
“  lately  flourifhing  Ifland  of  Antegoa  is 
“  at  prefent  in  a  very  miferable,  diftrad- 
“  ed,  and  dangerous  Condition.” 

As  to  the  State  of  the  If  and,  and  the 
Alteration ,  fince  I  came  to  the  Government , 
that  the  Town  is  encr eas'd  one  half  in  Peo¬ 
ple  and  the  hef  half  in  Buildings,  is  pafl 
all  Difpute  and  how  I  have  encourag  d  it, 
and  to  my  Cofl  improv'd  it,  my  Anfwer  to 
Article  the  ninetee?ith  fujfciently  makes  out. 

But  as  the  Number  of  Negroes  and  Wind¬ 
mills,  and  the  Sugars  they  can  make ,  is 
what  they  value  themfelves  upon,  and 
whereby  they  compute  the  State  of  the  If  and , 
by  an  exact  Computation,  (there  being  but 
twenty  feven  Wind-mills  on  the  If  and  on  my 
Arrival,  and  feventy  four  on  it  at  this 
Time  •,  to  which  a  proportionable  Number 
of  Negroes  being  requifte)  this  If  and  may , 
unlefs  by  Accident,  annually  produce  as 
much  more  Sugar,  as  when  I  came  to  my 
Government.  So  much  therefore  is  it  a  more 
foiirifhing  Colony. 

And  as  Nevis  and  St.  Chriflopherh- 
were  destroy'd  when  I  arriv'd  here ,  and  are 
now  in  a  very  flourifhing  Condition ,  the 
annual  Produce  of  this  Government  may  be 
twice  as  much  as  when  I  came  to  it  :  So 
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foW/y  ^  they  give  me  an  Opportunity ,  z'«  the 
Clofe  of  thefe  Articles ,  to  prove  how  three 
1  panels  in  this  Government  have  fourijb'd 
and  encr  eas'd  in  Riches  fince  I  came  among 
them  ^  and  the  fourth *  *  their  own  Addreffes 
account  for. 

But  it  is  fill  neceffary  that  fome  Care  be 
taken  of  a  growing  Evil ,  I  mean  their  ma¬ 
king  the  Boor  uneafy  on  their  little  Plantati¬ 
ons ,  ’ till  they  are  forc'd  to  fell  them  •,  after 
which  they  foon  quit  the  If  and,  which  1 
mention  d  in  the  tenth  Article,  and  which 
will  in  Time  fo  depopidate  it,  that  it  is  too 
likely  they  will  become  an  eafy  Prey  to  their 
Neighbours,  who  encreafe  in  People  as  much 
as  this  If  and  declines  ^  which  it  will  do  fill 
more,  ’ till  it  pall  appear  her  Majefy's  Inte- 
ref  to  extinguipj  the  factious  Humour  that 
reigns,  not  in  this  only ,  but  in  mof  of  her 
Governments,  which  I  may  prefume  to  fay , 
will  foon  oblige  her  Governors  to  fall  into 
their  own  Interef,  and  rather  make  their 
Fortunes  by  humouring  the  People ,  than  ruin 
themfelves  by  endeavouring  to  maintain  her 
Majefy's  Honour,  and  the  Interef  of  the 
Britifh  Nation  at  their  own  Expence,  a- 
gainf  the  Complaints  which  their  fo  doing 
will  raife  againf  them,  and  which  is  greater 
than  any  of  our  Salaries.  And  as  it  is  my 
Duty  to  lay  what  Obfervations  appear  to 
me  for  her  Majefy's  Interef  before  her,  it

may  not  be  improper  here  to  obferve ,  That 
altho  her  Majef/s  Happmefs  is  in  being 
a  Parent  of  her  People ,  and  having  the  fame 
Intereft  with  them ,  here  it  is  very  different ; 

the  particular  Inter  eft  of  Colonies  often 
claflnng  with  that  of  the  Mother  Kingdom. 

And  as  every  Body  endeavours  to  buy 
cheap  and  fell  dear ,  whofoever  will  fuffer 
the  People  mre  to  buy  European  Goods  at 
tfte  utch  Ijlands ,  which  are  very  near  us 
(  where  they  can  have’em  at  much  lower  Rates 
than  with  us ,  and  will  allow  them  to  fell 
them  taeir  Produce ,  which  they  can  do 
much  higher)  fall  always  be  well  with  the 
1  eople  ■  both  which  are  highly  prejudicial 
to  her  Majefty ,  it  being  perfectly  the  Interefl 
°J  ^jreat  Britain  to  retrain  our  Imports  to 
wo  at  we  receive  from  thence,  and  to  make 
our  whole  Exports  to  be  imported  there ,  to 
be  afterwards  from  thence  exported  to  and 
diftributed  amongft  other  Nations ,  as  the 
Law  directs  •  and  as  I  have  in  this  Ref  pelt 
minded  my  Duty  more  than  any  other  Confi¬ 
de  rati  on  whatsoever,  /  can  here  Live  an 
eminent  In  fiance  of  it.  *

of  Gratitude  and  Refped,  the  many 
Obligations  he  had  to  the  Duke  of  Marl¬ 
borough  and  the  Lord  Treafurer  }  but  al¬ 
ways  fpoke  of  their  Friendfhip  with  a 
great  deal  of  Modefty. 

We  never  heard  him  fay  more,  than 
that  he  hop’d  to  be  proteded  whilft  he 
did  his  Duty  j  but  we  cannot  but  obferve, 
that  this  Article  little  agrees  with  what 
his  Enemies  us’d  to  report  ^  which  was, 
that  he  had  no  Friend,  except  the  Duke, 
and  he  was  out  of  England. 

To  the  Second. 

What  the  General  aded  when  Mr. 
Chejler  was  brought  before  him  and  the 
Council,  was  what  all  the  Council  then 
prefent  agreed  to.  Col.  Gamble  informs 
us,  that  he  was  one  of  the  Juftices  that 
took  Bail  for  Mr.  Chefter ,  and  that  the

more  efpecially,  confidering  he  refus’d 
ading  in  other  Matters  as  Juftice  of  Peace  ; 
And  the  Reafon  the  General  inform’d  us 

for 
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for  his  turning  out  the  Marlhal,  was  for 
fuffering  Mr.  Chefter  to  go  at  large,  with¬ 
out  any  Officer  with  him,  before  he  had 
given  Bail,  tho’  the  fa  id  Chefter  was  com¬ 
mitted  by  himfelf  and  Council  for  wilful 
Murder.  We  were  none  of  us  by,  when 
the  Coroner  fat  on  the  Body  of  Mr. 
Sawyer,  but  Major  Samuel  Wickham ,  who 
was  the  Coroner,  has  anfwer’d,  upon 
Oath,  to  feveral  Interrogatories,  to  which 
and  Mr.  Wright' s  Depofition,  f  we  refer, 
and  are  of  Opinion,  the  General  did  no 
more  in  this  than  his  Duty. 

To  the  Third. 

'We  never  knew  the  General  demanded 
by  what  Right  any  Man  held  his  Land 
or  Eftate,  except  Col.  Codrington ,  whom 
he  order’d  to  appear  before  himfelf  and 
Council,  to  give  an  Account  by  what 
Authority  he  pretended  Right  to  the 
Mand  of  Berbuda ,  and  appointed  a  Depu¬ 
ty-Governor  for  the  fame,  that  Bland 
being  one  of  the  principal  Iilands  nam’d 
in  his  Commilfion  but  Col.  Codrington 
refufing  to  give  an  Account,  the  General, 
by  the  Advice  of  the  Council,  proceeded 
no  farther  in  it:,  only  order’d  what  was 
done  to  be  minuted  in  the  Council-Books, 
that  the  Lords  of  Trade  might  there 
take  Notice  of  it.

This  Article  is  notoriouily  falfe  for, 
at  the  Election  of  the  Alfembly  before 
this,  there  was  hardly  any  Difputes 
and  the  General  was  at  St.  Chriftophers 
for  feverai  Weeks  before  and  after  the 
lall  Alfembly  was  call’d :  We  writ  to 
him  while  he  was  there,  delinng  him 
to  call  a  new  Alfembly j  and  thereto  he  re¬ 
turn’d  an  Anfwer,and  lign’d  the  Writs, and 
fent  them  up,  but  remain’d  atSt.Chriflo- 
phers  feverai  W eeks  after  the  Alfembly 
was  chofe :  And  the  firfl:  Difpute  about  the 
negative  Voice,  was  occafion’d  by  the 
General’s  being  off  the  Illand,  they  or¬ 
dering  their  Speaker  not  to  fign  what 
Laws  were  ready  to  be  fent  down  to 
the  General  to  pals :  (it  being  their  Opi¬ 
nion  that  a  Law  is  not  in  Force  ’till  it  be 
fign’d  both  by  the  chief  Governor  and 
Speaker)  So  if  the  General  had  pafs’d  all 
the  Laws  fent  him,  if  when  return’d, 
the  Speaker  had  refus’d  to  fign  them,  they 
were  to  be  no  Laws  ^  which  was  plainly 
giving  the  laft  Sandion  to  the  Speaker, 
which  no  Alfembly  before  thought  of.

was  then  due  to  him  for  Houfe-Rent, 
which  was  then  a  thoufand  Pounds, 

To  the  Ninth. 

Whatever  Defects  have  appear’d  in 
the  Militia,  we  cannot  afcribe  to  any  un- 
foldierlike  Behaviour  in  the  General,  or 
Negleff  in  him,  but  is  chiefly  occalion’d  for 
Want  of  a  proper  Law,  to  inforce  both 
Officers  and  Soldiers  (by  laying  fuffici- 
ent  Mulfts  on  Delinquents)  to  do  their 
Duty,  which  both  the  General  and  our 
felves  have  recommended  to  the  Affem- 
bly,  but  to  no  Purpofe.  And  as  to  the 
Fortifications,  we  have  obferv’d  him  to 
have  been  always  defirous  to  carry  them

To  the  Tenth. 

We  have  heard  the  faid  chief  Gover¬ 
nor  (as  Chancellor)  fay.  That  as  he  found 
(dire&ing  to  the  Lawyers)  the  Merit 
and  Equity  of  the  Caufe,  notwithftand- 
ing  their  Precedents,  and  what  they  af- 
ferted  for  Law,  he  would  accordingly 
judge  as  to  his  Decrees  :  We  never  heard, 
or  knew  of  his  making  or  pronouncing 
any,  except  one,  and  that  was  in  the 
Cafe  of  Judge  Watkins ,  as  Executor  to 
one  Waller ,  to  which  he  call’d  the  Coun¬ 
cil  to  his  Affiftance  j  which  Decree,  we 
are  fatisfy’d,  was  reafonable,  equitable, 
and  jult.

behcve  it  a  Miffiake  in  the  Clerk  :  And 
that  which  is  faid  by  buying  Bonds  for 
one  th  ird,  or  half  of  the  Value,  we  know 
ttot  what  is  meant  by  it;  nor  do  we  un¬ 
derhand  that  any  Injunctions  have  been 
granted,  to  avoid  the  Penalty  of  a  Bond  ' 
that  ever  came  to  a  Hearing :  if  there’

The  General  was  very  far  from  being 
arbitrary  ;  for  he  always  took  the  Ad¬ 
vice  of  thofe  of  the  Council  that  fat 
with  him  ;  and  when  the  Caufe  feem’d 
intricate,  he  referr’d  it  Home  for  the 
Opinion  of  two  Chancery-men  there,  as

To  the  Eleventh. 

We  know  ' not  of  his  threatning  to  turn 
out  any  Judges  or  Juftices  of  the  Peace  7 
nor  did  he  turnout  Judge  Wattkins  ^  nei¬ 
ther  do  we  believe  he  would  difplace  any 
Officer  for  not  being  applicable  to  ill  Pur- 
pofes.  As  to  the  Mandamus  mention  d, 
(tho’  call’d  unprecedented  and  unwarrant¬ 
able)  we  think  to  be  very  juft,  as  the 
Minutes  of  the  Court  of  Common-Pleas 
and  Council  relating  thereto,  will,  no 
doubt,  very  plainly  manifeft. 

To  the  Twelfth. 

We  are  in  a  great  Meafure  Strangers  to 
what  is  laid  down  in  this  Article  •,  but 
having  feen  feveral  Depofitions,  relating 
thereto,  taken  in  Council,  we  have  juft 
Caufe  to  believe  the  faid  chief  Governor 
is  well  juftify’d  on  thefe  two  Heads  : 
The  General  has  produc’d  an  Account 
fettled  with  Mr.  Chefter ,  where  the  Ge¬ 
neral  has  Credit  given  him  for  two  Notes 
for  Caffi,  for  five  hundred  Pounds,  and 
no  Credit  given  him  for  the  Difference, 
which  at  that  Time  was  50/.  per  Cent . 
between  Country-Pay  and  Caffi,  which 
comes  to  more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  Pounds:  And  we  do  obferve,  if  the

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Brandy  had  been  feiz’d,  two  thirds 
would  have  been  the  General’s  •  and  it 
does  not  feem  likely,  that  he  would  quit 
fo  much  for  fo  little,  and  to  an  Enemy  too, 
without  fo  much  as  a  Note  for  it :  Bribes’ 
don’t  ufe  to  be  thus  taken. 


To  the  Thirteenth . 

That  we  know  of  no  Seizures  made  by 
the  Order  of  the  chief  Governor,  nor 
any  Judge  of  the  Admiralty,  appointed 
by  him,  fave  the  prefent  Judge,  Herbert 
V ember,  E%  her  Majefty’s  Attorney-Ge¬ 
neral  of  this  and  the  reft  of  the  Leeward 
Iflands  •  a  Perfon  bred  to  the  Law,  and 
of  a  good  Life  and  Converfation :  As  to 
the  Seizure  of  the  lixteen  Firkins  of  But¬ 
ter,  belonging  to  John  Barbotain ,  we  re¬ 
fer  to  the  faid  General’s  particular  An- 
fwer  to  this  Article,  and  to  Mr.  Brett* s 
and  Mr.  Barbotain s  Depofitions,  and  alfo 
to  Mr.  Buckeridge  the  Collector’s  Depoli- 
tion,  which  we  conceive  clears  the  Gene¬ 
ral. 

He  has  encourag’d  all  fair  Traders, 
and  has  never  taken  any  Advantage  of 
the  Mailers, when  they  had  loft  their  Regi- 
flers,  which  he  might  have  done,  and 
juftify’d  by  the  Law,  and  which  was  done 
by  his  Predeceifors :  We  don’t  know,  or 
ever  heard  of  any  Veifels  feiz’d  in  this 

Ilian  d. 
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Illand,  but  a  fmall  Sloop  of  Major  Bit - 
zard’s  j  and  after  fhe  was  condemn’d,  he 
gave  his  Part,  bceaufe  he  believ’d  there 
was  no  Delign  of  Fraud.  We  have  heard 
of  a  fmall  Sloop  he  order’d  to  be  feiz’d  at 
St.  Chriftopher  that  came  from  Curacoa„ 
one  of  the  Dutch  Illands,  belonging  to 
Mr.  Chefter,  and  another  of  his,  for 
carrying  off  Sugar  without  paying  the 
four  and  half  per  Cent,  or  qualify ’d  as  the 
I.,aw  direfts.  Thefe  ate  all  we  ever  heard 
were  feiz’d  or  condemn’d. 

To  the  Fourteenthi 

The  General  is  fufficiently  juftify’d  in 
what  he  did,  being  addrefs’d  by  the  Af- 
fembly  and  Council  for  fo  doing  •  and 
his  recalling  that  Order,  was  after  the 
Hurricane,  there  being  by  that  Storm  a 
great  Quantity  of  Powder  loft :  The  Or¬ 
der  mentions  the  Reafons  }  and  we  can¬ 
not  but  obferve,  that  thefe  very  Men 
that  addrefs’d  him,  have  fign’d  this  Ar¬ 
ticle,  and  made  it  a  Crime. 

To  the  Fifteenth.  • 

We  have  underftood  the  Fees,  men¬ 
tion  d  in  this  Article,  to  be  fo  inconfide- 
rabl~,  that  the  faid  chief  Governor  has 
fcarce  thought  them  worth  his  colleft- 
lng,  but  has  given  them  to  the  refpeftive 
Officers  of  the  other  Hlands  -  and  by  a 
Depofmon  taken  by  the  Collector  of 

P  them. 
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them  in  this  Ifland,  they  have,  hnce  his 
coining  to  the  Government,  amounted  to 
no  more  than  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
Piftoles  j  which  we  judge  fufficient  to 
demonlhate  the  Cnreafonablenefs  of  that 
Charge,  the  General  informs  us,  that 
they  were  fettled  by  the  Council  and 
Alterably  of  St.  Chriftophers ,  at  his  firft 
coming  and  neither  the  Council  nor 
Aifembly  of  this  ifland  ever  acquaint¬ 
ed  _  the  General  they  thought  them  a 
Grievance,  even  when  the  General  fent 
a  Meffage  to  the  Aifembly,  to  know  if 
they  had  any  Grievances  j  and  if  they 
would  let  him  know  them,  he  was  wil¬ 
ling  to  redrefs  them. 

To  the  Sixteenth. 

Being  Strangers  to  what  is  fet  forth  in 
this  Article,  we  refer  to  the  Depolition 
of  Capt.  Roach ,  for  the  Difcovery  of 
the  Truth  :  Capt.  Roach  is  a  Merchant  of 
a  very  fair  Character  •  therefore  we  think 
liis  Depolition  fufficiently  clears  the  Ge¬ 
neral  of  wiiat’s  laid  to  his  Charge  in  this 
Article. 

To  the  Seventeenth. 

We  know  of  few  or  no  Juftices  of  the 
Peace,  but  what  were  formerly  fo,  ex¬ 
cept  one  Mr.  Thomas  Gateward ,  who  was

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as  a  Perfon  (knowing  the  Law,  and  li¬

Order  and  others  refilling  to  aft,  he 
was  put  in  accordingly:  Nor  do  we  be¬ 
lieve,  (as  we  take  him  to  be  the  Perfon 
chiefly  hinted  at)  that  he  is  of  fo  defpi- 
cable  a  Charafter,  as  is  fet  forth  in  their 
Article.  We  are  of  Opinion,  that  when 
he  was  by  us  recommended  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral,  (for  the  Reafons  above)  he  was  a 
perfeft  Stranger  to  him,  it  being  on  his 
firlf  coming  :  He  was  alfo  recommended 
to  the  General  to  be  Mailer  in  Chance¬ 
ry,  there  being  no  Body  litter  for  it  that 
would  accept  of  it. 

To  the  Eighteenth. 

We  know  that  John  Ham ,  in  this  Arti¬ 
cle  mention’d,  had  the  Command  of  one 
of  the  General’s  Sloops  and  it  is  not 
deny’d,  but  it  has  been  reported,  that 
he  kill’d  fome  Spaniards  (mention’d)  in 
cool  Blood  ^  but  it  was  the  Beginning  of 
this  War,  when  we  were  in  Enmity  with 
them.  And  tho’  the  Aftion  was  no  Way 
commendable,  yet  wTe  fee  not  what  Oc- 
calion  there  was  for  a  Pardon,  nor  do

Family  at  St.  Cbrifophers ,  and  may  be 
taken  up  at  any  Time  :  and  we  are  con¬ 
fident  the  General  will  not  proted  him 
from  Juflice. 

To  the  Nineteenth. 

Tho’  we  refer  to  the  feveral  Depofiti- 
ons  taken  on  this  Occafion,  yet  we  can¬ 
not  but  own,  we  have  frequently  heard 
the  General  exprefs  himfelf  with  a  pecu¬ 
liar  Regard  for  this  Ifland,  often  faying, 
he  was  forry  the  Gentlemen  were  fo 
blind,  as  not  to  fee  their  true  Intered  ^ 
for  that  he  was  willing  (burying  all  pad 
Offences  in  Oblivion)  to  do  them  all  the

We  are  wholly  Strangers  to  any  fuch 
Exprefiions  proceeding  from  the  Gene¬

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ral,  nor  ever  heard  of  fuch  a  Report,  ’till 
fince  the  Articles  were  fent  over  ^  but  he 
has  been  often  heard  to  fay,  if  the  Gen¬ 
tlemen  had  any  Thing  to  exhibit  again!! 
him,  they  would  do  well  to  ad  in  a  pro¬ 
per  and  publick  Manner,  and  not  in  pri¬

We  neither  knew,  nor  Heard  of  any 
Com  million  refus’d,  fmee  the  Aft  of  Par¬ 
liament  relating  thereto  .3  nor  have  we 
known,  or  heard  of  any  Tenths,  or  o- 
tiler  Sums  exacted  for  his  Commiflions  3 
but^  we  knew  it  has  always  been  the 
Cuftom  for  Privateers  to  pay  the  Tenths

A  Petition  of  Francis  Pouch  and  Antho¬ 
ny  Monteyro ,  was  read,  fetting  forth.  That 
the  General  did  imprefs  their  Sloop,  and 
fent  her  to  Mont f err  at,  with  an  Account 
of  the  Defign  of  the  French  upon  that 
Ifland  •,  which  Sloop  was  taken  by  a 
French  Privateer,  as  fhe  went  out  of  the 
Harbour  of  St.  John's.

Aving  view’d  all  the  Coafts,  as  well 


I  1  as  the  Fortifications  of  this  I  {land, 
I  find  it  altogether  open,  and  liable  to 
the  Attempt  of  an  Enemy,  when,  and 
aim  oft  where  ever  he  ihall  pleafe  to  at¬ 
tack  it  :  And  there  is  no  fuch  Thing  in 
the  whole  Country,  as  deferves  the  Name 
of  a  Fort  for  that  which  is  built  upon 
Monk  s-Hill,  is  not  lo,  lince  an  Enemy, 
upon  his  firft  Landing,  without  having 
Occafion  to  bring  any  Cannon  againft  it, 
may  eafily  make  himfelf  Mafter  of  it 
with  Sword  in  Hand  :  '  Nor  can  this

JOfeph  French ,  of  the  Bland  aforefaid, 
maketh  Oath,  That  to  his  (this  Depo¬ 
nent’s)  Knowledge,  Daniel  Parke,  Efq-,  her 
Ma jelly’s  Chief  Governor  of  the  Leeward 
Blands,  hath,  out  of  his  Regard  for  the 
Good  and  Defence  of  this  Bland,  (when 
an  Invafion  was  expected)  order’d  up 
from  the  other  Leeward •  Blands,  fome 
Companies  of  Soldiers,  Great  Guns,  Am¬ 
munition,  &c.  and  that,  as  he  (this  De¬ 
ponent)  hath  been  inform’d,  to  the  Re¬ 
gret  and  Diflike  of  the  Inhabitants,  from 
whence  the  fame  were  brought :  And 
that  he  in  Perfon,  landed  the  aforefaid 
Great  Guns,  with  little  Charge,  to  five 
the  Expences  the  Publick  muff  have  been 
at  for  doing  thereof,  by  any  other,  a 
considerable  Sum  being  requir’d  :  And 
this  Deponent  alfo  faith,  as  he  was,  and 
is  Treafurer,  he  was  oblig’d,  very  often, 
to  attend  the  General  and  never  heard 
him  but  to  exprefs  a  great  Regard  for  this 

Bland  • 
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liland  7  and  his  Delires  were,  that  he 
might  be  enabled  to  fecure  and  defend 
the  fame.  And  altho’  this  Deponent 
knows  the  General  to  have  had  an  indif¬ 
ferent  Opinion,  as  to  the  Strength  of  the 
Fortification  of  Monk's-Hill ,  yet,  obfer- 
ving,  that  a  great  many  of  the  ’inhabi¬ 
tants  look’d  upon  that  Place  as  a  good  Re¬ 
treat  to,  on  an  Invafion,  he  hath  offer'd 
himfelf,  from  Jime  to  Time,  in  Perfon, 
to  attend,  lay  out,  and  direct  fome  new 
Works  to  be  done  there  •  and  that  to  this 
Deponent’s  Knowledge,  he  hath,  for  fe-

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Militia ,  which  was  negled 
Eafinefs  of  the  fines  and  Punifhments 
for  Non-appearance.  This  Deponent  alfo 
faith,  That  he  attended  the  General  to 
Col.  Francis  Rogers's  Houle,  at  an  Enter¬

Col.  Rogers)  Col.  George  Gamble ,  Col.  Sa¬ 
muel  JVattkins ,  both  of  this  Jfland,  and 
Col.  Floyer  and  Capt.  Jorrence ,  Officers  in 
Col.  Lilting  ft  onh  Regiment  •,  the  former 
being  now  in  England ,  and  the  latter  at 
St.  Chrijlophers ,  as  this  Deponent  is  in¬ 
form’d  :  And  this  Deponent  faith.  That 
he  well  remembers  a  Difcourfe  to  have 
arifen  at  the  faid  Houfe,  about  an  Affront 
given  the  General  by  the  Affembly,  who 
would  not  confent  to  the  palling  a  Law 
for  the  farther  carrying  on  the  Works  on 
Monk’s-Hill ,  altho’ the  General  had  offer’d 
himfelf  to  attend  and  dired  the  fame, 
unlefs  a  Member  of  their  Houle  had  the 
chief  Management  thereof  which  Bill 
the  General  pafs’d,  rather  than  permit 
the  Works  to  ceafe  :  And  this  Deponent 
well  remembers,  that  the  faid  Difcourfe 
was  chiefly  between  the  General  and  Col. 
Wattkins,  and  that  the  faid  Watt  kins  ex- 
prefs’d  his  Diilike  of  that  Adion,  not 
only  as  it  was  an  Affront  to  the  General, 
but  likewife  as  it  was  a  Mifmanagement 
in  the  Affembly,  the  P-erlon  em  P1  °y’d 
being  wholly  ignorant  in  Affairs  of  that 
Nature.

Homas  Morris,  of  the  Ifland  afore¬ 
faid,  depofeth  and  faith,  That  on 
Saturday  the  18th  Day  of  September  i7°8, 
lie  din’d  at  the  Houfe  of  Air.  John  Had- 
don ,  with  the  General,  Col.  Parke ,  Capt. 
Thomas  Newell,  Maj.  Samuel  Wickham,  and 
home  others,  where  this  Deponent  heard 
the  General  fay.  There  had  been  feme 
Diforder  the  Night  before,  in  the  Town  of 
St.  John’j,  and  that  he  had  order'd  all  the 
Conftables  in  the  faid  Town  to  be  read}' 
againfi  that  Night ,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
like  ^  for  that  there  were  to  be  a  great  Num¬ 
ber  of  Gentlemen ,  and  others,  at  the  Houfe 
of  Mr.  Edward  Chefter,  Sen .  that  Day,  to 
dine  ^  and  that  he  was  in  Fear,  fome  Dif¬ 
order  or  Mi f chief  would  happen  that  Night  * 
for  which  Reafon,  he  the  faid  General  faid, 
he  would  go  Home  Early.  And  according¬ 
ly,  about  the  Hour  of  Six,  or  thereabouts, 
he  call’d  for  his  Horfe  ^  as  alfo  did  this 
Deponent,  Capt.  Tho.  Newell ,  Maj.  Sam . 
Wickham ,  Mr.  John  Bermingham,  and

ther  faith,  That  his  Horfe  being  at  the 
Houfe  of  -Mr.  Caleb  Lajher ,  he  defir’d 
Maj.  Wickham  to  walk  with  him  thither 
to  take  Horfe  and  as  they  were  going, 
he  (this  Deponent)  told  the  faid  Major 
Wickham ,  that  he  much  fear’d  fome  Mif- 
chief  would  attend  the  General,  that 
Night  for  that  he  did  not  like  the  break¬ 
ing  up  of  the  Company  at  Mr.  Chefter  s, 
and  their  following  the  General  to  the 
Coffee-houfe  :  Upon  which  this  Depo¬ 
nent  and  the  faid  Wickham  refolv’d  to 
fee  the  General  Home,  if  they  could 
meet  with  him.  And  the  Deponent  far¬ 
ther  faith,  That  as  he  and  Major  Wickham 
came  into  the  Market-place,  in  their 
Way  to  the  Houfe  of  Caleb  Lajher ,  afore- 
faid,  they  heard  fome  People  very  loud ,  to¬ 
wards  the  Houfe  of  Mr.  Edward  Chefter, 
Sen.  upon  which  they  made  the  beft  of 
their  Way  thither  where  they  found 
the  General,  Capt.  Newell ,  Mr.  Berming¬ 
ham and  many  others,  ftanding  in  the 
Street  :>  and  he  (this  Deponent)  obferv’d

over  to  the  SeJJions .  At  which  Peter  Schure - 
man,  the  Taylor,  reply’d,  God  damn  you 
for  a  Villain ,  you  dare  not  do  it  y  and  the 
faid  Company  in  general,  exprefs’d  thern- 
felves  very  unhandfomly  to  the  faid 
Deponent.  And  as  he  was  coming  out  of 
Doors  to  acquaint  the  General  there' 
with,  Mr.  WUUa?n  Hamilton  call’d  him 
(the  Deponent)  Son  of  aJVhore ,  and  fwore 
he  would  cut  the  Deponent's  Throat  y  bid¬ 
ding  him  tell  the  General  fo.  This  De¬ 
ponent  farther  faith,  That  as  foon  as  he 
return’d  with  their  Anfwer  to  the  Gene¬ 
ral,  he  order’d  him  (this  Deponent)  to  go 
back  again,  and  take  an  Account  of  their 
Names,  fending  after  him,  Pen,  Ink, 
and  Paper,  by  Maj.

Sen.  the  18th  of  September  1708,  becaufe 
he  was  inform’d  by  the  Conftables  and 
others,  that  there  were  a  great  Number 
of  People  there  who  had  affronted  the 
General,  and  defign’d  farther  to  affront 
him  j  and  that  there  would  be  Mifchief 

done 
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done  that  Night,  if  not  prevented  :  That 
General  Parke  left  him  there ,  with  Col.  Mor¬ 
ris  and  the  Marjhal ,  and  bid  them  do  their 
Duties  :  and  nothing  elfe ,  as  he  remembers  .* 
Th'at  after  they  had  committed  feveral 
for  a  Riot,  he  went  to  the  General,  who 
was  juft  going  to  Bed,  and  told  him  all 
was  quiet  and  that  the  General  gave  no 
Manner  of  Directions  whatfoever  concern¬ 
ing  the  faid  Riot.
